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INTRODUCTION 


I  have  beoBi  asked  by  the  antUor  to  prepare  a  diort  introdwrtion  to 
the  Foote  Family  Histoiy  now  in  press. 

I  comply  with  this  request  with  pleasure  for  the  opportunity  it  gives 
me  to  express  my  giatitnde  to  tiie  author  for  haying^  undertaken  this 
work  and  carried  it  forward  to  completion. 

We  all  know  what  such  a  work  means  to  the  author  and  compiler. 
To  some  extent  it  may  be  a  labor  of  love,  but,  in  the  main,  it  requires 
infiniti'  patience  and  long  continued  painstaking  labor.  Few,  indeed, 
have  the  couraere  to  undertake  such  a  work,  even  where  there  is  hope  of 
some  snhstnntial  financial  reward.  The  sale  of  this  hook  will  be  too  limited 
to  justify  any  siu  h  hope,  and  we  must  credit  our  author  w^ith  other  and 
more  disitilereste;!  motives. 

The  descendants  of  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  settler,  now  liviiiLr,  appre- 
ciate to  the  fullest  extent  the  debt  of  gratitude  which  the  family  owes  to 
Nathaniel  Goodwin,  who  in  1849  rescned  from  fsst  approachiog  oblivion 
their  pedigree  and  made  possible  the  present  work.  Bven  so  will  the 
remote  descendants  of  the  members  of  the  present  generation  hold  in 
highest  esteem  the  memory  of  the  author  of  this  book  for  doing  a  similar 
and  equally  important  woi^  for  their  benefit.  And  such  must  be  his 
chief  reward. 

Accuracy  is  no  doubt  the  chief  desideratum  in  a  work  of  this  kind, 
bnt  nn  aninntit  of  care  and  labor  has  been  found  sufficient  in  similar 
work.s  to  insure  auainst  all  errors.  TTntil  the  work  appears,  we  cannot, 
of  course,  know  how  far  our  author  has  been  sueeesaful  in  this  respect, 
but  no  matter  w  ith  what  care  and  accuracy  the  author  may  have  done  his 
part  of  the  work,  wc  may  expect  to  find  errors  due  to  the  cardessness  or 
mistakes  of  the  hundreds  of  different  indlTidnals,  of  all  the  differoit 
degrees  of  aocuracgr  and  cardessness,  npon  whom  he  has  been  compelled 
to  rely  for  much  of  his  information. 

Let  us  hope  that  on  the  whole  thia  work  will  be  found  to  compare 
favorably  in  respect  of  accuracy  with  other  genealogical  books. 

I  v^ture  to  suggest  to  ell  who  rasy  discover  errors  that  they  send 
a  correction  to  the  author  promptly  for  use  in  the  first  new  edition  that 
may  be  required.

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With  T0iy  few  exceptions,  the  Footes  in  Ameriea  all  descended  from 
either  Nathaniel  Foote,  i>f  Colohetfcery  Fngli^w^,  who  eame  to  Watertown* 
Mass.,  about  1630,  or  Pasco  Foote,  who  settled  in  Salem,  Mass.,  soon  after, 
or  from  Kiehard  Foote,  of  Cornwall,  England,  and  later  of  Stafford  Co., 
Ya.  That  the  first  two  were  nearly  related,  if  not  brothers,  there  can  be 
very  little  doubt. 

The  following  legeud  ha^i  been  haiidtHl  down  by  many  different 
buurccs:  "Three  brothers  came  from  England  iu  the  brig  'Ann,*  landed 
at  Plymouth,  Mass.,  Nathaniel,  Pasco  and  John  (or  Caleb).  Nathaniel 
settled  in  Watertown,  Mass. ;  Pasco  settled  in  Salem,  Mass.,  and  John  (or 
Caleb)  died  without  issue." 

Emigration  to  New  England  languished  for  ten  years  after  the 
arrival  of  the  "Mayflower,"  and  until  the  expedition  by  John  Winthrop 
and  Sir  Bichard  Saltonstall,  which  numbered  about  1,500,  came  over  in 
tbe  summor  of  1630,  very  few  colonists  oamo  over. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  connect  these  emigrants  with  their  ancestors  in 
the  Mother  Country. 

In  Burke's  Commoners,  Vol.  I.,  page  372,  is  an  account  of  the  Foots 
Family  in  Kent.  It  is  stated  that  the  family  possessed  large  estates  in 
the  county  of  Cornwall  prior  to  1420.  Thomas  Foote  was  Lord  Mayor  of 
liondon  in  1650,  and  there  are  many  others  of  the  family  who  have  di8> 
tingmshed  themselves  in  the  Mother  Country.  There  are  ten  different 
armorial  bearings,  granted  to  as  many  different  branches  of  the  family 
who  distinguished  thr  tiisolvcs.  While  it  is  ver>'  probable  that  this  is  all 
one  family,  yet  we  have  not  the  positive  proof  at  present. 

There  i«>  a  tradition  that  our  ancestors  in  Enu'land  lived  at  the  foot 
of  a  mountain  at  the  time  when  sunianies  were  adopted,  and  they  called 
them  Foote.  The  name  was  stauetimes  spelled  Fotte  or  Foot.  The  latter 
is  in  use  at  the  present  time     a  few  members  of  the  family. 

We  have  been  compelled  by  lack  of  space  to  leave  out  several  parts 
of  the  book  that  we  had  prepared  for  it,  including  lista  of  Bevolutionaiy 
soldiers  from  the  various  States  by  the  name  of  Foote,  Pensioners  of 
the  ■Revoliitionarj'  War,  College  Graduates  by  the  name  of  Foote.  and 
biocrraphical  sketches  of  prominent  members  of  the  English  branch.  Thia 
material  will  be  available  for  future  use. 

In  addition  to  the  several  thousand  Footes  here  recorded,  we  have 
teceived  a  number  of  family  recorris  that  we  could  not  definitely  connect 
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with  any  of  the  several  branches  of  the  family.  These  records  are  on  file, 
and  if  th^  ean  later  (as  I  have  no  doubt  many  of  them  can)  prove  their 
conneetionB,  we  shall  be  glad  to  make  the  ree(»*d. 

In  eompiling  this  work,  I  have  searched  all  of  the  Qenealogies  and 
Historleal  Works  that  I  oould  find,  ineluding  tboae  at  the  Wordsworth 
Historical  Library  and  State  Library  at  Hartford,  Ct,  Vermont  State 
Library,  the  Billings  and  Carnegie  Library  at  Burlington^  YL^  and 
Middlebury  College  Library,  Middlebury,  Vt. 

Tho  family  data  of  Nathaniel  Foote  in  Nathaniel  Goodwin's  Gene- 
alogy  of  1849  is  herein  included.  Without  this  aid  it  wonld  have  been 
impossible,  at  this  date,  to  make  a  \vt>vk  as  ccmiplete  as  this.  We  have 
also  included,  by  permission,  Miss  liraiiiurd's  pamphlet  and  that  of  Rev. 
J.  B.  Foote 's,  uu  descendants  of  John  Foote,  and  a  large  part  of  the  data 
haa  been  received  direet  from  the  living  members  of  the  family,  and  yet 
we  realise  that  there  are  descendants  who  have  not  been  reported.  If 
yon,  dear  reader,  are  one,  and  ean  traee  your  descent  from  any  of  these 
branehfis,  do  not  fail  to  write  at  once,  enclosing  all  the  data  and  informa- 
tion yon  have,  to  A.  W.  Foote,  Middlebury,  Vt.,  and  it  matters  not  how 
many  years  have  rolled  away,  someone  will  file  the  papers  and  it  will  be 
printed  in  the  future  in  the  Second  Volume  of  this  work. 

The  numbers  in  parentheses  f(»llt)\vHig  the  nnme  of  a  father  are  the 
numbers  of  his  Father,  Grandlaiher.  Great-grandiather,  and  so  forth, 
and  number  1  is  understood  to  be  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  Settler.  By  count- 
ing the  numbers  you  will  ascertain  the  generation.  The  numbers  foUow- 
ittg  the  name  of  tiie  wife  of  a  son  are  the  numbers  of  their  children. 

By  this  aystem  the  following  generations  can  easily  be  recorded  and 
/  printed  in  the  Second  Volume.  The  children  of  a  daui^ter  are  indicated 
by  figures  (1),  fier  grandchildren  by  letters  (a),  the  great-grandchildren 
by  Roman  numerals  (i).  the  jrrent -^rreat-grandchildrpn  hy  Roman 
numernis  and  titrures  (il).  A  name  in  parentheses  indicates  the  maiden 
nnme  of  the  mother.  When  the  birth-place  is  not  giveu  it  is  understood 
to  be  at  the  place  given  as  the  residence  of  the  parents. 

The  follo\vin|4  are  explanations  of  the  abbreviations  used:  Abt., 
about;  ae.,  aged;  b.,  born;  bldg.,  building;  ch.,  children;  Ch.,  Church; 
dan.,  daughter;  d.,  died  or  dead;  m.,  married;  n.  f.  k.,  nothing  further 
known;  p.,  page;  res.,  residenoe,  resided,  or  resides;  unm.,  unmarried; 
s.  p.,  9in0  prole  (without  issue) ;  wid.,  widow  or  widower ;  yr.,  year.

The  .social  pitasures  derived  from  the  Wetherslield  meeting,  aud 
from  the  correspoudeuce  ail  over  the  couutry,  have  more  than  compen* 
sated  me  for  the  work.

THE  NATHANIEL  FOOTE  MONUMENT. 

While  we  know  that  the  remaina  of  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  Settler,  and 
many  of  hi*?  family  rest  in  the  graveyard  back  of  the  old  church  of 
W«-thf  rsfield,  yet  it  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  there  is  not  a  stone  in  the 
wlujle  yard  with  the  name  of  foote  on  it.  The  stones  have  either  been 
taken  away  or  used  lor  toundations  many  years  ago,  aud  we  are  uot  able 
to  mark  the  exact  locations  of  their  graves. 

But  we  ean  locate  the  old  Foote  homestead  lot,  and  this  |>ro[>erty 
extended  out  into  what  is  now  a  public  park  at  the  foot  of  Broad  Street, 
and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  association  to  erect  a  monument  to  Nathaniel 
Foote  and  his  family  on  this  public  property  and  at  the  same  time  mark 
the  original  property. 

We  hope  to  dedicate  this  monument  in  June,  1908. 
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Arg.  (silvi-r),  a  chevron  Sable  (black),  and  in  the  dexter  quarter  a 
trefoil  of  the  second  (black)  crest  an  oak  tree  proper  (natnrnl  color). 
There  are  ten  different  Coats  of  Arms  recorded  in  the  Colletre  of  Heralds 
to  members  of  the  Foote  Family;  five  of  these  have  the  ehevron  and 
trefoil  in  the  dexter  quarter,  with  different  crests.  Maj.  L.  R.  D.  Fay  ling, 
Gen.  Manager  of  the  International  Bibliophile  Society  of  New  York, 
writing  under  date  of  May  7, 1907,  says : 

*'I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  but  that  you  have  the  authentic 
Foote  Arms.  In  Europe,  frefiiu  ntly  the  'arms'  of  a  family  are  officially 
'confirmed'  by  the  *Collei?e  of  ITeralds'  simply  on  the  stren^rth  of  a 
family  havinsr  'borne'  sneh  a  *eoat'  for  three  or  more  penerations." 

The  al)ove  Coat  of  Anns  luis  befn  used  by  the  Foote  Family  in 
America  for  two  hundred  and  tifty  years  (250),  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
in  g  letters: 

From  Dr.  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Colchester,  Ct.,  dated  Mar.  11,  1907. 

More  than  sixty-fiye  (65)  years  ago  my  grandmother,  Abigail  Foote 
(No.  245),  gave  me  a  picture  or  fine  engraving  of  the  Foote  Coat  of 
Arms,  about  three  inches?  square,  which  she  told  me  was  given  to  her  by 
her  grandfather,  Nathaniel  Foote  (No,  25).  In  1864  T  had  a  steel  plate 
engraved  of  the  Coat  of  Arms,  reduced  in  size,  as  shown  on  the  letter 
head  I  sent  you.  The  engravers  who  made  it  for  me,  and  the  printers 
ivho  printed  the  stationery,  are  now  deceased. 

Bxtraet  eopied  from  letter  of  Daniel  Elisha  Foote. 
Jirah  Isham  Foote,  Esq.  Belvidere,  HI.,  Dec.  11,  1894. 

Dear  Sir,— In  regard  to  the  Foote  Coat  of  Arms,  I  have  in  ray  pos- 
session what  is  said  to  be  the  original,  and  of  which  the  one  owned  by  the 
late  Rev.  Henry  Ward  Beeeher  (See  No.  804,  8)  is  a  copy.  I  also  have  a 
paper  in  the  handwriting  of  my  great-grandfather,  Isaac  Foote  (No. 
247).  This  paper  contains  the  follnwini?  statement?  "The  following  is 
the  jvdiirT'e  ''f  ancient  family  of  Footes.  taken  from  auteutie  historj'. 
It  appeal^  that  some  time  between  A.  D.  lihiO  and  1635,  three  brothers 
by  the  nam.  s  of  Nnthaiiiel,  Caleb  and  Pasco  came  to  this  country  from 
Colchester,  in  England,  and  settled  as  follows:  Pasco  settled  at  Salem, 
Mass.,  where  there  is  now  some  of  his  descendants.  Caleb  is  supposed  to 
have  died  in  Boston,  without  issne.  Nathaniel,  the  eldest,  first  settled  at 
Watertown,  Misss.,  in  1636.  He,  witii  a  number  of  others,  removed  to 
Weth^nfleld,  Ct.,  and  were  among  the  first  that  settled  there.  He  had 
two  sons,  Nathaniel  anrl  Robert,  Robert  settled  in  the  town  of  Branford, 
in  the  county  of  New  ITaven  Nathaniel,  the  eldest,  who  settled  in 
Wethersfield,  married  Margaret  Bliss,  of  Springfield,  Mass.    He  was 
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prindpal  agent  in  getting  the  town  of  Colchester  located  and  ineor- 
porated,  and  gave  It  the  name  of  Colchester  (the  name  of  the  town  of  his 

nativity)." 

The  followinnf  is  the  King  James  tradition  of  the  Foote  Coat  of 
Arms,  which  I  have  heard  from  my  early  youth,  and  has  been  generally 
believed  by  my  relations  and  ancestors,  so  far  as  I  am  informed.  It  was 
copied  by  my  mother  from  a  writing  of  Hon.  Tsaao  Foote  (No.  247),  and 
was  found  with  the  Coat  of  Arms  amon^'  his  e/Teets : 

**A  Coat  of  Arms  was  bestowed  on  the  family  of  Footes'  for  the 
following  reasons:  In  a  war  between  the  English  and  the  Soots,  King 
James  was  in  imminent  danger  of  being  kilkd  or  taken  prisoner,  and 
James  Foote,  a  trustj  officer,  eseorted  him  to  a  certain  wood,  where  was 
a  large  oak  ttee,  the  trunk  whereof  was  hollow,  he  ooncealed  the  King, 
unknown  to  anyone,  until  he  obtained  a  safer  retreat.  And  for  that  aet 
of  fortitude  and  fidelity  the  King  ordered  the  Coat  of  Arms  to  be  struck 
and  given  to  the  said  James  Foote.  The  chevron  in  the  center  of  the 
card  is  nn  emblem  of  firmness  and  fidelity.  We  trace  our  ancestry  from 
this  «anie  James  Foote." 

Ill  Hume's  History  of  England,  Vol.  V,  page  417-420,  is  a  similar 
incident  related  of  King  Charles  L,  so  moeh  resembling  the  trsdition  in 
r^rd  to  James,  his  immediate  predeoeaaor,  as  to  giye  rise  to  the  query 
whether  the  tradition  had  not  changed  the  name  of  the  King  in  passing 
from  memory  of  one  to  another  so  many  times. 

THE  POOTE  COAT  OP  ABMS. 

The  genuineness  of  the  Poote  Cbat  of  Arms  has  been  held  by  the 
family  from  the  first,  and  has  come  down  to  the  present  gmeration  with 
the  endorsement  of  our  ancestors  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  years.  Judge 
Isaac  Foote,  of  Colchester.  Ct.,  came  to  the  present  town  of  Smyrna.  N. 
Y..  in  1794.  He  was  the  first  Judge  of  Chenango  County.  TTe  had  lieen 
Justice  (tf  the  Peace  and  member  of  tlie  .\ssembly  for  Connect ieut  before 
coming'  liere,  and  was  for  several  terms  a  member  of  the  Assembly  for 
the  State  of  New  York. 

Judge  Poote  was  bom  in  Colchester,  Ct.,  in  1746,  and  died  in  Smyrna 
in  1842.  Judge  Footers  grandfather,  Nathaniel  Poote,  was  bom  in 
Wethersfieldy  Ct.«  in  1682,  thirty*one  years  after  the  battle  of  Worcester. 
He  came  to  Colchester,  where  Judge  Foote  was  brought  up,  early  in  the 
seventeenth  century,  and  died  there  in  1774,  at  the  age  of  92.  Judge 
Foote  lived  in  Colchester  until  1773,  tnitil  within  a  year  of  his  frrand- 
father's  death,  and  so  lived  in  the  same  town  with  his  grandfather 
twenty-seven  years. 

Henry  Ward  Beecher  believed  the  story  of  the  origin  of  this  Coat  of 
Arms,  and  named  his  country  seat  Boscobel,  after  the  name  of  the  town 
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where  the  incident  occurred  which  led  to  the  bestowal  of  the  honor. 
Mr.  Beecher's  family  and  Judge  Foote's  family  were  very  closely  re- 
lated. The  father  of  Mr.  Beecher's  mother  waa  Eli  Foote,  a  brother  of 
Judge  Isaae  Foote. 

It  ia  manifest  that  Judge  Foote  had  peeuliar  advantages  for  satisfy- 
ing  himself  as  to  tbi^  tmth  of  the  story.  If  such  a  man  as  he  accepted  it 
as  genuine,  as  he  did,  we  may  readily  (•(inchide  that  he  had  good  reasons 
for  accepting'-  it  llonry  Wart]  Beof^hi  ; 's  bioj^raphers  (his  son  and  son- 
in-law.  Rev.  Saimiel  Scoville),  have  introdnoed  the  place  of  the  .\rins 
and  the  storv'  into  the  biography.  The  battle  of  Worcester,  with  which 
the  matter  is  associated,  occurred  Sept.  3,  1651.  The  histories,  8<»  far  as 
ascertained,  do  not  connect  the  name  of  Foote  with  the  battle,  nor  do 
they  mention  any  one  being  knii^ted  for  any  deed  performed  in  connee- 
tion  with  it ;  nor  do  th^y  mention  the  elover-fleld  out  of  which  came  a 
part  of  the  insignia,  namely,  the  elover  leaf.  The  histories  narrate  the 
story  somewhat  as  follows: 

The  battle  of  Worcester  was  fought  Sept.  3,  1651.  Cromwell,  with 
MiJ.nnO  men,  fell  upon  Worcester  and  attacked  it,  meetintr  with  little 
resistanee.  The  entire  Scottish  army  was  either  killed  or  captured.  The 
Kiiiii,  Charles  the  St'cond.  was  obliged  to  fly.  He  tied  some  twenty-six 
miles  with  fifty  of  his  friends,  when  it  was  deemed  wise  for  him  to 
separate  from  Ms  eompanions.  The  Earl  of  D&hy  advised  hira  to  go  to 
Bosjobel.  At  Boscobel  lived  one  PendereQ,  a  fanner,  to  whom  the 
King  entrusted  himself.  Penderdl,  with  the  assistance  of  his  four 
brothers,  took  the  King,  clothed  him  in  a  garb  like  their  own,  led  him 
into  a  neighboring  wood  and  pretended  to  employ  themselves  in  cutting 
fagots.  For  better  concealment  the  Kinpr  climbed  an  oak  tree,  where 
he  sheltered  himself  amoui;  the  leaves  and  branches  for  twenty-four 
hours.   This  tree  was  afterwartls  called  The  Royal  Oak, 

The  story,  as  it  has  btcn  handed  down  by  our  ancestors,  is  that  one 
James  Foote,  father  of  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  settler,  an  officer  of  King 
Charles  the  Second's  army,  concealed  the  King  in  his  flight  from  Crom- 
well, after  the  battle  of  Worcester,  at  a  place  called  Boscobel,  in  an  oak 
tree,  which  was  located  in  a  clover  field:  for  which  act  of  chivalry  Foote 
was  kni?hted.  the  distinct  features  of  the  Arms  being  an  oak  tree  and  a 
clover  leaf.   The  motto  of  the  Arms  was  "Loyalty  and  Tmth." 

While  there  are  marked  differeneos  in  the  two  stories,  there  is  no 
necessary  conffiet  between  them.  There  is  nothing  in  the  recorded 
history  to  show  that  one  .lames  Foote.  an  otlieer  of  the  Army,  did  not 
do  all  the  latter  storj'  claims  for  him,  or  that  he  was  not  honored  by  the 
King  for  doing  it,  as  the  Foote  family  have  always  believed.

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THE  FOOTE  FAMILY  ASSOCIATION 

The  first  gathering  of  the  FcMte  Family  Association  of  America  took 
place  in  Wethenfield,  Connecticut,  on  June  5, 1907.  The  descendants  of 
Nathaniel  Foote.  the  settler,  gathered  in  the  old  town,  and  formed  a 
permanent  family  organization.  There  were  over  one  hundred  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Foote  family  present  from  all  over  the  United  States. 

For  some  six  months  jirevious  to  the  meeting,  a  vigorous  correspond- 
pnce  had  been  carried  on  between  Judge  Abram  W.  Poote,  of  Middleburj-, 
Vtrmont.  Mr.  John  M.  Foote.  of  Hartford.  Conneotieut,  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Foote,  of  New  York  City,  and  Dr.  Lewis  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Brooklyn, 
New  Yoric  Aa  a  remit  d  these  confeienoea,  a  letter  waa  aent  out  to  a 
few  memhers  of  the  family,  and  the  responses  were  so  hearty  and  en- 
fhusiaatic  that  no  doubt  waa  left  as  to  the  desire  for  a  reunion,  and  tiie 
prospects  appeared  bright  for  its  success. 

Later,  a  general  invitation  was  scattered  as  widely  as  possible. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  June  4th,  representatives  of  the  family  from 
near  and  far  began  to  gather  in  Hartford.  The  (iarde  Hotel  had  l)een 
chosen  as  the  headquarters  of  the  clan,  and  on  that  evening  an  informal 
reception  whs  hLl»l.  which  was  attended  by  some  sixty-five  persons. 
Remarks  were  made  by  Judge  Abrani  W.  Foote  touching  the  P^oote  coat- 
of'arms  and  its  history.  Some  discussion  followed,  which  was  partici- 
pated  in  by  Mr.  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  New  Toric,  Judge  Nathaniel  Foote, 
of  Rochester,  New  York,  Mrs.  Caroline  Foote  Maisb,  of  New  York,  Mrs. 
Mabel  Ward  Cameron,  of  Boston,  and  othera.  The  reception  was  a  moat 
delightful  affair. 

On  the  morning  of  June  5,  1907,  a  speeial  electric  car  conveyed  ibe 
guests  to  Wethersfield.  Arrangements  had  most  generously  been  made 
by  the  members  of  the  Grange,  the  Business  Meu's  Association  ami  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  to  entertain  the  gathering  in  the  Grange  Hall. 

The  reunion  proper  opened  with  an  informal  reception  from  10  to 
11  in  the  hall,  when  the  assmblage  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  Lewis 
Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

He  spoke  briefly  as  follows: 

Cmiaiiui  sad  IViendt: 

It  IB  indeed  a  great  pleasure  to  be  permitted  to  esll  to  ordw  tbiB  tfae  ilnt 
gathering  of  the  Footp  Family  Association. 

There  have  been  other  reunions  of  Footes  hero  and  there  throughout  the 
conntiy  but  to-day  marks  tbe  boginniag  of  tbo  aatioiutl,  and  wbo  knows  bat  that 
it  nay  grow  iato  an  intsniationsl  organisation. 
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From  Boston  to  Renttle  have  responses  come  wishing  good  success  to  this 
gathering.  So  it  behuoves  us  to  make  firm  the  found&tioos  wo  lay  to-day  that  the 
Foote  Ftunilj  Anoeiation  may  laat  to  the  end  of  timo. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Lewis  Foote,  of  Marblehead,  Massachusetts,  de- 
liTered  the  invocation. 

Upon  the  deelination  of  Mr.  John  Foote,  of  Hartfoid,  Conneetieat^ 
to  aerve  as  presiding  officer,  the  name  of  Judge  Nathaniel  Foote^  of 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  was  presented,  and  he  was  unanimoiiBty  chosen  to  fiU 
that  position. 

Upon  assuming  the  chair  he  addressed  the  gathering  as  follows: 

Ladies  nnd  Oentlomon: 

You  will  not  ezp«et  me  to  be  wholly  freo.  from  eiubarrassmeat  iu  the  presence 
of  so  many  eoasina  whom  I  kave  now,  for  the  int  time,  the  pleasure  of  meeting. 

It  was  a  very  happy  inapiTatioa  of  the  peiaon  or  persons  respoasiblo  for  our 

meeting  to  day  to  havp  concoived  the  plan  of  such  a  gathering,  and  they  wrro 
equally  happy  in  locating  the  place  of  this  meeting  at  Wethersfleld,  where  our 
eottimoQ  ancestor,  who  eame  to  thia country  now  more  than  two  hundred  and  eighty 
ysars  ago,  asde  his  fight  for  oxistoaee  and  to  bring  ap  his  fasiily,  against  the 
wilderness  and  the  savage.  To  that  fight  and  to  its  sitrccssful  issiio  all  wlio  art' 
gathered  here  to-day,  and  thousands  more,  are  indebted  for  the  privilege  of  exist- 
ence and  for  the  priviitg<-  of  enjoying  the  many  comforts  and  blessings  which 
tboy  enjoy  at  the  prssent  day.  To  that  eommon  ancestor,  who  lies  buried  in 
yonder  chnrchynrd.  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  too  great  to  be  stated  in  words  or 
to  be  rightly  appreciated.  Let  us  do  what  little  we  can  to  honor  his  memory',  and 
to  that  end,  I  hope  a  permanent  organization  of  his  descendants  now  living  may 
be  formed  here,  which  will  result  in  regular  gatherings  of  the  family  in  the 
fntnre. 

The  address  of  welcome  was  then  delivered  by  Bev.  George  L. 
Clark. 

An  historical  paper  was  then  read  by  Mr.  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  New 
York  City.    Hp  snid  in  part: 

3fr.  Chairinaii.  Ladies  aiul  Gentlemen: 

The  genesis  of  the  name  Foote  is  found  in  the  tradition  that  when  the  primi- 
tiTe  inhabitants  of  the  British  Isles  took  names  to  distisgvlsh  one  family  or  elan 
from  another,  a  man  who  lived  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  ealled  himself  Foote. 
Of  course,  T  can  ofTer  no  evidence  to  sustain  this  statement,  owing  to  tlie  length 
of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  this  occurrence  took  place,  if  it  ever  did.  If  we 
accept  it  as  authentic,  we  mast  elaia  it  with  the  itozy  of  the  easape  of  (diaries  L 
after  the  battle  of  Worcester,  and  the  services  said  to  have  been  rendered  him  by 
his  loyal  subject.  .Tame*!  Foote  of  Bnscnbnl. 

You  are  doubtless  familiar  with  thia  family  tradition,  for  it  has  been  gener- 
ally accepted  among  us  in  one  form  or  another  for  many  years.  The  story  has 
taken  to  itself  a  visible  and  permanent  existence  in  the  eoat  of  arms  and  crest 
of  thf  family.  We  have  the  oak  trt>e  as  a  crest  and  the  flover-ficld  on  the  face 
of  the  coat  of  arms,  both  to  remind  us  of  the  peril  of  the  King  and  the  degree  of 
Knighthood  which  afterward  was  conferred  on  some  ancestor  of  ours.  Unfortun- 
ately we  haTO  not  been  able  to  ascertain  which  king  it  was  that  honored  him. 
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Some  of  as  have  understood  that  it  was  Charles  T.  of  England,  but  Erit;li«^h 
bictorj  says  otherwise.  The  battle  of  Worcester  aud  the  escape  of  the  Kiug  to 
BoMobel  took  ptaee  in  1851,  or  abcteen  yean  after  tho  Mttlemont  at  Wethera* 
fii?M  It  is  quite  true  that  a  large  number  of  the  family  remained  at  homo,  and 
Burke's  Book  of  Heraldry  gives  n  dpscription  of  ten  diflPorent  coats  of  arms 
which  belonged  to  the  various  branches  of  the  family.  It  is  possible  that  the 
degree  of  Knighthood  was  eoDfenred  on  aome  of  thoae  who  remained  in  England. 

The  earliest  r>>coid  ill  existence  of  Nathaniel  Fbote,  the  Settler,  iu  this 
country,  is  found  in  tlie  records  of  the  grants  and  po!!ses?sr()ns  of  Irmds  in  the 
Colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay  in  1633,  when  he  took  the  oath  of  Freeman,  aud  in 
Waterteivit,  where  he  flrtt  loeated  and  where  ia  an  entry  of  land  to  him.  Tbea 
eame  the  search  after  a  new  home,  and  after  fourteen  days  of  travel  in  the  wilder* 
ne»«!  he.  with  the  rest  of  the  company,  settled  in  Wethersfield.  We  do  not  know 
the  reaaon  for  this  move,  although  it  was  stated  at  the  time  that  the  settlers  in 
Watertown  wanted  "more  room  for  their  eattle."  It  is  more  probable,  however, 
that  it  was  fhe  onteome  of  aome  aort  of  a  theolog^l  diapnte  whieh  led  to  the 
now  settlpment.  Later  dispntes  of  the  game  kind  led  to  the  settlement  of  Stam- 
ford, Connecticut,  in  1640;  Branford  in  IMi,  and  Hadlcy,  Massachusetts,  iu  Iti^tf. 
The  reeofda  of  Wetherafteld  ahow  that  Nathaniel  Foote  took  title  to  a  farm  on 
February  21at,  1637,  jnat  870  years  ago,  and  the  purehaae  of  thta  tract  made  him 
tho  largest  holder  of  adventure  lands  in  the  settlement.  The  word  ''adventure" 
in  this  case  being  used  to  deeeribe  lands  the  title  of  whieh  did  not  come  from  the 
town,  ^lia  aefctlemmit  of  WeUtoiaiteld  was  the  beginning  of  what  is  now  the 
State  of  Gonneetient,  ao  that  our  common  aneeetor  waa  one  of  the  fovndera  of  not 
only  a  town  but  a  great  Oommonwenlth  as  well.  T  say  great  because  the  tfrm  in 
well  deserved.  No  student  or  observer  of  American  affairs  can  study  the  history 
of  the  State  of  Conneetieut  and  say  otherwise.  And  in  all  the  various  conditions 
and  movements  whieh  b«T»  eontilbuted  to  this  reanlt  onr  family  haTO  borne  their 
share  of  the  burden.  T  will  venture  to  mention  some  of  them  by  name:  George 
Foote,  of  Bennington,  Vermont,  who  stood  by  the  side  of  Ethan  Alien  when  be 
demanded  the  surrender  of  Fort  Ticonderoga.  He  waa  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers 
of  that  State. 

Honorable  Isaac  Foote,  of  Colchester,  Connecticut,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution, 
and  the  fin?t  Judge  of  Chenango  County,  New  York,  to  which  place  he  had  re- 
moved.   He  died  in  February,  1843,  at  the  age  of  97. 

Nathanid  Foote,  the  projector  -of  the  aetUement  of  Colcheater,  Conaecticnt. 
He  was  representative  to  the  Geneifal  Assembly  for  twenty-two  successive  sessions. 
T?e  died  in  August,  1774,  at  the  age  of  92,  and  his  aon  Nathaniel  died  in  ISll  at 
the  ago  of  99. 

Honorable  Ebenezer  Foote,  of  Delhi,  New  York,  another  Bevolationary  aoldier 
and  first  Jndge  of  Delaware  County. 

Ilonomhlo  Pr'.muel  Aujiiistus  Footf,  of  Cheshire,  Connecticut,  Memlwr  and 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repret^entatives  of  Connecticut;  a  representative  at  tho 
Congress  in  Washington,  afterwards  United  States  Senator;  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Connectiicnt,  and  Presidential  Elector  in  1844.  Hia  son,  Andrew  Hull 
Foote,  was  the  well-known  Bear-Admiral  in  the  United  States  Navy. 

I  will  also  mention  Klial  Todd  Foote,  fnr  twenty  five  yearn  Prrsiding  .Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  State  of  New  York;  Hon.  Leverctt  Braincrd, 
fotmer  Mayor  of  Atrtford;  Frederiek  W.  Foote,  of  EUxabeth,  New  Jeraey;  Bight 
Beverend  Fred  Foote  Johnaon,  the  yonngeat  Bishop  in  the  Episcopal  Chnreh; 
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Honorable  Natbsoiel  Foote,  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  ot  N«ir 
York;  and  Honorable  Abram  W.  Foote,  of  Middlebury,  Vermont. 

Jiidj^e  Abram  W.  Foote,  of  Middlebuiy,  Vermont,  then  addressed 
the  gathering.   He  said  in  part: 
Dear  Cooaina: 

Two  htmdiwl  and  teventy  years  ago  Natliaiilet  Foote  eame  to  WoChenfleld, 
Coaii.,  mud  belped  settle  thia,  the  flnt  town  in  this  Tallcgr;  lio  had  probably  eomo 
from  Colchester,  England,  about  five  yean  before. 

The  same  energy  that  prompted  Natbaaiel  Foote  to  leave  Colchester,  England, 
and  eomo  to  Watertown,  and  then  push  again  forward  to  WethenAold,  was  ap- 
parent in  his  eoBB,  Natlmaiel  Sbd,  who  founded  the  town  of  Ctoleheater,  Conn.,  and 
Robert,  who  moved  to  Branford,  Conn.;  and  in  the  r.cxt  fr-v  generation!?  ttp  find 
the  descendants  moving  to  Vermont  and  New  York  State,  the  frontier  at  that 
time,  and  in  the  next  century  pushing  on  to  Michigan  and  Ohio,  and  as  the  country 
was  opened  np  for  aettlement,  atill  farther,  until  to-day  we  And  them  in  neeHy 
every  part  of  the  TTnited  States  and  snmo  parts  of  Canada. 

With  the  publication  of  the  Qenealogy  the  work  of  the  Association  really 
begins.  There  is  no  doubt  but  what  there  are  many  by  the  name  of  Foote  who 
have  not  been  traced  out;  some  are  indifferent,  othen  have  not  the  means  of 
knowinji,  but  in  a  f»^w  weeks  you  will  all  be  able  to  trace  the  lines  just  so  far  as 
I  can  now,  and  by  keeping  up  the  interest  the  greatest  success  will  be  attained. 

Let  each  member  of  the  family  report  any  additions  or  corrections  at  any 
time  to  the  fleeretary  and  tlie  record  will  bo  preeervcd  for  fatnre  poblieation. 

These  meetiu^H  should  be  held  bi  annually,  at  least,  and  in  different  parts  of 
the  country,  and  thus  reach  a  larger  proportion  of  the  family. 

The  object  of  the  Asaociatioh  is  two-fold:  clever  social  relations  and  to  collect 
and  pvcoerre  the  history  of  the  family. 

To  accomplish  these  purposes,  I  would  suggest  that  we  have  an  Assistant 
Secretary  in  each  State,  so  far  as  possible,  and  that  we  encourage  State  Assoeia- 
tiooa  that  shall  meet  bi-auuually,  alternating  with  the  Nathamel  Association,  and, 

if  praetieable,  eitablish  an  Sn^ish  Aseoeiatioa. 

The  ties  that  bind  ua  are  naturally  closer  than  that  of  any  fraternity:  "Blood 

is  thicker  than  water." 

As  we  tread  the  ground  that  was  subdued  and  tilled  by  our  ancestors,  let  us 
aot  fo^t  that  they  suffered  those  priTations  aad  biaTsd  thoie  dangeia  that  our 
parents,  ourselves,  and  our  children  abould  reap  the  bencAts  of  liTing  in  this 

OIoriouB  Republic. 

This  dosed  the  literary  character  of  the  morning  session. 
After  some  informal  remarks  by  Dr.  Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  con- 
gratulating Jtidep  .\bram  W.  Foote  upon  the  suocess  of  his  efforts  upon 

the  Pooto  Genealo^'v, 

It  wjis  moved  aiid  carried  that  as  an  a.s.sociatiou  we  tender  to  him  uui 
most  heart}  thanks  for  the  work  that  he  has  done  and  that  some  refer- 
ence in  the  form  of  a  resolution  be  placed  upon  the  minutea  of  fhJa 
meeting. 

The  f oUowing  resolution  was  intioduoed  and  meet  enthusiastietUy 
endorsed  hjr  the  associatioii:

The  chair  appointi  d  as  such  conimitteo  Mr.  Jnliiis  Merrill  Foote,  of 
Newark,  New  Jersey,  Mr.  Lawrence  Foote,  of  Cauton,  Mississippi,  and 
Judge  Abram  W.  Foote,  of  Middlebury,  Vermont. 

The  benediction  was  then  prmouneed  by  the  Bev.  John  Baitlit 
Foote,  D,  i>.,  of  Syraeoee,  New  Toik,  thus  closing  the  morning  meeting. 

Owing  to  the  rainy  weather,  the  guests  were  largely  eonfined  to  the 
Orange  building,  although  later  in  the  day  many  strolled  to  the  Old 
Foote  Tract  and  gazed  upon  the  wonderful  elm  tree. 

Luneh  was  served  in  the  Granf;:e  dinin<]f  hall  at  1  o'clock.  Over  one 
hundred  and  fift}-  were  ??eatr'd  and  enjoyed  a  most  bountiful  repast 
which  wa.s  furnished  by  the  Grangers  gratuitously. 

After  luncheon,  a  flashlight  photograph  of  all  tliose  present  at  the 
meeting  was  taken.  Instead  of  the  picture  being  taken  under  the  elm 
tree,  as  planned,  the  weather  forbidding,  the  gathering  was  photographed 
in  the  Grange  Hall.  A  short  time  was  then  spent  in  singing  patriotic 
songs. 

The  business  session  was  called  to  order  wiUi  Judge  Nathaniel  Foote, 
of  Bochester,  New  York,  in  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  eonstitation  and  by-laws  was 
called  for  Hnd  read. 

It  was  moved  an  i  carried  that  the  Fuote  Family  Association  of 
America  be  hereby  organized,  and  do  hereby  adopt  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  as  offered.

It  was  moved  and  earned  that  the  ehainnan  of  the  committee  on 
nominations  cast  the  unanimona  ballot  of  the  aMoeiation  for  the  proposed 
ofiScers. 

Judge  Nnthnniel  Foote  assumed  the  chair  aa  president  and  addressed 

the  association  briefly. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  resolutions  of  thanks  be  sent  to  the 
hosts  of  the  day  and  that  the  resolutions  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes 
of  the  Asaoeiation. 

The  subject  of  a  suitable  memorial  being  placed  in  the  town  of 
Wethersfleld  to  perpetuate  the  name  of  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  Settler,  was 
brought  before  tJie  meeting  1^  Judge  Abram  W.  Foote. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  with  power 
to  solieit  suKsoriptions  for,  and  to  plaee  in  the  town  of  Wethersfield,  a 
suitable  memorial  to  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  Settler. 

The  president  appointed  as  such  committee  Judge  Abram  W.  Foote, 
of  Middlehjiry.  Vermont.  T)r.  Lowi<»  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  New 
Y^ork,  and  Mr.  John  A.  Foote,  of  Catskill,  New  York. 

The  business  meeting  was  lliai  deolaxed  adjourned. 

Mr.  Josiah  0.  Adams  had  been  requested  to  preside  at  a  symposium, 
at  which  addresses  were  listened  to  with  much  pleasure  from  the  Wethers- 
field friends. 

Those  who  spoke  included  Mr.  Henry  A.  Stillman,  of  Hartford:

The  day  closed  with  the  sinfring  of  "Blest  be  the  Tie  that  Binds."

T.  NATHANIEL  FOOTE,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Wothersfield,  Ct.,  belongs, 
not  to  that  eiaae  of  men  who  fill  a  large  place  in  the  world 's  history,  because  called  by 
some  great  emergency  into  positions  of  power  and  influence, — but  to  that  more  meri- 
toriow  elMi  of  piona  and  eieelleiit  penwne,  who,  bora  to  the  great  iaheritanee  of 
labor,  walk  meekly  along  the  paths  of  common  life,  perform  every  fluty,  public  or 
private,  love  and  help  their  fellow  men,  and  act  always  as  if  in  their  Oreat  Task 
Master's  eye.  It  is  to  such  men  that  society  owes  at  oiice  its  peace,  stability  and 
progffM,  and  yet  hiatoiy  takee*  no  note  of  eodi,  and  henee 

"The  world  knows  nothing  of  its  greateet  men." 

His  business  in  life  was  that  of  agriculture, — necessarily  the  leading  pursuit 
of  New  England  in  its  early  history,  when  the  forests  were  to  be  elled,  the  soil 
broken  i^  the  eeeda  of  all  the  giaina,  and  plants  and  ftiiits  which  oonstitnte  the  food 
of  men  and  beasts  to  be  sown,  and  its  great  staples  of  commercial  exehango  supplied. 
And  in  every  period  of  society  the  agriculture  jwimlution  has  proved  of  the  highest 
importance  to  the  wealth,  dignity  and  strength  of  a  State.  It  is  from  this  class  of 
the  popnlatkni  that  the  city  and  the  village,  that  eonuneree  and  the  arts,  are  ever 
drawing  the  bone  and  muscle  of  their  laborwa,  and  much  of  the  energy  of  their 
directing  force.  In  no  otlier  of  the  leading  pursuits  in  s<iciety  are  th<>re  the  same 
facilities  for  cultivating  bodily  energy,  and  the  force  and  vigor  of  mind  conse- 
quent vpoB  a  vigorotia  eonatitntion.  The  pure  air,  the  rough  exposure,  the  health^ 
fill  toil,  the  constant  call  for  thoa^t  and  reflection,  the  walking  with  God  in  the 
open  field,  the  study  of  his  laws  as  unfolded  in  the  circuit  of  the  seasons,  and  in 
the  growth  of  the  seed  and  ripening  of  the  harvest,  the  better  domestic  training 
inder  wbfob  ehildren  ean  be  reared  in  the  eeaBtiy^-all  theee  things  are  favorable 
for  eonverting  the  agricttltnral  popnlation  into  an  element  of  conservation,  mneh 
needed  to  give  stability  to  the  ever  restless  desire  of  change  which  animates  a 
young  eommnnity,  and  to  uphold  society  in  moments  of  danger  and  trial.  It  is 
the  boast  at  Gonneetient,  and  of  Wethersfleld  in  particular,  to  have  had  from  the 
beginning  » large  popntetion  of  int^gent,  indnstriove  and  pious  farmers  in  her 
population,  and  that  the  ranks  of  her  merchants,  her  mechanics,  her  seamen  and 
ber  professional  men  have  been  ropleoisbed  by  contributiuos  drawn  from  this 
Booree.  To  this  she  undoubtedly  owed  her  reputation  for  steady  habits,  and  the 
demeatie  peace  which  has  reigned  so  eontianoasiy  in  her  borders.  To  this  class  of 
her  population  Mr.  Foote  belonged; — he  was  an  intelligent,  pious  and  industrious 
farmer,  and,  like  all  of  that  class  of  farnu  fH,  he  was  from  time  to  time  summoned 
to  the  discharge  of  public  trusts  by  bis  neighbors  and  townsmen. 

From  all  that  we  can  learn  Mr.  Foote  came  from  Shalford,  in  Colchester,  Eng., 
and  settled  in  Watertown,  Mass.  ',The  first  mention  I  find  made  of  his  name  is  in 
the  Records  of  the  Colony  of  ifassaehusetts  Bay,  in  1633,  when  he  took  the  oath 
of  freeman,  la  the  "Becords  of  the  Grants  and  Possession  of  the  Lands  in 
Watertown,"  (in  which  town  Hr.  Foote  ilrst  located  himself)  the  following  entrjr 
is  made: 
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"  Natliaaittl  Foote. 

"1.  An  homstall  of  llxttwi  Acres  by  estimation,  bounded  ye  north  *nd  north- 
west \rA  y  lughwayi  the  south  and  aootbwest  wUi  Jeremiah  NoroioM,  granted 

to  him. 

"S.  Two  aereo  of  marab  hj  eotiniation,  bounded  y  Math  wth  jm  Biver,  the 
north  wth  Heniy  Curtia^  the  eaet  wth  John  Knain,  and  tho  west  wih  John  Smith, 
granted  to  him." 

Whether  Mr.  Foote  was  among  the  pioneers  from  Watertown,  who  made  the 
ftnt  lodgment  in,  or  before,  1635,  on  the  banks  of  tbo  Conneotisnt  at  P7quag,  is 
not  known,  but  his  name  is  found  in  its  flnt  fiecords,  and  among  those  to  whom 
the  first  distribution  of  land  was  made;  and  he,  therefore,  must  havo  nhnred  all  the 
dangers  and  privations  of  that  long  and  toilsome  journey  through  the  wilderness 
in  1086,  and  have  eneooatered  all  the  horrors  and  trials  of  the  first  winter  in 
their  new  home.  And  how  difiKeult  it  is  for  us,  in  .onr  eomfortable  dwellings,  or 
traversing  with  every  means  and  appliance  of  comfort,  the  distance  between 
Wethersfiold  and  Boston,  in  half  as  many  hours  as  they  consumed  days,  to  realize 
tiie  sufferings  of  that  journey  and  of  thst  flist  winter  here  I  We  noTor  can  be 
too  thaakfol  that  eonrage  and  strength  was  noted  oat  to  theot  ia  proportion 
to  their  trials.  For  them,  the  trail  of  the  Indian,  too  narrow  for  teams  or 
herds, — ^for  them,  the  unbridged  stream  and  morass, — for  them,  the  steep  hill, — for 
them,  the  daogerB  from  wild  beasts,  or  from  savage  men,  were  not  enough  to 
eanss  them  to  tnm  baek.  It  was  not  till  wintsr  liad  come  down  from  the  north 
to  lock  up  the  streams,  'till  the  fire  in  tlieir  toinporary  Imlginents  could  not  k«>ep 
out  the  biting  cold,  'till  famine  stared  them  in  the  face,  that  they  turned  again 
for  food  and  shelter  to  the  coast;  and  when  spring  returned,  they  were  again  on 
their  way,  with  their  thinned  ranks  reemited,  to  eoaunenee  anew  the  woric  of 
settlement. 

In  a  few  years  we  find  them,  with  their  brethren  in  Hartford  and  Wind'^or, 
laying  the  foundations  of  a  Commonwealth  in  which  they  aim  "to  maintain  aud 
preosrre  the  liberty  and  parity  of  the  Oospsl  of  oar  Lord  Jesns,"  and  *'to  be 
governed  and  guided  by  such  laws,  rules,  orders  and  decrees  as  shall  be  made, 
ordained  and  declared"  by  the  General  Court,  to  be  nppointed  by  the  freemen 
of  the  Commonwealth.  To  found  a  State  under  any  circumstances  has  ever  been 
eoonted  among  the  great  works  of  great  men,  bnt  to  found  a  State,  in  whieh 
the  equal  rights  of  all  men  are  so  well  recognized  and  guarded,  in  the  wilderness, 
amid  the  trials  of  frost  and  famine,  and  with  daily,  hourly,  eon»tant  apprehension 
of  assault  aud  butchery  from  the  savage,  is  no  common  event  in  the  world's 
history,  and  should  bs  erer  remembered  by  those  who  have  enjoyed  its  proteetion. 

In  the  original  distribution  of  the  lands  of  the  town,  as  recorded  in  1640,  Mr. 
Foote  had  assigned  him  a  house  lot  of  ten  acres  on  the  east  side  of  Broad  street, 
near  the  south  end  of  the  street.  A  part  of  this  lot  is  uqw  owned  and  occupied 
by  Mr.  Josiah  Adattis.  Ifr.  Foote  beeame  the  owner  of  several  ottier  traets  ni 
land,  laying  partly  in  the  Great  Meadow  east  of  his  house  lot,  and  containing  in 
the  whole,  upwards  of  four  hundred  acres.  The  cultivation  of  his  land  constituted 
his  main  business,  although  he  was  called  by  his  neighbors  to  participate  in  the 
poblie  tnuts  of  the  town,  and  in  1644  was  appointsd  a  delegate  to  the  General 
CMrt. 

Mr.  Foote  married  in  England,  about  tho  year  1615,  to  Elizabeth  Deming, 
sister  of  Mr.  John  Deming,  who  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Wetberafield,  and 
for  many  years  oas  of  the  magistrates  of  the  Colony  of  Conneetieat,  and  one  of 
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the  patentees  named  in  its  cbarter.  His  children  were  all  born  in  England,  except 
perhaps  the  youngest.  Mr.  Foote  died  in  1644,  aged  about  51  years,  and  was 
buried  ia  the  ancient  burying  ground  in  the  rear  of  the  Meeting  House,  where  are 
gatbcind  togathMT  the  uhM  of  nine  g«B«rftftioiia.  He  left  behind  him,  mtrviviAg, 
a  widow,  two  aons  and  five  daughters.  He  left  no  will.  At  a  Particular  Court 
held  at  Hartford,  November  20,  1644,  the  following  inventory  of  his  proj>erty  and 
diatributiou  of  his  real  estate  weru  exhibited,  and  an  order  of  court  grautiug 
■dministntfoB  ob  hie  eetete  aad  difeetiag  b  dietributlea  to  be  nede,  wae  paieed.

"At  a  Partieular  court  holden  December  12,  1644.  Present, — ^Edward  Hop* 
kins,  Esq.,  Governor;  John  HayaeSy  Esq.,  Deputy  Governor,  and  the  several  Magis* 
trates. 
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"Mr.  Heroes  and  Mr.  Willis  are  desired  to  consider  of  the  eatato  of  Nath: 
ffoote,  deceased,  and  to  takn  in  what  help  they  please  from  any  of  the  neighbors 
to  advise  how  jt  may  be  Disposed  of,  and  to  report  there  apprehensions  to  the 
Best  Court." 

This  last  vote  is  of  many  evidences  which  might  be  quoted  from  the  Records 
to  show  the  confidence  reposed  in  the  leading  men  of  the  Colony,  and  how  nutur- 
aily  the  people  turn  to  such  men  for  help  when  public  business  is  to  be  dune,  or 
private  affftixs  «v«b  are  to  bo  r^latod. 

Mrs.  Foote,  the  widow  of  Nathaniel  Footo,  was  married  about  the  year  1646, 
to  "Mr.  Thomas  Welles,  Magistrate,"  afterwards  Oovemor  of  the  Colony,  whom 
she  likewise  survived. 

Oorernor  WeUee  died  Jan,  14, 16S9<60,  loavSag  a  wUI.  Whoa  in  life^  ho  favo 
a  good  estate  to  each  of  his  children,  except  his  son  John,  who  settled  in  Stratford, 
Ct.  Mr.  John  Welles  died  before  his  father,  and  in  his  will  ffave  him  his  son 
Bobert,  then  a  child,  to  whom  Governor  Welles,  in  his  will,  which  is  dated  Novem- 
ber 7, 1659,  gaTO  the  bnik  of  the  large  estate  of  whieh  bo  died  soiled. 

Mrs.  Welles  died  July  28,  1683,  aged  about  88  years.  She  left  a  will  which 
wnn  oxhibitoil  to  nn<\  npproved  by  the  "Partieolar  Court,"  Aogoitt,  1883.  The 
following  la  a  copy  oi  that  Instrument: 

"I,  Elisabeth  WeUea,  of  Weibeiadeld,  is  the  eouatj  of  Hartford,  ia  tbo 
colony  of  Connecticut,  Widdow,  Being  ttricken  in  yeares  ft  in  expectation  of  my 
Solemn  Change  bnt  Af  Goo/i  nnd  perfect  memorie  blessed  by  allmighty  Ood,  for 
the  setleing  of  the  Temporail  estate  God  hath  lent  me,  ft  that  peace  may  be  eon- 
tinned  amoaget  mj  rotations  when  I  am  gathered  to  mj  I^^thera,  doe  niake>  con- 
stitute ft  ordain  ft  declare  this  to  be  my  last  will  A  Testament  in  Manor  ft  form 
following,  revoking  ft  adnuUing  by  these  presents  all  former  &  other  will  or 
wills,  Testament  or  Testaments  by  me  heretofore  made  and  declared  by  word  or 
writeing  ft  this  to  be  taken  onely  for  mj  last  will  4k  Testament  ft  none  other,  ft 
flrst  I  committ  my  soule  to  ftllmijjhty  God  my  Saviour  ft  redeemer  in  whome  &  by 
the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ  I  trust  and  believe  to  be  saved  &  to  have  forgiven  of 
mj  sins,  ft  that  my  Soule  with  my  body  at  the  Qenerall  day  or  resurection  Shal 
be  reunited  againe,  ft  through  the  meritta  of  Christ's  death  and  passion  possesso 
ft  Inhcritt  the  kingdom  of  bsavan  prepared  for  the  Eleet,  ft  my  body  to  eomely 
and  Christian  Buriall  as  my  overseers  shall  see  meet,  ft  my  estate  I  disspose  as 
foUowetb.  I  will  that  all  those  debts  I  ow  in  right  or  eonseiens  to  any  man  or 
men  be  well  and  Tmly  eoatended  ft  payd  out  of  my  estate  in  the  first  place.  My 
fourteen  acres  of  land  in  the  great  meadow  &  Thirtj  acres  in  the  west  field  I 
give  onto  my  son  Robert  foote  and  tr  !ii.H  heirs  forever  prohibiting  him  the  sale 
of  the  same,  he  paying  for  these  lands  forty  five  pounds  to  be  payed  to  the  children 
of  my  Daughter  Sarah  Judson  deceased  nine  pounds,  ft  to  my  fours  daughters, 
Til.  my  daughter  Cbnrehall,  my  daughter  Goodrich,  my  Daughter  Barnard  ft  my 
daughter  Smith,  to  each  of  them  Nine  pownds  a  piece,  I  give  unto  my  son  Xatlianiel 
foots  Eldest  son  and  his  Brother  eleven  pownds,  ft  to  their  children,  To  Daniel 
forty  sbilliugs,  ft  to  Elisabeth  fewer  pownds  which  legacies,  bothe  the  eleven 
powad  forty  shillings  ft  fewer  pownds  shall  be  payed  out  of  The  money  Nathaniel 
flraves  owes  me  By  Bill,  T  givf  nn»1  li^queth  unto  my  Grand  f^on  .Tohn  Studdcr 
halfe  my  Great  lott  which  lyes  at  the  farther  Bownds  of  the  Towne  ft  the  other 
halfe  of  the  sayd  lott  I  give  unto  my  Grandsons  Jesspb  ft  Benjamin  Churehall  ft 
tbebe  heirs  forever.

The  original  will  of  Mrs.  Foote,  alias  Welles,  from  which  I  copy,  is  in  the

The  Indians  came  along  from  up  Oreen  Biver  to  the  town, 
and  assaulted  Mr.  Daniel  Belden 's  house;  took  Mr.  Belden,  his  aeii  Nathaniel  and 
dftughtT  Eit'ier  captive,  killed  his  wife  and  three  children,  and  wounded  Samuel 
and  Abigail,  but  they  recovered,  altho'  Samuel  had  a  hatchet  stuck  in  his  head, 
and  eone  of  hla  brains  earns  cat  at  his  wound.  Samvel  -was  bom  Apr.  10, 1687. 
From  Mather's  Magnalia: 

"The  Indians  makincj  ?iti  Assault  opon  Deerfield,  in  this  Present  War,  they 
struck  a  Hatchet  some  Inches  into  the  Skull  of  a  Boy  there,  even  so  deep  that 
the  Boy  felt  the  foree  of  a  Wreneh  need  by  'em  to  get  it  eat.  There  be  laj  a 
iMig  while  Weltwiog  in  his  Blood;  they  fonnd  him,  they  Dress'd  him;  eonsidsr* 

able  Quantities  of  his  Brain  carne  out  from  time  to  time  when  thev  opened  the 
Wound;  yet  the  Lad  recovered,  and  is  now  a  Living  Monument  of  the  Power 
and  Ooodness  of  God."

settled  in  Hatfield,  Mass.,  and  married.  May  2,  1672,  Margaret  Bliss,  dau.  of  . 
Xathaniel  Bliss,  of  Springfield.  After  residing  in  Hatfield  tTco  years,  he  removed 
to  Springfield,  like  almost  every  householder,  he  was  called  into  the  service  of  his 
eoDntry  againet  the  Indiana,  and  waa  aetWely  engaged  in  the  bloody  and  aoeeeee* 
ful  attack  on  their  encampment  at  the  falls  in  Connecticut  river,  a  few  miles 
above  Deerfield,  since  called  Turner's  Falls,  in  eommemoration  of  the  brave  Capt. 
Turner,  who  commanded  the  expedition,  from  Springfield,  Mr.  1  oote  removed 
to  Stratford,  where  hie  honae  lot  of  one  acre  was  on  Ifain  itreot,  directly  oaet  of 
the  old  burial  ground  near  the  present  Congregational  Church.  This  lot  he  con- 
%-pyed  in  March,  1680.  to  Benjamin  Lewis,  having  decided  to  move  with  his  family 
to  Branford,  where,  in  Tebruary,  1679,  he  was  admitted  "a  planter"  of  the 
towB,  and  a  "homo  lot"  was  granted  to  him,  *'on  eondition  that  it  ehoold  havo 
a  tenantable  house  bnilt  upon  it  within  two  years,  and  that  bo  rome  to  settle 
amongst  ns,  or  else  the  lot  to  return  to  the  town  again."  In  pursuing  his  "mani> 
fest  destiny"  to  migrate,  Mr.  Foote  conveyed  this  lot  with  sundry  other  lots  of 
whieh  ho  bad  beeomo  poeieeeed,  to  Jonathan  Pitman,  of  Stratford,  and  moved  to 
Wothersfield,  where  he  continued  to  retido  till  hit  death,  although  ho  had,  pre- 
vious to  that  event,  planned  another  removal  to  a  new  settlement  begun  under 
his  enterprise,  at  "Jeremy's  Farm,"  since  and  now  called  Colchester,  on  the  road 
from  Hartford  to  New  London.  An  order  anthorisittx  a  settlement  at  this  place 
was  made  by  the  General  Court  in  October,  1698,  and  the  new  settlement  was 
made  to  cnibracp  thf>  territory  bounded  north  by  Twenty-mile  river,  south  by 
Lyme,  west  by  Haddam  and  Middletown,  and  east  and  northeast  by  Lebanon  and 
Norwich.  This  land  was  conveyed  by  Owaneco,  Sachem  of  Mohegan,  "for  the 
consideration  of  love  and  affection,"  to  Nathaniel  Foote,  to  be  distributed  by 
him  "according  to  his  discretion."  except  fifty  acres  to  be  selected  by  himself, 
which  he  bad  the  privilege  of  reserving  to  himself  and  his  heirs  forever.  The 
iottlomont  was  eommoneed  in  1701,  but  on  account  of  failing  health,  Mr.  Footo 
did  not  reoiovo.  Ho  died  Jan.  12,  1708,  leaving  a  widow  and  nine  chUdren,  four 
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Mid  Ave  daaghten.  Hia  widmr  aaA  four  youngest  ehildrai,  three  mm  sad 
one  dftoghter^  enbseqnentlj  moved  to  Ooleheeter.  Mrs.  Foote  died  Apr.  8,  1745,  at 
the  a^^p  of  95.  The  children  aU  married,  and  Mttled  in  the  neig^bmrhood  of  OMh 
other  in  thti  new  town. 

Although  a  house  earpenter  by  trade,  and  as  such  was  employed  to  repair 
the  Meeting  Homo  at  Bradfoid,  lb.  Foote»  after  his  retani  to  WethenSeld, 
appears  to  have  pnrsued  the  practice  of  the  law, — his  name  froquontly  appealing 
on  the  records  of  the  County  Court  as  Attorney  in  cases  before  that  court.

Moses  Foote  lived  in  that  part  of  Waterbury,  Conn.,  now  called  Plymouth. 
We  6nd  that  for  naaj  yean  before  hie  death  in  1770,  he  and  bia  leeoad  wife. 
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Buth,  and  several  of  their  rhi!r?ren  wore  members  of  the  church  at  Plymouth. 
Among  the«e  was  Obed  Fuote,  the  youageet  son,  born  November  25,  1741.  He 
1»eeaiii«  in  lovs  with  the  niaistw't  dsttghter,  Mary  Todd,  then  19  yean  of  age. 
He  was  only  80»  and  they  were  niarried  in  1761.  KIcven  children  were  the  fruit 
of  this  happy  marriage.  Her  fnther,  Rev.  Samtiel  Todd,  was  a  graduate  of  Yale, 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Plymouth  for  25  years,  and  a  chaplain  in  the  Continental 
araiy  in  the  Berolation,  and  af  tenrarde  tike  llrst  pastor  of  the  Chureh  at  North 
AdlM»»,  Berkshire  county,  Mass.  Of  Obed 's  four  brothers  three  were  in  the 
Eevolutionnry  service.  One,  David,  was  killed  by  the  British  in  their  attack  on  Fair- 
field, Conu.  Another,  Ebenezer,  died  in  the  army,  and  each  of  these  had  a  son 
in  the  serriee.  While  these  brothers  were  in  the  Bevolntioaary  army,  Obed,  the 
yooQgeet  son,  remained  at  home  to  eare  for  the  widowo<l  mother,  then  70  years 
of  age,  and  his  youn^  family,  among  whom  was  Samuel  Foote,  bom  April  7,  1770, 
at  PlTmouth,  Conn.,  who  was  in  later  years  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Sherburne  and

Major  Iiaae  Foote  wae  b.  at  Branford,  Ct,  JqIj'  16,  1717.  His 
father,  Inae  Foote,  Eiq.,  and  hie  mother,  dan.  of  Abraham  Dkfcemaa,  of  New 
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Haven,  were  highly  esteemed  by  their  acquaintanee,  particularly  in  the  duties  of 
tlie  Chriatian  character.  This,  their  only  son,  was  early  consecrated  to  God,  and, 
vitli  ttro  BStera,  wu  twined  up  with  pareatal  tare,  and  with  the  best  advan- 
tages for  education  that  eonld  be  otdinaiilj  obtained  ml  tliat  day.  In  hie  yonth 
he  exhibited  an  inclination  to  the  military  profession,  ivhi -h  was  necessarily  culti- 
vated, more  or  leas,  at  that  period  of  our  history.  What  part  he  took  in  the  war 
of  174S  it  not  well  known^  but  it  ia  supposed  that  he  was  an  officer  in  the 
militin,  nnd  prabably  engngvd  in  the  inpertant  expedition  to  Cape  Breton,  whieh 
JMQod  in  the  capture  of  the  strongly  fnrtiflrl  fnv,'n  nf  Louisburg. 

The  next  period  of  peace  between  England  and  France  continued  but  seven 
joars.  The  eueceeding  war,  commonly  denominated  the  "French  War,"  com- 
neneed  in  1755;  the  eame  eeaaon  as  the  defeat  of  the  nnfortnnate  Braddoek.  Th« 
regiment  to  which  Major  Foote  was  attached  joined  the  Northern  army  under 
the  command  of  Qen.  Shirley.  Great  preparations  were  made  that  year  for  the 
approaching  eonteet;  the  best  troopa  in  New  England  were  called  out,  it  being 
gencralljr  cxpeeted  that  the  deeiaive  eoniliet  of  war  wonld  take  pbee  in  Canada. 
This  proved  to  be  the  ease  in  the  eneeeaafnl  battle  of  Qnebee,  with  the  death  of 
Qeu.  Wolfe. 

At  this  eventful  occasion  we  have  in  Major  Foote  a  striking  exhibition  of  the 
Chriatian  eoldier.    While  thia  detaehment  waa  at  Albany,  Qw.  Shirlegr  had  a 

dining  party,  of  which  Mr.  Foote  wag  one,  on  the  Sabbath.  IIo  attended  public 
worship  in  the  morning,  and  then  went  to  dinner.  At  the  call  for  the  afternoon 
exeicise  Major  Foote  rose  at  table  and  asked  permission  to  leave  the  company. 
Oen.  Shirley  eaid,  "  No,  Major,  do  not  leave  thia  company,  and  theee  ehoiee 

wines."  lie  modestly  renewed  his  request,  and  wns  refused  as  before.  Mr.  Foote 
stood,  but  was  silent.  The  Gen.  spoke  again,  '*No  compulsion,  Major,  take 
your  choice,  leave  if  you  wish."  He  took  a  respectful  leave  for  the  house  of 
prayer. 

A  few  extracts  from  his  letters,  written  to  his  wife  a  short  time  previous  to 
his  decease,  will  give  a  distinct  view  of  the  Christian  character  of  Major  Foote, 
and  may  bo  more  interesting  than  the  remarks  of  another.  He  was  in  the  tract  of 
country  between  Albany,  Lake  CSiaviplain  and  Lake  Ontario,  diatingniehed  in 
our  history  for  military  achievements. 

"  Fort  Nirholsnn.  Aug.  1.1,  1755. — I  am  now  arrived  at  the  great  carrying- 
place  where  General  Lyman  built  a  fort.  I  do  not  expect  to  write  you  any 
lettert  before  we  attack  the  fort  and  haTO  an  engagement;  and  etand  or  fall,  live 
or  die,  as  God  pleases.  I  feel,  in  general,  resigned  to  the  disposal  of  Divine  Provid- 
ence; and  if  it  should  be  my  lot  to  fall  in  battle,  or  otherwise  die  here,  let  me 
recommend  to  you,  aa  from  a  dying  husband,  to  live  entirely  devoted  to  God  and 
hie  eerrice.  Spend  your  time  in  doing  the  will  of  Ood.  The  great  part  of  yonr 
care  must  be  in  bringing  up  the  dear  childn-n,  and  use  your  utmost  endeavor  to 
inatruct  them  in  the  principles  of  religion;  pray  much  with  them  and  for  them. 

.  .  .  .  I  hope  your  heart  is  fixed,  trusting  in  God,  so  that  evil  tiding!  ehall  not 
make  yon  afraid.  I  know  that,  like  Ell,  yonr  heart  will  tremble,  yon  will  want  to 
hear  and  yet  bo  afraid  to  hear.  .\nd  when  you  learn  that  there  are  a  number 
slam  (for  it  would  bo  very  extraordinary  if  none  should  be  killed),  how  your 
heart  will  tremble  lest  I  should  be  iu  the  number  of  them  that  fall  in  battle. 
And  if  it  ehonld  be  the  eaae,  do  not  mourn  immoderately,  for  while  yon  are  mooni* 
ing  and  weeping,  throttgh  the  Bedeemer'e  meriti,  I  thatl  be  adoring  before  the 
throne  of  Ood." 
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In  the  next  letter,  dater  Aug.  20th,  he  writes.—"  We  Y.nvn  (  rlo 
torward  our  raiment.  I  am  not  well,  bat  resigned  to  the  will  of  God.  Hope  you 
•n,  maA  will  eontiau*  m.  TIm  emnforts  of  rettgioa  we  real,  solid,  and  Mmetim«a 
mviabing-  O  Saviour,  bow  much  do  I  long  to  be  eonformed  to  Thee.  Love  God, 
pray  much,  instruct  the  children,  and  if  I  ever  eome  home  I  intend  to  do  more  for 
them  than  I  have  ever  done.  Pray  for  Z ion's  prosperity.  I  trust  you  will  be 
fidtlifiil  in  the  affair  of  religion  of  the  fatally.  I  mom  haye  the  dietemper  that 
prevails  among  us,  though  not  mortal,  ezeept  la  two  iaataaees.  Bnt  I  am  la  safe 
hands.  Do  not  be  eoneemed  about  me;  yon  may  mention  the  case  to  a  prayer 
bearing  God,  and  desire  the  prayers  of  my  Christian  friends.  I  trust  I  shall  be 
aaved  tnm  the  peetilenee  that  walketh  In  darkneae,  aad  the  arrowe  and  baUete 
that  fly  at  noon-day.  Bnt,  however  it  be,  do  you  love  and  praise  God,  and  jola 
with  me  in  aaeribiag  piaiee  and  honor  to  the  Lamb,  to  Whom  be  glory  ever- 
lasting." 

In  a  letter  of  Sept.  Ist,  he  says, — "I  left  the  camp  about  a  week  ago  on 
aeeomit  of  my  m-bealth.  Am  now  iwetty  well  reeovwed,  aad  design  to  go  to  the 

army  to  morrow.  Oon.  JohuHon,  with  1,500  men,  is  now  at  the  Lake  St.  Saviaa, 
building  a  fort;  and  some  things  look  discouraging.  Yet  I  trust,  if  the  reinforce- 
ments come  seasonably,  we  shall  proceed  to  sotue  point.  We  have  some  prospect 
of  an  engagement. 

I  am  at  present  in  low  spirits.  Oh,  alas,  how  various  are  my  frames!  Last 
letter  I  wrote  you  I  was  on  the  mount;  and  could  unite  with  angels  in  adoring 
Bover<^ign  grace j — and  now,  alas,  why  sunk  down  in  stupidity  and  sloth.  Oh,  cry 
to  Heaven  for  me.  I  hope  yon  and  the  few  dear  praying  onee  win  eontinne  to 
besiege,  as  you  beautifully  express  it,  the  throne  of  Grace.  You  may  do  more 
than  Gen.  Johnson  can  with  his  army.  Oh!  tho  prayer  of  saints — I  had  almost 
said  Omnipotent.  Mr.  Bellamy,  in  a  letter,  tells  me  all  the  children  of  God  lie 
proetrate  before  the  Lord  for  tneeeaa  in  thie  enterprise.  .  .  .  Oh,  amaidng 
graeel  how  safe  is  the  believer.  Perils  and  dangers  he  may  pass  through,  afflic- 
tions may  encompass  him  like  bees,  death  may  stare  him  in  the  face  and  threaten 
an  onset.  Serene  and  calm  he  awaits  the  blow,  and  asks  the  monster:  Where  is 
ite  ttiag,  aad  where  ite  -vietoryoboutiag  gravet" 

**  Flatts,  4  miles  above  Albany,  Sept.  17,  '55, — T  am  hero  at  Colonel  Schuyler's 
waiting  for  a  guard,  for  it  is  not  deemed  safe  to  go  alone.  I  am  in  a  very  feeble 
state  of  health;  think  it  is  owing  to  Jesuit's  busk,  taken  to  break  fever  and  ague 
flte,  or  to  the  almost  constant  fogs  that  arise  from  the  river.  If  I  was  at  home  I 
should  give  quite  oat.   I  am  tenderly  looked  after,  go  where  I  will,  and  treated 

very  kindly  I  know  not  when  I  shall  go  home,  if  e%'er.   I  would  have 

you  east  all  your  care  and  roll  ail  your  burden  upon  God.  He  will  support  you. 
Is  he  not  better  to  you  thaa  an  earthly  friend!  I  am  sure  He  is  to  me.  When 
dejected.  He  raises  me  up;  when  fainting,  He  gives  me  refreshing  cordials;  when 
thirsty,  He  gives  me  the  water  of  life." 

"  Thursday  Morning, — Slept  comfortably;  hope  you  had  a  good  night,  and 
freedom  this  morning  to  pour  oat  your  soul  to  Ood.  I  am  very  iN>or  aad  pained 
to^ay;  but  it  is  all  well;  because  as  to  health,  it  is  as  Ood  would  have  it.  .  .  . 
It  is  now  9  o'clock-  T  will  lay  down  and  rest  my  poor  body,  if  Go<l  jdeases,  and  to- 
norrow  I  may  perhaps  write  more;  and  so  good-night  to  you  and  the  children  and 
friesds." 

About  this  period  Major  Poote.  obtained  permission  to  leave  the  army  on 
sseottat  of  his  eonataat  and  iaeressing  illness,  hoping  to  b«  able  to  reach  bis  home. 
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But  he  was  not  able  to  proceed  any  faHhor  thfen  Oreenbi^ph.  nppn^itn  AlbnTrr, 
where  be  died,  Oct.  7,  1765,  in  the  89th  year  of  his  age.  I0  the  ancient  burying 
gvonnd,  optxwita  the  lower  part  of  tho  ettj  of  Albaay,  ho  rioepe  in  peace,  to  be 
ealtod  by  the  Lord  at  the  ' '  resorreotion  of  the  Jnat."

This  he  sold  to  Daniel,  his  oldeat  son,  and  moved  to  Middlebury,  Yt.,  and 
bon^  one  tiioaaaad  aerea  of  wild  land,  on  wldeli  be  boilt  nilla,  fellod  tbe  foreet, 
and  resided  for  many  years.  About  1783  he  bought  all  of  the  land  that  is  now  in 
tbe  village  of  Middlebury  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  and  ereeteil  a  grlnt  mill  and 
saw  milL  This  property  was  given  by  him  to  his  suns  Stillman  and  John,  tbe  latter 
aeOing  bio  intereot  to  AfpSetoa  in  1782.  Thqr  boilt  dwellinga  and  improved  the 
property.  (See  History  of  Middlebury.)  Daniel  Foote  built  the  first  bridge  at 
MiddlehvirN-  Falls.  About  1801  he  divided  his  property  at  Middlebury  among-  his 
chiidien,  and  w^t  to  Canton,  N.  Y.,  his  sun  Stillman  having  moved  there  a  short  time 
befbrOi  In  paariag  tbrough  Kontreal,  he  took  the  amall-pox  and  died  a  few  daya 
after  ho  arrived  in  Canton.  He  was  a  man  of  great  industry  and  indominable  per* 
SOT^rance,  and  peculiarly  fitted  for  a  pioneer  in  a  new  country.  He  d.  May  10,  1801, 
and  was  buried  in  an  uim  bark  coffin.  All  of  his  twelve  children  were  members  of  the 
cbnreh.  His  eons  alao  were  pioneers,  and  their  children  are  now  widely  aeattered  over 
the  United  Staiei.

With  Mr.  FOote  to  lead  and  direet  the  enterpriee,  the  party  were  admirably  fitted 

to  comtnenec  n  now  •tcttloment.  They  wf-rr  n!!  fh;ir[^(»f?  with  Yunkoti  inpi'nnity, 
energy  and  perseverance,  and  Mr.  Foote  was  endowed  with  an  iron  frame,  six 
feet  high,  and  of  a  tempenineat  and  ttitienlar  textnre  wbleh  adodrably  fitted  him 
for  a  pioneer  life.  They  took  up  a  temporary  residence  at  Oennan  FUttts,  on  the 
Mohawk  River,  then  th*'  very  boundary  of  civilization  on  the  we«t.  In  the 
aatumn  of  1786  they  determined  on  a  location  sixty  miles  beyond,  at  a  place  now 
ealled  CUatoa,  aad  tlMra  ereeted  log  hats,  preparatory  to  an  earlj  removal  is  the 
ioeeeeding  aiwiag.  Accordingly,  with  the  other  famUica,  Mr.  Foote  commenced 
the  settlement  of  the  new  town  5n  March,  1787,  -ivhrn  scarcely  the  smokf  nf  n  !!>g 
cabin  inhabited  bj  a  white  family  could  be  diacerned  for  twenty  miles  round. 
The  town  waa  eaUed  Paris,  by  the  Legislature,  on  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants, 
in  commemoration  of  the  liberality  of  a  merchant  at  Fort  Plains,  on  the  Mohawk, 
who  supplied  the  infnnt  Sfttlfinnnt  with  corn  nn<}  other  provisions  at  a  low  price 
and  a  long  credit,  at  a  season  when  the  crops,  affected  by  the  unfavorable  weather, 
had  m&ulf  Hailed.  The  pwrehaae  made  in  1788,  by  George  Clinton  and  other  Com' 
missioaen  appointed  by  the  Legialature,  from  the  Oneida  Indians,  of  all  their 
land,  except  Bomc  small  reservation,  gave  a  new  and  powf^rful  impetus  to  the 
settlement  of  all  this  section  of  country,  and  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  the 
germa  of  from  twenty  to  thirty  towna  were  planted  in  the  region  roinid  about 
Ur.  Foote 's  settlement.  Mr.  Foote  lived  to  see  his  own  settlement  expand  and 
strengthen  intn  n  beautiful  and  flourishing  village.  bf>aring  the  honored  name  of 
Clinton,  and  the  seat  of  a  University,  called  after  the  no  leaa  honored  name  of 
Amiltoa.  During  bla  life  the  wilderneae  through  which  he  and  hia  companiona 
cat  their  waj  with  the  axe  was  converted  into  flelda  of  grass  and  corn  and  wheat 
— and  the  stupendous  work  of  connecting  the  waters  of  Lnlto  Krie  and  Hudson 
river,  by  a  navigable  canal,  waa  devised  and  completed,  and  bis  own  crops  were 
borne  on  ita  boaom  to  the  Atlantic  marketo  atong  the  rnrj  route  on  which  be 
made  his  slow  and  toilsome  progreec,  through  tangled  foteati»  on  foot,  forty  years 
befnrp.  He  die*l  F.  h  0,  1819,  at  the  age  of  84.  In  the  ti^'ppr  end  of  the  park  at 
Clinton  is  a  granite  monument,  with  this  inscription  on  the  south  aide,  "Moses 
Foote,  Esq.,  with  aeren  other  familice,  commenced  the  aettlement  of  thia  town 
Maieh  3,  1787."  On  the  opposite  side  is  the  names,  viz.:  "  Moses  Foote,  Luther

She 
looketh  well  to  the  ways  of  her  household,  and  eateth  not  the 
bread  of  idleneae."  8ho  was  blind  tho  laat  eight  years  of  her 
life.  Amaziah  Brainard 's  life  was  spent  in  his  native  town, 
Colchester,  Westchester  Soc.  Tn  his  earlier  years  he  taught  school 
for  several  seasons  with  success;  later  he  occupied  many  posi- 
*  tioaa  of  honor  aad  trnat.  He  waa  acting  jastiee  of  the  peaeo 
from  1«!2S  to  IS.I.'),  incluBivo.  and  in  1S3J>.  He  rei.resented  his 
town  in  the  legislature  during  the  sessions  of  1829  and  1830  with 
maeh  credit  to  himself  aad  satisfaction  to  hia  eoaatitaents.  He 
was  a  man  of  large  aad  eommaoding  flgnro,  beiag  aix  feet  aad 
one  inch  in  height  -ivi]  correspondingly  heavy.  Possessing  more 
than  an  ordinary  degree  of  iutelligeoee  and  of  strict  integrity,  be 
enjoyed  tho  honor  and  respect  of  hia  asioeiatee  dvrlng  life  aad 
waa  lamented  at  death.  He  was  a  farmer,  having  built  his  house 
at  the  time  of  his  nmrria[,'e  on  the  Hite  where  his  grandfather 
boilt  when  he  settled  in  the  southwest  district,  Westchester

Doetor  Floate  read  medieine  witb  Doetor  Pereival,  of  East  Haddam,  Ct.  Dut- 

ing  the  war  of  the  Revolution  ho  was  three  years  in  the  naval  service  as  surgeon. 
He  practiced  medicioe  in  Pittsfield,  Masa.,  some  uino  to  ten  years,  and  removed 
ftom  tbenee  to  Noir  Berlin,  Chenango  Co.,  N.  Y.,  at  a  very  early  ^leriod  in  the  eettle- 
ment  of  tiiia  part  of  this  eoonty,  and  had  an  ozteiuiive  practice  daring  his  life  and 
vrn^  TTMich  psteemed  r>iiri!^.?-  the  first  few  vr  -irs  of  hifi  residence  in  New  Berlin,  in 
common  with  the  few  neighbors  who  bad  emigrated  to  this  wilderness,  his  eoorage, 
daeMon  and  pereeyeTanee  wara  often  •evarely  tested  hj  tba  bardabipa  and  eon* 
fliets  he  was  compelled  to  endnre.  Notwithstanding  his  title  to  the  land  he  had 
purcbasef^  valid  in  th."  law,  yet  the  beasts  of  the  forest,  holding  a  claim  by 
right  of  discovery,  refused  to  yield  him  peaceable  possession.  Having,  however, 
joat  bad  some  expnienea  in  aettUng  tbe  elalms  wbleb  the  Britlsb  Lion  pretended 
to  have  upon  the  landa  and  tenements  of  this  country,  he  thought  he  could  safely 
and  su«*<*^8sfully  prosecute  this  matter  of  dispute  with  the  American  Bear. 
Accordingly,  as  neither  party  seemed  disposed  to  relinquish  bis  claims,  and  both 
faaibig  eonfldent  in  tba  joatiee  of  tbeir  eavsa  and  of  tbair  superior  physical  foree, 
an  appeal  to  arms  was  made.  A  bear  seising  a  hog  belonging  to  one  of  the 
neighbors  of  Doetor  Foote,  the  toeein  of  war  wan  sounded,  and  the  little  band, 
eomprising  only  three  men,  Doetor  Foote,  old  Mr.  Marvin,  and  his  son  Klisba, 
Spartan  like,  were  raadjr  for  tbe  eoafliet.  Tbey  took  np  tbeir  line  of  mareb  in  tba 
trail  of  the  hear,  and  pursued  on  until  they  reached  the  spot  where  the  bear  had 
slain  his  prize  and  made  a  delicious  meal  of  his  blood.  The  bear,  and  his  place  of 
rendasvoas  not  being  distinctly  known  by  them,  they  followed  on  a  short  distance  fur- 
ther and  made  a  bait.  A  rastfiag  among  tbe  leavaa  waa  aooa  lieard  at  aHttle  distance 
from  where  they  stood.  Tn  a  moment  the  bnar  waa  in  sight.  The  Doctor  at  oirco 
lerelled  his  piece  and  gave  him  a  broadside.  A  large  dog  then  sprang  at  the  bear 
and  waa  inatantty  overpowered.  It  soon  beeama  evident  from  the  treatmant  tba 
dog  received  while  prisoner  of  the  bear  that  the  bear  was  waging  a  war  of  ezter> 
mination.  Their  aminunition  exha'i«tf'l,  and  but  one  gun  in  the  company,  and  the 
dog  suffering  pains  and  penalties  worse  than  those  of  a  Komisb  Inquisition,  con- 
•plied  to  ereato  a  moment  of  disagraeable  snspense.  At  length  tba  Doetor  mounted 
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th«  log  vnder  wKiob  hte  dog  was  eonfliied  by  the  hwr  and  eommencfld  baating  him 

with  the  broocli  of  his  gun,  hoping  by  this  manoeuvre  at  le:iHt  to  liberate  bis  dog 
from  the  very  unkind  embrace  of  the  bear.  But  the  bear,  indignant  at  such  an 
interference  when  he  was  contending  with  the  champion  of  the  canine  race,  ros« 
in  an  his  brntiah  majaaty,  and  at  one  fell  awoop  brongbt  the  Doctor  to  the 
ground.  The  dog.  noting  on  the  principle  tliat  discretion  is  the  better  part  of 
valor,  made  good  bis  escape  to  the  house,  and  was  uabesitatingly  entered  on  the 
liat  of  killed  and  wounded.  While  the  Doetoi  waa  oa  the  ground  being  mangled 
and  torn  by  the  bear,  Mr.  Marvin,  the  younger,  undertook  to  save  the  Doctor's 
life  at  the  risk  of  his  own.  lie  Heized  the  bear,  thinking  that  he  eonid  not  only 
separate  the  bear  from  the  Doctor  but  escape  himself  from  being  hurt.  But 
no  looner  had  he  toaehed  the  animal  than  he  himaelf  was  in  the  same  dangerous 
situation,  the  bear  having  him  down,  mangling  and  tearing  his  limbs  with,  if 
possible,  increasetl  ferocity.  While  tho  Poetor  was  revolving  in  his  mind  their 
situation  and  danger,  the  thought  of  his  little  pocket  Barlow  knife,  the  only 
weapon  now  IdPt  with  which  there  was  any  ehanee  of  dispatching  their  more  than 
troublesome  antagonist.  But  before  he  COUld  get  bia  knife  from  his  pocket  and 
open  it,  his  hands  and  arms  being  badly  wounded,  Mr.  Mari'in,  the  elder,  seeing 
bis  sou  in  such  imminent  danger,  rushed  into  the  arena  for  bis  rescue.  The  father 
made  a  pass  at  the  ears  of  old  Bmin,  with  the  expeetatioa  of  drawing  him  back- 
wards beyond  the  reach  of  his  son,  and  not  only  relieve  his  son  but  escape  him- 
self. It  is  thought  ho  would  have  remained  a  spectator  of  the  tragedy  had  it  not 
been  for  his  strong  paternal  feelings.  But  the  bear  had  been  too  long  the  forest 
king  to  permit  aneh  familiarity  from  an  iavadMr  of  hte  dominions.  He,  therefore, 
as  quick  as  thought  turned  upon  him,  and  with  one  blow  of  bis  paw  felled  him 
tn  the  ground.  No  sooner  bad  the  bear  laid  him  prostrate  than  be  proceeded  to 
gnaw  his  head  and  mangle  hia  limbs  with  great  emelty.  By  this  time  the  Doctor 
had  aneeeeded  in  opening  hia  knife,  and  he  walked  up  to  the  bnr,  threw  his  arm 
over  on  the  opposite  side  of  him,  thinking  that  as  ponn  ns  the  hear  felt  the  thrust 
of  his  knife  he  would  wheel  about  in  au  opposite  direction  from  him.  The  Doctor 
stabbed  the  bear  twice  oyer  the  region  of  {he  heart,  when  he  turned  suddenly 
round  as  waa  anticipated,  and  set  off  in  a  tangent  for  the  swamp  at  the  foot  of  the 
hill,  mortally  wounded.  .Ttint  at  thei  moment  the  be.nr  started  to  leave  the  field  of 
action  he  met  a  Mr.  Franklin,  who  had  been  sent  by  the  wives  of  Doctor  Foote 
and  Mr.  Marvin  as  a  kind  of  reinforeement  to  their  husbands.  The  moment 
Franklin  came  in  sight  of  the  bear,  supposing  the  bear  in  pursuit  of  him,  he 
wheeled  and  took  to  his  heels  down  the  hill,  running  with  the  speed  of  the  wind. 
Upon  looking  back,  after  coming  in  sight  of  the  women,  he  then  for  the  first  time 
ascertained  that  the  bear  was  not,  and  never  had  been,  in  pursuit  of  him,  but  was 
making  his  way,  with  all  necessary  speed,  to  the  swamp,  to  slake  his  thirst, 
creat«»d  by  loss  of  blood.  Franklin  came  up  to  where  the  women  stood,  and  on 
their  anxious  inquiry  after  the  fate  of  their  husbands  and  son,  Franklin  faintly 
ejaculated,  'Deadl  all  dead!"  *<Oo  call  Elder  Camp"  they  qniekly  rejeiaed. 
Franklin,  somewbat  recovered  from  his  fatigue  and  fright,  started  off.  Upon  arriv* 
ing  at  the  bank  of  the  Unadilla,  opposite  to  Elder  Camp's  house,  he  screamed  at 
the  top  of  his  voice,  "Elder  Camp!  Elder  Camp!"  On  hearing  such  unearthly 
eriea  the  Elder  hurried  out  of  his  house  and  asked  "What's  wantedf"  ** There 
are  four  men  dead,"  replied  Franklin.  "Four  men  dead,"  echoed  the  Elder, 
"who  arc  theyt"  "They  are,"  says  Franklin,  in  a  piteous  tone,  "Doctor  Foote, 
old  Mr.  Marvin,  bis  eon  Elish*,  and  myself.  All  are  dead  and  gonel"

"In  May,  177.^.  he  rf'mnved  from  Colchester  to  whnt  was  called  Square  Pond 
Settlement,  being  within  the  limits  of  East  \Viu»or,  and  bounding  on  West 
Stafford,  Ct.  In  May,  1778,  he  removed  to  Stafford,  and  in  the  year  1779  he  was 
by  united  application  of  the  people  ap]>ointed  Justice  of  the  Peace,  which  office  he 
continued  to  hold  until  ho  removed  from  that  state.  He  was  frequently  elected 
to  represent  the  town  of  Stafford  in  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut,  and 
was  ft  delegate  to  the  convention  to  consider  the  adoption  of  the  Conititntioik  of 
the  United  States. 

This  WRB  the  rhanu  ter  .Tiidge  Fonte  find  attnined  at  an  early  day  in  his  native 
state.  That  he  was  a  soldier  in  the  Kevolution  is  evidenced  by  the  following 
extraet  from  a  letter  written  by  liim  in  the  87th  year  of  his  age,  in  18S8,  to  Hod. 
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Elial  T.  Foote,  and  still  pre9<»rved  by  a  son  of  tlic  latter,  TI.  A.  Footc,  Esq.,  of 
K«w  York,  who  has  furniahod  tho  writer  of  this  sketch  with  a  copy  u£  the  same. 
He  M7«:  Then  was  a  mistake  in  the  Meoimt  that  Beimialaer  (Foote)  gives  about 
EbeMser'a  (Judge  Foote 's  younger  brother,  who  WM  afterwards  a  prominent 
citizPB  of  Delhi,  Delaware  County,  where  hf»  waa  sncftf^Bflively  Member  of  Apsftnhly, 
District  Attorney,  State  Senator  and  County  ,)udge,)  swimming  across  the  Mudsoa 
river  ia  the  wiater.  He  was  taken  ^isoner  hy  the  enemj  at  the  eTaeeation  of 
New  York,  I  think  in  September  (1776).  I  was  there  at  the  same  time  as  a 
militiaman. 

He  vf&a  taken  by  the  Heiuiiaus  iu  that  retreat,  but  he  got  away  from  them  and 
fled  to  the  river,  and  he,  with  three  others  who  made  their  eseape,  eoUeeted  some 

lofjs  anfl  withpd  thcin  to^^i'thcr  an  1  '^^h  n  cd  out  into  the  river  with  Hcttin^  j>olea, 
and  the  tide  being  going  out  tht^u  it  wafted  them  toward  the  British  shipping. 
Some  people  from  the  Jersey  side  seeing  their  condition  manned  a  boat  and  went 
ont  and  took  them  aeroas  to  the  Jersey  side,  and  the  next  day  tbegr  erossed  baek 
8«j^ain  and  eamc  into  camp  whoro  T  was."  No  further  evidence  thfin  this  is  needed 
of  the  fact  that  he  was  a  patriot  soldier  in  the  stormy  days  of  the  Bevolation. 

But  to  ffiye  a  little  further  retrospsetiye  gliuipse  of  the  honorable  aaeeetry  of 
Judfe  Foote,  we  quote  again  from  hio  letter  above  referred  to,  as  follows:  Grand- 
father (Nathaniel  Foote  3rd)  was  the  first  mafristrate  in  Colchester,  and  snstnined 
that  oiMce  to  a  very  advanced  age;  and  my  father  (Daniel  Foote),  who  was  the 
third  son,  and  always  lived  with  bim,  sneeeeded  him  iu  that  offlee,  and  held  it 
about  the  same  length  of  time."  The  Judge  in  his  worthy  eareer  was  simply 
following  on  in  the  line  of  those  who  had  preceded  him. 

The  grapbie  account  of  tho  removal  of  the  family  of  Isaac  Foote  to  what  was 
then  denominated  the  town  of  Sherburne,  and  of  their  movements  for  a  few  yean 
prior  thereto,  is  herewith  given  from  the  pen  of  Isaac  Foote,  Jr.:  "My  father 
(.Judge  Foote)  at  an  early  day  seemed  to  have  an  unconquerable  desire  to  settle 
in  some  part  of  the  then  w(»tern  country.  In  pursuance  of  this  desire  be  joined  a 
eompany  in  1788  in  the  porehase  of  a  very  deeirable  traet  of  land  adjoining  the 
Susquehanna  river  in  Wyoming  County,  Pa.,  but  after  spending  two  or  three 
seasons  at  work  preparatory  to  settle  thereon  with  his  family,  the  title  proved 
iosttfBeient,  and  be  loet  his  land  and  all  bis  labor,  and  sevenl  hundred  dollan 
which  be  advaneed  in  payment.  Having  sold  his  farm  in  Stafford,  Ct.,  he  par> 
chased  an  hundred  aercs  in  Franklin,  now  Delaware  County,  X.  Y.,  on  -vvhieh  there 
was  a  log  boose  and  about  35  acres  of  eleared  land,  on  to  which  he  proposed  to 
move  his  family  and  look  for  a  better  location.  The  fall  after  I  was  fourteen 
years  old  (1790)  my  father  took  me  with  a  hired  man  and  a  team  and  a  few 
cattle  and  set  off  for  Franklin,  intending  to  return  for  the  family  in  the  winter 
following.  There  was  about  50  miles  between  Catskill  and  Franklin,  where  the 
State  rend  was  not  eleared  ont  so  that  a  wheeled  earriage  eonid  pass.  We  there- 
fore left  the  wagon  and  took  a  few  light  articles  on  a  sled  and  went  through  to 
Franklin.  The  first  sleijrhinn  wo  returned  to  our  waf»on,  put  our  goods  on  a  sled 
and  started  back  fur  Fraukliu — then  a  very  new  place.  There  was  one  place  where 
there  was  ten  miles  between  houses,  and  it  was  so  that  the  day  we  passed  over  the 
ten  miles  was  an  uneomniou  cold  one,  and  it  was  eight  o'clock  at  night  before  wo 
got  through.  Consequently  I  became  so  benumbed  that  I  could  hardly  walk. 
My  father  Lorried  through  about  a  mile  and  a  half  to  the  first  house.  My  feet, 
hands  nad  ears  were  badly  frosen,  eo  that  coming  to  the  Are  pot  me  tn  extnae 
pain.  I  will  only  ndd  that  we  got  to  Franklin  the  next  day. 
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"My  father  left  me  -with  a  friend  and  rptnrnnr?  for  the  family.  But  o«r  mis- 
fortiuiM  did  not  end  here.  When  my  father  got  home  he  found  one  of  my  sisters 
v«r]r  ^tkf  M>  that  she  eonld  not  be  moved  until  the  sleighing  was  gone;  and  then 
the  ndfliboars,  who  were  nnwillin|f  tlint  my  father  and  his  fumily  Hhould  move 
away,  prevailed  npon  him  to  poiehue  a  farm  which  wm  for  eaie  at  a  low  rate  in 
that  vieinity. 

**M7  father  eoneequeotly  retnraed  to  Franklin  earlj  in  the  epring,  made 

arrangemente  for  ne  to  etay  until  June,  and  then  take  a  pair  of  oxen  and  the 
horse,  and  as  many  articles  an  tbp  ream  could  draw  on  n  slod  nn<1  go  to  where  the 
wagon  was  left  and  take  as  many  things  as  the  teum  could  draw  from  there  aad 
■o  letnm  home.  I  got  home  eafe  and  had  the  eredit  of  performing  a  eerviee  nn- 
nenal  for  a  boy  of  my  age. 

"Mr  father  betnpr  gtill  bent  on  getting  into  some  part  of  the  western  country, 
after  improving  bis  new  farm  awhile  took  a  journey  to  Chenango;  found  the  8th 
township  (preeent  Smjrma)  with  but  a  very  few  aettlen;  made  a  eoatvaet  for 
ahout  700  aoreH  of  land,  returned  home  and  made  preparation!;  for  removir^r  the 
family  on  to  the  100  acres  which  he  had  previously  pnrehased  at  Franklin,  and 
there  abide  antil  he  eonld  eoaplete  arraagemania  for  moving  to  the  8th  iemiBhip, 
(then  part  of  Sheibnme). 

"Tn  the  year  1794,  in  Anpnst,  my  father  hired  a  mnn  ♦o  cut  the  timber  on 
five  acres,  and  sent  me  to  cook  and  do  what  I  could  in  the  way  of  making  pre- 
parations for  removing  the  following  winter,  and  he  was  to  Join  no  in  two  or 
three  weeks  and  help  roll  up  the  logs  for  a  honse,  and  leav(>  me  to  finish  it  as  best 
I  could.  At  this  time  there  was  a  poor  wapfon  road  from  Franklin  to  Oxford,  and 
my  father  <ieot  by  a  person  going  through  with  a  wagon,  a  barrel  with  some  meat, 
and  some  ntraslls  for  eooking,  and  also  a  hag  of  Honr,  to  be  l^t  at  Ifr.  Eovi^'s 
till  called  for  hj  mjself  or  his  order.  These  articles  were  soon  eaUed  fcff»  and 
Col.  Hovey  sent  the  man  who  stored  them  to  deliver  them  to  me.  They  were  put 
npoa  a  sled,  and  supposed  to  be  all  right,  (I  bad  not  seen  the  barrel  which  was 
sent  from  Franklin,)  and  we  set  forward.  There  was  no  road  f^om  Oxford  to 
8he?burne  exee]>tin^'  throui;1i  a1  ii  is  now  Norwich  village,  other  than  marked 
trees,  and  the  midiTbrush  cut  out  ho  that  wo  could  only  pet  along  with  a  sled, 
and  we  denigoed  to  get  to  a  house  four  miles  from  our  lot  before  dark;  but  in  this 
we  failed.  Soon  after  snnset  it  grew  very  dark,  and  a  heavj  rain  fell  daring 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  night  Vv^  liad  a  pair  of  oxen  and  a  cow.  "We  chained 
the  oxen  to  a  tree,  secured  our  flour  as  well  as  we  could,  and  waited  for  daylight. 
As  soon  as  we  eonld  see  to  travel  we  sot  forward,  and  after  travelling  about  one 
and  a  half  miles  we  reaehed  the  hovse  where  we  had  contemplated  arriving  the 
night  before. 

"After  drying  our  clothes  and  getting  bn-akfast,  we  set  forward  again  and 
arrived  at  Mr.  Joseph  Porter's,  adjoining  our  lot,  where  we  made  our  home.  But 
judge  of  our  surprise,  when  on  opening  onr  barrel,  instsad  of  meat,  we  found  a 
quarter  nf  a  barrel  of  hayseed!  A  blunder  justly  imputable  to  Col.  ITovey  "a  man 
and  myself.  But  what  must  be  donef  It  must  immediately  be  carried  back,  and 
I  mnst  do  it.  I  had  to  travel  sixty  miles  on  bare  gronnd,  but  the  business  was 
■oen  done. 

"After  a  while  my  father  eame  and  helped  to  roll  up  the  body  of  a  log 
house,  and  then  returned  to  Franklin,  leaving  me  to  finish  it,  which  I  did  by 
ebaoging  works  with  a  man  who  was  doing  a  job  of  shopping  abont  two  miles 
distant.  The  house  waa  dniahed  and  was  sailed  a  good  one.  I  remained  on  the 
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lot  natn  tlM  lattw  part  «f  DMMib«r»  sad  then  went  borne  to  help  mom  the 

familv." 

As  to  the  exact  data  of  Judge  Footo'a  arrival  at  hit  new  home  in  the  then 
tows  of  flkoflNirne,  preaent  Smyrna,  thwe  are  dffferent  etetement^  but  Judge  Foote 

bimaelf,  in  n  record  made  hy  him  in  the  album  of  his  grandson,  John  J.  Foote, 

Esq.,  now  of  Bclvidpre.  III.,  written  at  Smjrrna,  in  tho  spring  of  «a%n:  "In 

February,  1795,  I  removed  to  this  place."  And  that  may  be  taken  as  the  absol- 
utely eoneet  date. 

The  foUewiog  further  data  is  copied  from  the  same  record  above  noted: 
"In  the  year  1798  I  was  elected  Membt'r  of  the  Legislatnro  of  tho  state,  and 
]voeared  the  incorporation  of  the  County  of  Chenango  and  was  appointed  First 
JnJfo  of  th«  Oonrt  of  Common  Pleoe  and  Ctoaeial  Seasioaa  of  the  Peaee,  and  in 
1800  I  was  elected  Senator  for  four  years.  And  in  1800  I  lealgaed  the  oifflee  of 
First  .Tudjje  and  retired  from  all  public  office." 

In  the  above  memorandum  Judge  Foote  omits  to  state  that  in  1796,  and  the 
next  jear  after  his  anival,  he  was  ehosea  as  the  Ont  SupeiTisor  of  Sherburne, 
representing  the  town  that  year  at  the  annual  meetinp  of  the  Board  held  at 
Herkimer.  And  in  the  following  year,  1797,  he  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  the  town  of  Sherbame.  Also  be  omita  to  state  that  his  retirement  from 
the  oiBee  of  Jndge  was  by  reason  of  his  having  reached  the  then  constitutional 
limitation  of  sixty  years  of  age,  and  not  bcc»ii''f>  of  nny  inabilitj'  on  his  part  to 
discharge  the  daties  of  that  office.  Such  promotion  to  public  office  and  such  oft 
repeated  honors  beatowed,  and  oo  soon  after  his  arri'val  in  that  town  and  county, 
are  remarkable  and  indubitable  evidence  of  his  abililgr  and  character,  and  that 
reputation  was  well  maintained  throughout  his  long  and  useful  Hfn  In  fact, 
Judge  Foote  was  a  unique  repreaentative  character  of  those  early  tioies,  one  of 
the  best  type  of  the  stnrdjr  mmm  of  rugged  New  England  who  wrooght  well  when* 
ever  work  was  to  be  done,  and  who  helped  to  lay  the  fonndationB  of  the  state  and 
the  nation. 

His  religious  faith  was  tho  strongest,  most  potent  and  controlling  force  of 
hie  Ufe,  and  eveiything  else  was  made  eubserrient  to  it.  While  he  was  State 

Senator  and  County  .Judge  he  wan  active  in  the  formation  of  the  Society  and 
Church  on  Sherburne  West  Hill,  when  the  old  records,  largely  preserved  thronpli 
Lts  instrumentality,  showed  that  he  served  as  Trustee  and  Deacon  and  Clerk,  some 
of  the  time  filing  all  three  offieee.  He  was  interested  in  weary  objeet  whieh 
promised  to  rnnsorvp  the  best  interests  of  the  community  where  he  lived,  chief  an(i 
hrst  among  which  be  evidently  considered  the  Church,  and  to  that  ho  gave  >n> 
strong  aad  steady  support.  It  is  said  of  him  that  he  was  given  ''much  to  rcaduig 
and  writing,  and  especially  to  the  study  of  the  Sacred  Seriptures,  and  eommentlag 
on  the  same,  nntil  wholly  deprived  of  sifrhf." 

The  following  quaint  oertiflcate  of  Judge  and  Mrs.  Foote 'a  early  church 
membership  is  here  gtven: 

Stafford,  tOth  Oetober,  1708. 

This  certify,  whom  it  may  concern,  that  Isaac  Foote,  Esq.,  and  Mary,  his 
wife,  were  members  in  full  communion  in  tho  church  under  my  care  and  in  pood 
standing  wh«n  they  left  this  place.  Esq.  Foote  was  chosen  a  Deacon  in  this 
ehnreh  and  sewed  in  that  oAee  for  a  number  of  years  before  he  left  ns,  to 
tmivers.nl  acceptance.  And  is  hereby  with  Mrs.  Foote  recommended  to  any  Christian 
society  or  church  wherever  Providence  may  cast  them. 

Attest,  laaae  Foster,  of  the  First  <^ngregationa]  Chnreh,  Stafford. 
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The  abovo  letter  is  doubtless  the  one  presented  by  Judge  Footo  and  his  wife 
when  they  unit<><l  with  tht;  Old  Church  on  Sherburne  West  Hill,  where  they  re- 
mained  members  until  Mar.  4,  1831,  when  they,  together  with  their  sons,  Inaac, 
Jr^  Amum,  and  Hirwn,  abo  Harri«t,  Bally  Inw,  Harriet  (Snd),  and  Bally  Kellogg 
(ICn.  Amasa)  Foote,  withdrew  to  join  the  Congregational  Church  at  Smyrna. 

.Tiidpp  Foot*'  nnly  hrifl  the  benefit  of  the  common  school  education  of  those 
primitive  times,  but  that  he  improved  it  well  there  ia  abundant  evidence.  He 
was  not  an  orator,  but  on  oeeaelon  he  was  ealled  upon  to  make  publle  addreei.

At  nineteen  Ebeneeer  was  found  with  the  Minute  men  nt  Bunker  HIU;  made 
sergeant  of  the  Second  Conn.;  was  at  Trenton  and  Valley  Forgo;  taken  prisoner 
at  the  hatt!p  of  Fort  Wa.shington,  an<l  ennflnod  to  the  nid  Bridewell,  managed  to 
escape,  and  by  means  of  a  plank  found  on  the  shore  swam  the  Hudson  in  the 
month  of  December,  but  the  ezpeeure  brought  on  n  aevere  illneH,  and  he  never 
again  could  engage  in  active  service.  His  patriotism,  however,  would  not  allow 
him  to  remain  an  outsider,  and  we  next  find  him  in  the  Commissary  Department 
at  General  Washington's  headquarters  on  the  Hudson,  where  he  remained  until 
his  health  again  f  oreed  his  ledgnation  jnat  b^ore  the  eUwe  of  the  war.  He  aaw 
much  of  Washington;  waa  tempoBari]7  on  his  Staff,  and  retired  with  the  lanlc  of 
Hajor. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  events  of  his  life  is  well  related  hj  Mr.  Abbatt, 
in  hie  ddightful  work  entitled  "The  Crisis  of  the  Bevolution,"  when  Capt. 

Fo"tf-,  in  the  early  morning  of  Sept.  22,  17R0,  for  n  few  mnments  held  the  fate  of 
that  gallant  soldier,  Major  Andre,  in  his  hands.  As  ofiicer  in  command  at  Crom- 
pond,  Capt.  Foote  semned  the  pass  produced  by  Andre,  but  knowing  Benediet 
Arnold  and  his  writing  weD,  and  seeing  tliat  his  appended  aignnture  was  eorreet, 
•Mowed  the  party  to  proceed. 

After  the  war  Major  Foote  engaged  in  a  large  mercantile  and  shipping  busi- 
ness at  Newbnrgh,  N.  Y.,  with  his  brother  Justin,  who  later  married  Marie  Evert* 
•on,  whose  sister  had  just  married  Governor  Smith  of  Ct. 

Major  Foote,  whoso  duti<'«  headquarters  caused  him  to  ride  much  and  far, 
had  met  and  married  the  churming  young  Jerusha  Purdy,  of  Yorktown,  West- 
eheater,  N.  T.,  and  from  old  tales  and  letters  she  appears  to  have  remained  • 
fascinator  until  her  death. 

Mr.  Foote  was  for  a  long  time  Member  of  Assembly  from  Ulster,  and  was 
largely  instrumental  in  procuring  the  setting  off  of  Delaware  Co.,  where  ho  came 
to  rsride  in  Aug.,  1797.  He  wfts  Co.  Clerk  for  •  number  of  Tenrs,  eondueted  an 
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oxtonsive  land  agency,  and  three  times  was  appointed  First  or  Prestdlng  Jadge, 
M  well  as  aeting  for  «  short  time  m  puisne  oa  the  bench.  He  represented  the 

old  Middle  District  for  four  years  iH  the  Senate  of  the  State;  was  nominated  for 

Coiign'88,  but  otlitr  ilutu-s  forced  Lira  to  declinp;  Rat  in  the  Council  of  Appoint- 
ment with  Got.  Jay,  and  enjoyed  his  friendship  and  confidenee.   (8ee  Jay  Gould 
Hietorj.) 

In  1798  the  Co.  town  was  erected,  and  Judge  Foote,  an  chief  citizen,  was  ap- 
poiiitcf!  hy  the  Legislature  to  name  it.  Not  particularly  desiring  the  honor,  he 
said  to  hi»  intimate  friends  at  Albany,  the  Patroon,  Gen.  Schuyler,  etc.,  "I  think 
I  ehall  decline."  They  all  belonged  to  a  small  elnb,  each  member  bearing  aeme 
faiiciful  name;  Senator  Foote 's  was  "The  Great  Mogul,"  and  his  fellow  members 
said,  "We  will  name  it  for  you,  rind  call  it  after  your  city,  'Delhi',"  which  was 
done,  to  the  great  auuuyuuce  of  Geu.  Bout,  a  promiueut  mau  and  politician,  who 
had  also  come  to  reside  in  the  place,  and  wished  much  to  have  the  privilege  of 
Sfi^viag  tho  name. 

As  Speaker  of  the  House  in  1801,  lie  ^'rn-i  ^l  great  credit  for  his  "dignity  and 
courtesy."  At  Delhi  he  assisted  in  organizing  i^t.  John's  Church  and  an  Academy, 
which  for  maay  years  enjoyed  •  wide  repntation;  of  the  one  he  was  made  the  llrsfc 
Senior  Warden,  of  the  other,  the  firf?t  rresideut  of  the  Bo.ard  of  Tnistecfl. 

In  tho  issue  of  Jan.  7,  1830,  "The  Commercial  Advertiser,"  New  York  City, 
(See  Ufe  of  Samael  Foote)  In  an  extended  notice  of  his  death,  speaks  of  his 
integrity,  of  his  prominence  in  the  State,  and  of  his  beautiful  mansion,  Arbor  Hill, 
on  the  bnnlcs  of  the  Delaware,  and  of  tho  long  list  of  eminent  men  who  enjoyed 
from  time  to  time  its  hospitality.  A  man  refined,  honest  and  honorable  in  all  his 
ways. 

His  niece,  Roxana,  married  Lyman  Beeeher,  and  became  the  mother  of  Henry 
Ward  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Stowe.  A  grand-niece  married  William  Seward,  Qoremor  and 
Sotixetary  of  State.

Joel  Foote,  Esq.,  son  of  Asa  and  Jerush  (Carter)  Foote,  and  fourth  in  descent 
from  Nathaniel  IViote,  of  Wethendield,  was  b.  Jnne  20,  1703,  in  that  part  of  the 
town  of  Colchester  which  was  set  off  to  Marlborough.  He  wna  liberally  educated 
and  was  probably  as  good  a  type  of  an  old  sdiool  gentleman  aa  any  resident  of  the 
town.

Bolomott  Foote,  Sonator,  repremtetive  in  Congren  for  nine* 
teen  years,  like  Bradlej  and  Ednittad*  long  proaideat  pro.  tern. 
of  the  Senate,  and  among  the  greatest  of  the  succeseion  of  rp- 
markable  men  Vermont  has  kept  in  the  Senate,  with  hardly  an 
«zeeption,  from  the  beglontng,  wae  a  aati^e  of  the  Stateu  Hia 
father  died  when  young  SoIniM  in  was  only  nine  years  old,  and 
the  boy  was  left  to  the  training  of  an  intelligent  anci  prayerful 
mother.  With  intermissions  of  farm  work  and  teaching  of  dia- 
triet  eehoole  to  earn  noaaj,  ho  fitted  for  eollego  and  graduated 
from  Middleboiy  in  188(1.  Fbr  tiie  next  flvo  yean,  oxeept  ono 
ypar  while  he  was  a  tutor  at  Middlebnry,  be  was  preceptor  of 
Caaticton  Academy,  and  Professor  of  Natural  Pliilosophy  at  the 
■  yemoat  Hedleal  Behool  at  that  place.  He  reeetablished  the 
Academy  on  a  broader  basis,  erected  a  handaome  and  spacious 
edifice,  and,  indeed,  achieved  a  large  nnccess  as  a  pedagogoifl^  as 
he  did  with  everything  he  took  hold  of  in  life. 

Bat  while  teaehia^  he  had  pnrmed  the  study  of  law;  waa  ad> 
mitted  to  the  bar  in  IMl,  and  established  himself  in  practice  at 
Botland.  He  at  once  plunged  into  polities,  attracted  attention 
the  next  year  with  an  address  which  he  iMued  in  favor  of  Clay 
for  Preoldeat  aad  againot  tho  re^eetioa  of  JTaeksoa,  and  fhunt 
thia  time  until  his  death  he  was  almof^t  rnrist-mtly  before  ihv 
pnblie.  Butland  sent  him  to  the  Legislature  in  1833,  again  in 
1836- '37- '38,  he  being  Speaker  in  the  last  two  sessions,  and 
frashly  ewhaneing  hit  reputation  by  the  ease  and  ability  with 
which  he  discharged  the  duties.  From  1S36  to  1842  he  was 
State 's  Attorney  for  Butland  County,  and  in  the  latter  year  waa 
eli^ad  fapreniitativa  in  Oongreai  as  an  ardeirt  Whig,  a  follower 
of  Claj,  and  a  repndiator  of  Tyler.  His  first  appearance  on  tho 
floor  was  to  present  a  petition  for  the  "protection  of  American 
producers  again8t>  the  unfriendly  and  ruinous  competition  of 
foreign  aatioai." 

Hia  flnt  apeeeh,  June  4,  1M4,  was  in  tho  lame  line,  and  thia 
was  his  position  as  long  as  he  was  in  Congress.  He  was  one  of 
the  Bepublieaus  to  vote  against  the  low  tariff  bill  of  1857.  He, 
of  eooree,  fought  the  Walker  tariff  bill  of  1846  atrennonaly.  He 
eameatly  opposed  the  :i  ii'  i-^sion  of  Texas  and  the  Mexican  War, 
whose  purpose  he  declared  to  be  simply  to  obtain  more  territory 
for  slavery,  and  denounced  the  measures  of  the  Polk  admiaia- 
tratlon  ahnoat  onif orndy,  and  eapeeially-  ita  eonatmetioB  of  the 
Oregon  boundary  question.  ITo  made  a  hot  Speech  Feb.  10,  1847, 
full  of  "scornful  defiance"  of  the  President  for  hia  intimation 
that  those  who  censured  the  conduct  of  the  Executive  in  carry- 
Jag  on  tho  war  wwe  guilty  of  eonatraetiTe  tteaaon.  Ho  waa  one 
of  the  throe  intrepid  man  who  oaom  to  tho  raeue  of  Oiddioga  of 
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Ohio  whon  Dawson  of  Lonisiftna,  supported  by  four  other  South- 
eroers,  pistol  in  hand,  threatened  to  shoot  him  for  his  denon- 
eiation  of  the  '^brutal  eo«fa«ii«M"  md  "bmpmI  putridity "  of 
sUtTery,  and  whoa  it  lookod  for  a  tirao  as  if  the  floor  of  Con> 
grcM  was  to  be  a  poncral  shooting  ground. 

He  served  in  the  Uonso  two  terms,  and  refused  a  re-election  in 
1841  to  TOtani  to  tlio  praetiee  of  law.  But  he  was  tbe  a«xt  fall 
eeat  to  the  Legislature  by  Kutland,  and  reelected  in  1848,  and 
again  was  Speaker  of  that  body,  ami  in  IS.IO  hp  was  elected  to 
the  Senate  to  succeed  Judge  Fbelps,  and  this  was  the  arena 
where  he  won  hia  largett  fame.  He  wae  prominent  in  the  de- 
batee  over  the  Kaneae  question  against  the  admission  of  the 
state  under  the  Lecompton  constitution.  lie  opposed  the  scheme 
for  the  acquisition  of  Cuba,  justified  tbe  action  of  Commodore 
Panldin^  in  tbe  arreet  of  William  Walker,  whoee  fllibosteriag 
MCpedition  to  South  America  he  reeogaiied  as  a  eeheme  of  the 
slavery  extensionists.  He  was  a  participant  in  the  discussion  of 
all  Central  American  matters,  and  strenuous  in  insisting  that 
England  ihonld  give  np  her  proteetorate  over  the  Mosquito  trari- 
toiy.  He  eerved  with  .Tpflf  Davis  ns  a  commissioner  to  reorganise 
the  course  of  study  and  discipline  at  West  Point.  Ho  was  a 
strong  advocate  of  governmental  construction  of  a  railroad  to 
the  Paeifle  eoaat.  He  oarried  throngh  the  biUe  for  the  erection 
of  a  enstom  honse  at  Burlington  and  court  houses  at  Windsor 
and  'Rutland,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  breakwater  at 
Burlington.  He  served  industriously  on  the  committees  on  pen- 
■iona,  poet-oflt«ei  and  poet  roade,  revolntionaTy  eiaimi,  pvblie 
lands,  pensions,  contingent  claims  and  foreign  relations,  rising 
steadil.v  by  the  care  and  thoroughness  of  his  work  to  a  position 
of  leadership.  He  supervised  the  enlargement  of  the  capitol  and 
the  ereetion  of  other  government  ■trttetares.  He  wae  chairman 
of  the  committee  of  arrangement*  for  the  ioaognration  of 
President  Lincoln. 

When  the  extra  session  of  Congress  was  convened  ou  account 
of  the  war,  Jnlj  4,  1861,  ICr.  Foote  wae  nnanimoaelj  eleeted 
president  pro  Urn  port ,  and  throu^jh  the  whole  of  this,  the  -whole 
of  the  Thirty-seventh  and  a  part  of  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress 
he  continued  in  this  position.  During  the  trying  days  of  the 
war  he  did  not  appear  on  the  floor  eo  mnch  aa  he  had  before 
done,  ■  evidently  regarding  speeeh  mnking  as  a  needless  waste  of 
energy  when  there  was  so  much  work  to  be  done,  and  the  party 
in  power  had  things  all  their  own  way  anyhow.  On  several  im- 
portant oeeasions,  however,  he  kicked  ont  of  party  trace*.  He 
voted  against  the  Legal  Tender  Act  because  ho  regarded  it  as 
clearly  unconstitutional,  and  against  Sumner's  Bill  in  1861  to 
wipe  oat  elavery  in  the  proposed  new  atate  of  West  Virginia  as 
a  prerequisite  to  its  admission.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Be- 
piibltcan  National  Convention  in  1864.  One  of  his  last  speeches 
in  the  Senate  was  that  of  .Tan.  12,  1865,  in  favor  of  terminating 
the  Ciaadiaa  recipi  •>•  nj,  treaty.  He  waa  with  the  leader*  of  his 
party  in  sharp  antagoaiam  to  Preaideat  Johnaoa  and  hia  poUej, 
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but  died  Mar.  28,  1866,  befoM  the  «riti«  in  th»t  strgggle  Mm«, 

though  he  clearly  foresaw  it.

hands  so  long  as  he  lives,  he  paying  the  interest  thereon  of 
8  per  cent,  per  annum  stipulated  in  semi-annual  instalments  to 
B17  aaid  wife  after  the  liquidation  of  the  payment  of  whieh  aald 
interest  is  pledged,  and  if  the  said  Jonathan  shall  sarrive  my 
wife  r  give  and  bequeath  tu  !itni  the  money  so  loaned  tO  hiu. 
And  order  and  direct  said  notes  to  be  canceled. 

And  whereaa  I  have  proeared  and  depoaited  on  my  lot  in  the 
CeaMtery  in  East  Rutland  the  material  for  a  monument  it  is  my 
will  and  deHin*  that  a  monument  be  constructed  from  said 
material  on  said  lot  in  conformity  with  a  plan  prepared  by  U.

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rase  wiaMgp  and  all  bore  the  date  ef  tlw  Tear  of  tbe  wedding 

fifty  years  ago.  In  addition  there  were  other  gold  dollars, 
eouvenin  for  each  of  the  guests  about  the  table,  which  wiU 
eerre  to  keep  the  mtmaty  of  tine  gathering  green.  Witli  tbe  ' 
deeeort  there  were  other  golden  gifts  ahoweired  on  the  couple 
fconorpd  on  this  occasion.  Among  these  was  a  new  gold  wedding 
ring  to  take  the  place  of  the  worn  band  that  has  graced  the 
worn  hand  for  half  a  eentniy.

Samuel  Foote  and  Sibbil  Doolittlf  wore  m.  at  Hinsdalo,  near  Northfipld,  Aug. 
8,  1794-  About  three  years  later  (1797)  they  removed  from  (iiJl  with  their  only 
ebUd  (Elial  Todd  Foote)  to  the  Chenango  eovntry,  tben  almoet  a  wilderaoM,  aad

FootQ  and  Sibbil,  his  wife,  and  Sedate,  his  sister,  were  earlj  members,  Elial  T. 
Foote  lays:  "I  reeollect  the  (Erection  of  the  mooting  house  there,  and  the  initall- 
ation  of  the  Bot.  Joshua  Kiught.  Our  father  (the  letter  from  which  this  la  an 
extract  waa  direatad  to  Ua  brother  Eraatna,  then  llvliif  ia  Milwankea,  Wia.),  front 
ais  hard  labor  did  much  to  build  that  meeting  bouse  and  sustain  the  society." 
And  again:  "Our  father  was  the  first  postmaster  in  Sherburne,  appointed  by 
General  Granger  in  1803.  The  mails  from  Cooperstowu  to  Homer,  and  from  Utica 
to  dfofd  erooMd  at  W«at  HilL"  That  made  it  an  important  bmiinaai  eeBtra» 
and  showed  its  growing  interest,  for  prior  to  1803,  the  post  oflSee,  as  ITatcb's 
history  informs  us,  had  been  loeated  at  the  .Tames  Elmore  store  on  the  east  side 
of  the  river,  he  having  been,  according  to  the  same  authority,  'Hhe  first  post- 
maater  appointed  in  the  plaee,  bio  eonuniasion  bearing  date  of  Janoary,  1801," 
which  accordingly  antedates  Mr.  Foote 's  appointment,  though  doubtless  he  was 
the  first  postmaster  at  Sherburne  West  Hill.  As  the  result  of  Mr.  Foote 's  un- 
willingness to  submit  to  the  rules  of  the  church,  which  inhibited  dancing,  as 
etated  in  the  history  of  the  Old  Choreh,  be  reeeived  a  diamiiaal  therefrom  in  Jnlj, 
1811,  and  soon  after  that  time  disposed  of  Ins  inn,  which  afterwards  came  into 
the  possession  of  the  late  Frederick  Sexton,  by  whoee  descendants  it  ia  still  occu- 
pied as  a  residence. 

In  1817  Hr.  Samnel  Toote  removed  to  Plymouth,  Chenango  Co.,  where  with  a 
few  others  he  was  instrumental  in  building;  the  First  Congregational  Church,  an(l 
settling  the  first  minister.  He  was  electfd  doacon  of  this  church.  About  the  year 
1828  he  and  his  wife  removed  to  Chautauqua  Co.,  where  most  of  their  children 
had  aettled. 

Tn  1832  his  wife,  Sibbil  Dooliftle.  died  at  tlieir  homo  near  .Tnmestnwn,  N.  Y. 
He  was  deacon  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Jamestown  for  some  fifteen 
years  prior  to  hia  death,  which  occurred  while  on  a  visit  to  the  home  of  his  son, 
Obed  Fbote,  at  Grand  Bapida,  Hieh.,  Jan.  8S,  1848,  at  the  age  of  78.  He  waa 
a  warm  hearted,  sinrrre  rhristian,  devoted  in  his  love  for  his  Saviour.  He  was 
buried  at  Fulton  St.  Cemetery,  Grand  Bapids.

Samuel  Alfred  Foote  res.  with  his  parents  at  Watortown,  Ct.,  until  Sept. 
180S,  when  he  went  to  live  with  his  eider  brother  Bbenezer,  who  then  res.  at 
Troy,  Beniaelaer  Co.,  N.  Y.  After  spending  a  little  more  than  a  year  in  his 
brofher'a  law  oflleo,  ho  waa  aont  by  bia  brother  to  aehool  at  Union  Odlageb  Ho 
entered  the  Grammar  School  of  that  College  in  Dec,  1806,  entered  the  Freshman 
Class  in  Sept.,  1807,  and  was  graduated  in  July,  1811.  He  read  law  for  nearly 
a  year  after  leaving  College,  which  he  did  in  Dee.,  1810,  with  James  Thompson, 
Eaq.,  of  Milton,  Saratoga  Ga.,  N.  Y.,  and  then  antarod  hla  brothar'a  ofiea  in 
Albany,  his  brother  then  residing  in  that  city.  Ho  was  admitted  an  Attorney  in 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  Jan.,  1813,  and  a  Coun^ielor  in 
Jan.,  1816.  He  entored  into  partnarahip  with  hia  brother  on  being  admitted  an 
Attorney.  He  practiced  law  ia  Albany  until  May,  18S8,  when  be  ramoTod  to  the 
city  of  New  York.  He  was  appointed  District  Attorney  for  the  city  and  county 
of  Albany,  under  the  administration  of  Governor  Clinton,  in  July,  1819,  and 
bald  the  offiee  until  Feb.,  1821,  when  he  was  removed  to  maka  room  for  the  Hon. 
Benjamin  Butler,  who  waa  appointed  in  his  plaee. 

Tn  1S31  his  ATma  Mater,  Union  College,  conferred  npon  him  the  honorary 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  and  in  1844  Geneva  College  also  honored  him  with  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  On  Ai^  10,  18a  l,  he  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Hunt, 
withont  his  kaowladga  or  aoUeitation,  as  Prasidiag  Jndge  of  the  Covrt  of  Appeals!, 
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to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Judge  BronsoQ,  re»if?ned.  His  ftppointmpnt  "vraa 
tmiveraally  approved.  The  followijig  is  a  eommeot  upon  his  appolDtment  by  one 
of  the  iMtdlag  jooraals  «f  the  8Ut«: 

"The  HoQ.  Samuel  A.  Foote  has  been  appointed,  by  Governor  Hunt,  the  suc- 
eessor  to  Jiidjje  Bronson,  resigned — a  very  exceptionable  selection.  Mr.  Foote  is 
au  eminent  lawyer  and  upright  man,  poaseasiog  qualifications  and  traits  of  char- 
Mter  Mpeeiallj  adaptlog  him  to  diaeharga  th«  high  fnnetiotw  of  tho  otatioii 
with  great  ability  and  approbation.  Mr.  Footo  has  b«'«  n  i  xt<  nstvely  engaged  in 
his  profession  for  over  25  years.  He  remov»»d  froin  Albany  to  tliis  city  in  1828, 
where  he  since  practiced  ia  the  higher  courtu — huviu^  the  last  two  years  spent  a 
portion  of  hit  timo  at  his  Mat  at  Geneva.  It  ia  a  aobjoet  of  real  eongratulatiMi 
when  such  a  man  as  Mr.  Foote  is  elevated  to  the  Bench.  In  all  hia  personal 
habits  and  diRpofiitionR  Mr.  Foote  is  admirably  adapt<»d  for  judicial  service — 
diligent  and  methodical,  patient  and  mild,  constant  and  just — ^we  have  the  b^t 
aMoraaeaa  that»  while  enllghteiied  jnaiiee  will  be  diapeaied  and  the  poreat  Jvdieial 
rectitude  obs<>rvcd,  true  dignity  and  conciliatory  dcjiortment  will  alao  be  dia* 
played  by  the  appointee. — New  York  Herald.  April  11,  18.'>1." 

The  Whig  Convention,  held  at  Syracuse  in  Sept.  of  the  same  year,  nominated 
him  as  their  eandidate  for  Judge  of  the  Coart  of  Appeals  for  the  eight  year 
txrin,  romriitMioiti^'  in  Jan.  of  the  following  joar,  but  tbo  Whig  partj  met  with 
defeat  at  the  general  election. 

In  1853  Hobart  College  likewise  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doetor  of  Lawn.  In  1855  the  Bepablieana  of  Ontario  Co.,  daring  hia  abeenee,  and 
without  his  knowled^i[(\  nfuninatcd  him  ns  thoir  crmdidato  for  the  General  -\5.scin- 
bly.  Thit  was  his  first  affiliation  with  the  Republican  Party,  and  while  he 
preferred  the  qviet  home  life  whieh  at  thia  age  be  had  so  well  earned  and  richly 
dewrred,  yet  he  felt  it  hii  duty  to  aeeept  and  was  eleeted  by  a  large  majority. 
Ho  %v.i!»  nlso  nnminntcd  and  oloctfd  thf  fnJInwinjj  year.  Durini:  his  twn  terms  in 
the  General  Assembly  ho  earnwl  the  cognomen  of  "Watch  Dog  of  the  Treasury.'* 

At  and  after  thia  period  Judge  Foote  devoted  most  of  hii  time  to  the  general 
puranitfl  of  agtienlture  at  hb  neat  in  Geneva^  and  to  the  rearing  of  his  largv 
family,  appcnrin^r  only  in  the  higher  Courts  of  the  State  in  importaat  cases.  He

Tbe  Beverend  Lewis  Bay  (Bhea)  Feote,  D.  D.,  bad  a  re* 

markably  uscfnl  and  interesting  career  as  a  minister  in  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  for  a  whole  generation.  Ue  was  tbe  most  efficient  pastor 
of  tba  Tbroop  Avenue  Presbyterian  Chnreb,  and  a  potaat  ftetor 
in  fbe  life  of  his  eity  for  32  yean.  It  is  a  tare  tbing  for  a 
clergyman  to  find  his  life  work  in  one  pastorate  (as  was  his), 
and  one  in  which  the  young  man  and  the  young  chureh  grow  to 
matorit/  and  great  inflnonee  together. 

He  was  tbe  Tonngeet  son  of  Dr.  Dan  Foote  and  Sarab  Con- 
over  Gordon,  and  was  b.  iu  South  Xcw  Berlin,  N".  Y.  His  mother 
was  a  descendant  of  the  Bbeas  and  Gordons  of  Monmouth  Co., 
N.  J.,  families  tbat  bad  lived  in  tbat  Motion  for  many  years 
prior  to  tbe  Revolution,  and  whose  homestead  farm  was  the 
■eeno  of  the  Brittle  of  Monmnuth.  TTis  mother  died  when  Lewis 
Bay  was  three  years  of  age,  and  his  lonely,  motherless  childhood 
was  spent  witb  relatives  ia  Sberbumo,  N.  Y.,  near  tbe  plaee  of 
his  birth.  At  14  he  became  self  supporting,  working  as  a  fkna 
laborer.  Thh  life  nn  the  fjirm  laid  the  foundation  of  a  rugged 
constitution,  and  there  was  implanted  the  gorm  of  a  profound 
loT6  of  aatnra  wbfeh  tras  fostered,  not  only  by  his  intimate  asio- 
eiatlon  with  nature  and  bis  personal  observations,  but  by  tiio 
reverent  habit  of  reco^niidnt,'  God  as  the  author  of  it  all.  The 
memory  of  these  early  hardships  gave  him  the  power  of  an 
intoUigont  sympathy  witb  tboso  wbo  toil.  Throughout  bia  whole 
life  he  found  a  spiritual  upUft,  pbyrieal  and  mental  reat,  ia 
God's  great  outdoors. 

When  15  years  of  age  he  gave  his  heart  to  Christ  and  be- 
came a  member  of  tbe  Congregational  Church  at  Shwbnme. 
Tbat  step  waa  taken  deliberately  and  at  a  time  of  no  unusual 
religious  effort.  It  was  a  complete  <«urrender  and  tbe  logical  re> 
salt  of  his  naturally  spiritual  temperament. 

He  was  a  tall  manly-looking  boy,  and  there  waa  no  besita* 
tion  on  tbe  part  of  tbe  recruiting  officers  to  accept  him  wben  be 
enlisted  for  tbe  war  in  Sept.,  1861.  He  served  one  year  in  tbe

Upon  recovering  his  health  he  entered  Dr.  Holbrook's  prep* 
aratory  school  at  Clinton,  N.  Y.,  and  in  the  fall  of  1865  matriou- 
latad  in  tha  fraahnan  elaaa  of  Hamilton  Collaga,  flam  wUali  ha 
^aduatcf?  in  ,T-!Tic,  1SG9.  lie  was  a  member  of  tho  Delta  Kappa 
EpsiloD  fraternity  and  was  an  excellent  student,  ranking  par- 
ticularly high  in  oratory.  After  his  graduation  from  Union 
Thaelogieal  Sandnaiy  In  1878,  ha  waa  for  a  yaar  asgagad  in 
mission  work  in  Now  York  City.  He  assumed  his  duties  as 
pastor  of  the  Tbroop  Avenue  Church  Nov.  1,  1873,  and  oontinoed 
till  bis  death,  Dec  19,  1906. 

Thia  ahnreh  waa  orgaaiaad  in  1668  and  had  but  a  haadfol 
d  members  when  Dr.  Poote  entered  upon  his  work,  but  it  was 
located  in  a  growing  city  where  the  vigorous  and  consecrated 
young  man  aoon  saw  tha  fmits  of  his  efforts.  During  the  firat 
85  7«an  tha  amraal  inarease  in  ehurah  mambaflahip  avaragad 
close  to  a  hundred,  over  half  of  whom  were  members  of  the 
Sabbath  School,  and  united  with  the  church  on  the  profession  of 
fhair  faitli.  From  1885  to  1895  tha  eboreh  waa  f amooa  for  having 
nndar  ita  aara  tha  largaat  Sabbath  Sahool  in  tha  FMabTtarian 
connection  in  the  United  States.  Throughout  the  32  years  of 
Dr.  Foote's  pastorate  the  amount  of  money  given  for  benevolent 
purposes,  on  the  average,  exceeded  that  oaed  for  church  vx- 
penaea  by  abant  a  thousand  doUan  annually,  notwithatonding 
tho  fact  that  a  new,  handsome  ediHce  waa  araatad  in  1890,  whieh 
was  never  encumbered  by  a  debt. 

Dr.  Foote  was  essentially  a  pastor.  Uo  knew  his  people  in 
thalr  homai.  A  promiaant  miniatar  of  hia  city  aald  of  him:  "A 

truer  friend  never  lived.  He  was  a  friend  who  would  rebuke 
but  always  in  love;  he  would  advise  but  always  with  deference 
to  the  judgment  and  the  conviction  of  those  to  whom  he  gave 
adviaa.  Ha  rajolaad  in  tha  aoeaaw  that  eama  to  a  friend  and 
sorrowed  in  hif<  Borrow."  Tie  lived  in  a  singular  atinoj^phere  of 
love.  He  was  absolutely  permeated  with  hia  religion.  lie  lived 
it  and  gloried  in  it. 

Dr.  Fbota  baliaTod  in  aivia  righteouaneaa  and  waa  a  faarlaia 
denouncer  of  political  corruption.  Next  to  his  God  he  loved  his 
countrr.  He  was  a  careful  student  of  public  issues  and  was 
always  alert  and  r»ady  to  speak,  work  aud  east  his  vote  for  the 
promotion  of  good  govammant.  Tha  following  is  from  tha  pan 
of  one  of  the  youn^j  men  of  his  church  and  appeared  in  tha 
press  at  tho  time  of  his  death:  "Dr.  Foote  was  a  man's  man — 
one  who,  analyzed  by  the  searching  ticrutiny  that  men  are  prone 
to  giva  to  alargyman,  atood  tha  taat  grandly,  and  for  a  third  of 
a  century  was  the  exemplar  of  jtractical  Christianity  aud  lofty 
patriotism.  Men  loved  and  trusted  him,  confident  in  his  genuine* 
ness  and  bis  belief  in  every  word  that  he  preached." 

As  to  thaology,  Dr,  Foota  waa  a  eonaarrativa^  Inaludad  in 
fha  raaolationa  adoptad  by  tha  Brooklyn  Fraabytaiy  ia  tha  follow* 
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ing:  "Dr.  Foote  believed  with  all  hii  Mnl  that  the  Scriptures 
an  tha  inapivad  vavalation  of  Ood,  that  the  Oospal  u  tnie  and  ia 

tbo  power  of  God  nnto  the  salvation  of  men.  Ho  was  siirr"  of  his 
faith.  It  was  clear,  strong,  positive,  allirmativc.  In  the  secret 
plaeoa  of  hia  sool  he  had  proved  it,  therefore  be  could  defend  it — 
and  ho  did.  He  atood  Awnqoare  to  all  the  theologieal  winde  that 

blew.    It  wai  n  tonir  to  faith  to  know  him  and  to  hear  hiin. "

When  hp  wrnt  T>i«li*  to  "[y^  m.  hf  rodp  one  horse  and 
led  another  for  the  use  of  the  bride  on  their  wedding  trip.  After  their  marriage  they 
atarted  baek  for  Smyrna,  aeeompaaied  by  a  brother  of  my  motbw,  who  drove  a  eow 
and  ten  sheep,  the  aetting  out  whieh  die  reeeiTed  from  her  f aUier.  It  reqaited  four 
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dajt  to  aake  tlie  Journey,  the  nwd  them  being  mosUj  throogh  the  wilderneaa,  and 

followed  by  mnrked  treee.  There  weir  nnly  occasional  settlements  where  they  could 
obtain  food  and  lodgings.  The  last  night  on  their  way  they  stopped  at  a  tavera 
kept  by  Hascall  Bansford,  which  stood  a  diort  diatanee  aonth  of  the  Lamb  plaeei." 

The  folknriog  ia  trtm  a  memoraadnm  by  hia  own  haad,  date  of  Apr.  13,  1848: 
"At  the  age  of  21  years  I  was  chosen  ConstaMe  and  Collector,  to  which  ofliee  I  was 
appointed  six  or  seven  years  in  suceeasion,  and  until  I  declined  the  appuintrtient.  At 
the  age  of  88  I  mm  appoiated  Under  Sheritf  of  the  Ooonty  of  Oheoango,  and  mw 
tlie  flnk  that  waa  ao  appointed  after  tlie  eoun^  was  organized,  which  office  I  held  for 
nine  years  nrr]  i- rider  three  different  Sheriffs,  all  of  a  .lifTerent  pnlitii-al  creed  from 
that  which  I  had  adopted.  In  the  year  1808  was  chosen  a  Deacon  in  the  Second 
Congregational  dmidi  (JBhttimrn  Wart  Hill),  and  autaoeq|uently  ebooen  to  the  mum 
office  in  the  First  Congregational  Ckoiali  in  Baynia,  which  ofBee,  thoagh  anwortby, 
I  still  hold.

1  was  chosen  to  make  the  division 
of  their  laada  in  Chenango  Coonty,  whieh  waa  dona  to  their'  aee^ptanea.  Also  waa 
Intmated  with  the  making  of  the  division  between  tha  heira  aforeeaid  and  Daniel 
Mcrormick,  Kfiq.,  of  New  Yrirk.  who  was  joint  owner  with  Judge  Lawrence,  of  the 
town  of  Smymai  and  that  division  was  also  accepted.  Was  afterwards  Agent  for 
the  brira  of  Judge  Lawiaaee  and  Daaial  MeConniek,  Esq.,  also  for  four  of  tha 
Idvingstoa  fanily,  who  owned  four-fiftha  of  the  town  of  Otselic,  whieh  has  all  been 
sold,  thp  purchase  money  pni  !,  and  my  agency  satisfactorily  closed.

Amast  Foote.  son  of  Judge  Isaac  Foote^  aettted  in  Smyrna  on  the  farm  lonth 
of  and  adjoining  P.  D.  Nfiirini; 's.  where  he  lived  tinti!  the  inflrmtties  of  ape  incapaci- 
tated him  for  such  work.  He  then  sold  bis  farm  and  removed  to  Hamilton,  where  he 
lived  until  bia  death  at  92  years  of  ago.  Waa  eminently  a  Christian  man,  a  Deaoon 
in  the  Congregational  Chureh  for  many  yeara,  and  eeemed  to  take  more  interest  in 
upbuildinjf  the  Church  than  he  flid  hia  own  affairs.

Dr.  Alvin  Foote  SherriU,  waa 
eboooii  aasiataal  to  Mary  Lyon  at  Mt.  Holyoko.  ICarriiall  Footo  wia  tbo  wm  to 
romain  on  tbo  fana,  wbera  hia  wall  apent  life  iraa  aloied  In  1894  at  tbo  age  of 
88  years. 

In  1757  Jonathan  Foote  came  from  Colchester,  Ct.,  and  secured  by  purchase 
and  by  grant  1,800  aaros  of  land.  He  sold  tome  of  it  to  setUeia  and  reservad 
tnottgb  for  a  farm  for  each  of  his  tbreo  sona.  To  his  son  Alvan  bo  gave  the 
farm  upon  which  the  residence  is  locatdl.  Tt  eonsists  of  225  acres,  inclnding 
woodlands  and  contains  extensive  deposits  of  sand  whieh  have  supplied  the  town 
for  bnOding  pnrposea  fof  many  yean.  Alirtii  aaloeted  tbis  plaeo  for  a  bout  wbisb 
bo  bnilt  In  1797.  It  was  burned  in  1814  and  the  present  house  was  areeted  in 
the  samo  ynar.  Tt  is  ono  of  tbo  beat  prMorved  of  the  old  Colonial  bonaea  in  thia 
part  of  the  State. 

Alvan  Foote  was  early  in  life  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  '76  and  organized  a 
eompany  of  militia  of  wbiab  bo  waa  abosoa  captain,  and  for  mmaj  yaara  bo  lad 
his  companv  at  the  "annual  trainmps,"  which  day  ^vns  a  holiday  enjoyed  by  the 
whole  population.  In  1797  he  m.  Sally  Percival,  dau.  of  Capt.  Elisba  Pereival, 
of  Lanox.  On  tbo  60tb  anniyeraaij  of  tboir  marriage  the  first  golden  wedding  ever 
celebrated  in  Loe  wao  attended  by  a  large  company  of  friends.  The  aged  eovple 
enjoyed  aoven  Toara  of  wedded  life  after  that  event.  Capt.  Foote  d.  in  hia  96th 
year. 

Capt.  Foote  was  b.  and  always  lived  on  the  farm  inherited  from  bia  father 
and  grandfather.  He  waa  a  Captain  of  Militia,  a  i^wniaeiit  farmer,  and  highly 
reqieeted  eitaxen.

When  a  name  »M 
chosen,  Lincoln  had  mad^  his  necond  call  for  volunteers,  war  was 
ia  the  air,  and  the  boy  was  christened  Winfield  Scott.  In  a  few 
weeks  Albert  N.  Hidl  marehed  away  with  the  Vifty-seeond 
Illinois  to  join  Ulysses  S.  Ormnt'a  command  in  Western  Ken- 
tucky. Ho  took  part  in  the  engagements  at  Padncah,  Fort  Donel- 
son,  Shilofa  and  Corinth.  A  wound  at  Corinth  retired  him  from 
the  firing  line  for  the  reet  of  the  war.  Betuming  from  the  war 
in  1863,  three  years  wore  required  to  so  far  mend  his  brokea 
fortunes  that  Albert  N.  Hall  could,  with  his  family,  now  in- 
creased by  a  second  son,  join  the  great  tide  of  army  veterans  who 
were  going  west  to  locate  "soldiers'  homesteads."  Locating 
temporarily  near  Nebraska  City,  he  later  moved  to  tho  frontier, 
and  took  a  homestead  near  Hastings,  Nebraska,  where  ho  has 
remained  to  see  a  trackless  plain  develop  into  a  thickly  settled 
and  proeperons  community,  with  fine  achoola,  attmennui 
churches,  and  other  marks  of  prosperity  and  progress.  The 
pioneer  life  with  its  privations  and  itH  adventures  tended  to 
develop  the  best  that  was  in  Winfiold  8.  Hail.  The  names  of 
Lincoln  and  Grant  were  honsehold  words,  and  the  liveo  of  these 
and  others  of  the  nation 's  heroes  were  ever  held  up  by  tho 
parents  as  examples  of  what  mav  be  accomplished  by  overcoming 
diflieulties.  A  dillicuUy  was  detined  as  sumetkiug  to  he  squarely 
faeed  and  promptly  oveceome.  The  word  "ftiilnre"  witc  not  ia 
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the  rocabulary.  The  fact  that  sehools  were  elementary  in  (jrade 
and  accessible  only  in  winter  was  no  reason  whj  one  should  not 
raeeive  ma  edvefttioB.  With  tba  father's  enMnngwiraent  and  tlM 
inothor's  j^uidatice.  Winfield  Bturlirrl  morr.Tngs  ann  eveningii  in 
winter  and  continued  the  studies  through  the  summor,  carrying 
Latin  paradigms  or  mathematical  problems  to  the  field  and 
nastaring  thani  white  at  work.  In  the  fall  ef  1881  he  entered 
the  Frosliman  class  of  the  Northwestern  Univrr^ity,  I'hrvi^ni':^  the 
coarse  in  Modern  Languages,  Mathematics  and  the  Natural 
Seieneee.  At  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  his  ■ae.^eia  may  he 
measored  by  his  winning  of  the  prize  in  Botany  and  reeoiving 
"special  mention"  in  Mathematics.  The  meagre  savrnps  of  his 
teaching  all  exhausted,  it  now  became  necessary  for  him  to  cam 
his  way  as  he  went.  Having  decided  to  enter  the  medical 
fffofesrioo,  he  entered  the  Chicago  Medical  Collpge^  which  was 
affiliated  with  th<>  Northwestern  Universitv,  nni  earned  his  first 
year's  expenses  by  delivering  morning  papers  The  pittance 
($3.25  per  week)  reeeiTod  for  his  Beyen*mi]e  jaont  before  bieak> 
fast  every  morning  had  to  be  expended  very  judiciously  to  covw 
the  items  of  board,  room,  fuel,  laundry,  books  and  clothing. 
In  the  following  spring  he  was  put  in  chairge  of  the  Evanston 
Boat  Olnb's  hoDse  and  boats,  a  position  wldeh  bronght  him 
again  into  touch  with  the  college  life  whieh  he  had  left  so 
regretfully  and  which  he  lonpod  to  enter  Rpain.  The  following 
year  he  resumed  his  Liberal  Arts  studies,  and  received  in  1887, 
tnm  Northwestern  tTniversity,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Seienee, 
graduating  with  general  honors  in  scholarship.  During  his  Senior 
year  in  college  he  wan  made  instructor  in  Mathematics  and 
Science  in  the  Chicago  Athenaeum,  teaching  evening  classes.  This 
position  sohred  the  iiaanoiat  problem,  and  the  opportunities  for 
day  clasHcs  and  private  tutoring  in  summer  enabled  bin  to  btve 
a  bank  balance  of  $500  at  the  end  of  his  medical  course.  The 
medical  studies  were  resumed,  and  in  Apr.,  1S88,  he  received 
from  the  Chfeago  Hedteal  Oollege  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 

Medicine.  At  graduation  from  the  medical  school  he  won  the 
Tng.'ills  Prize  of  $100,  given  by  Ephraim  Ingalls  to  the  one  who 
should  pass  the  best  examination  in  the  whole  field  of  Language, 
Literatare,  History,  Mathematici,  Chemistry,  Pbjrsies,  Biology^ 
AHtrouomy.  Geology,  and  the  whole  medical  eourne  of  three  years. 
He  won  also  the  Fowler  prize  of  a  $100  set  of  oculist's  teat 
lenses,  for  the  best  examination  in  theoretical  and  applied  optics. 
He  also  won  an  intemeship  in  Herey  Hospital,  Chicago.  On 
Oct.  11,  1888,  Dr.  Hall  m.  Jeannette  Winter,  and  entered  upon 
his  intemeship  in  Nov.  During  the  year  in  Mercy  Hospital  he 
made  a  special  study  of  a  number  of  easra  of  Pathology,  and  on 
a  th«^  entitled  '*The  Relation  of  Pathology  to  the  ETolvtion 
Theory,"  received  in  June,  1889,  from  Northwestern  University, 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  About  this  time  Dr.  Hall  re- 
ceived a  call  to  the  Chair  of  Biology  at  Haverford  College, 
Pennsylvnnia.  Accepting  the  calif  he  spent  a  semestsr  at  Hus 
▼ard  in  special  preparation  for  bis  new  position.  The  f oar  yean 
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spent  at  Haverford  were  vcars  of  the  most  intense  activity  Ilia 
teaehiog  covered  the  whole  field  of  Biology.   Besides  bis  work 
ilk  Biology,  li«  was  M«dic«l  Direetor  of  th«  Athlotk  Work  and 
the  Medical  Ezatninnr  at  Haverford,  and  at  the  William  Penn 
Charter  School  of  Philadelphia.  Anthropometric  data  collected  in 
these  examinations  formed  the  basis  of  an  extended  meareh 
whioh  oeevpiod  mveh  of  hit  ▼aoatlon  time  at  HaTerford,  and 
which  was  finally  finished  iu  Europe.    In  June,  1803,  Dr.  Hall 
resigned  his  position  at  Haverford,  and  with  Mrfi.  Hall  went  to 
Leipzig,  Germany,  where  both  entered  the  University,  Dr.  Hall 
taking  up  a  apodal  lino  of  work  in  Physiology  with  tke  great 
master,  Curl  Ludwig,  while  Mrti.  Hall  aontinned,  under  Ij«ukhartf 
biological  si  idies  pursued  l"i>r  four  y^ars  in  Haverford.    In  M»y, 
1894,  Dr.  Hall  completed  a  dissertation  entitled  "Die  Besorption 
dflo  Gamiforini,"  Iwaed  vpon  hli  work  in  Lad  wig 'i  Laboratory. 
HaTing  attended  the  clinics  of  Thiarseb,  CurHchmann,  Zweifel 
and  Schocn,  he  came  before  the  Medical  Faculty  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree.   Passing  the  examination  successfully,  he  received 
in  Jnno,  1894,  tho  degree  of  Doetor  of  Medieino  from  Leipaig 
ITniversity.    He  began  at  once,  under  the  anthropologlat  Bniil 
Schmidt,  to  complf>to  the  anthropological  research  beffun  four 
years  before  in  PUUadolphia.   Choosing  Anthropology  as  a  major 
Mibjeet,  and  Zoology  and  Botany  a«  minor  enbjeeta,  he  regiatered 
in  the  Department  of  Philosophy  of  Leipfig  Uttiyenity  aa  a  eaa- 
didate  for  the  Doctor's  deproe,  all  requirements  of  which  were 
satisfied,  and  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  and  Doctor  of 
Philoeophy  granted,  In  Nov.,  1894.    The  diaiertation  entitled 
"Changes  in  the  Proportions  of  the  Human  Body  During  the 
Period  of  firowth"  was  written  in  English  for  publication  in 
London.    After  this,  Dr.  ilaU  studied  a  year  in  Zurich,  Switzer- 
land, where  he  eonduoted  reeeareh  work  in  nutrition,  pvbliibinf 
at   the   end   of  that  year  two  researches:    (1)    "Ueber  die 
Darstclhing  eines  Inionstlichen  Putters";  (2)  "Ueber  das  Ver- 
halten  des  Eiseus  im  thieriscben  Organismus."   Having  accepted 
a  call  to  the  Chair  of  Pbyaiology  in  tho  Northweatom  UnlToraity 
Medical  School,  Dr.  Hall  came  to  Chieago  and  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  position  which  he  now  occupies.    He  is  eminently 
a  college  man,  a  man  of  great  physical  and  mental  strength,  who 
ia  always  ready  to  help  atndenti  or  hie  eelleivneB.

Elder  Adoiiiram  Foote  was  b.  in  Arlington,  Vt.,  July  10,  1780.  His  youth  was 
passed  mostly  in  Washington  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  m.  Miss  Nancy  Doty,  whooe 
nephew,  Doane  Doty,  a  few  yeaia  ago  waa  Ooyemor  of  Wieeonain.  Soon  after* 
wards  he  removed  to  Martinsburg,  where  the  vigor  of  his  life  was  expended, 
later  ho  moved  to  Turin.  Ilia  wife  d.  in  .Tnne,  1815.  In  Jan.,  1817,  lie  m.  'Nriss 
Emily  Brainerd.  A  woman  ot  intelligence,  of  great  decision  of  character,  and  of 
positive  piety  and  deep  devotion,  her  worth  to  bim  was  great  and  her  inllaenee 
upon  him  highly  Nalut.'iry,  especially  in  leading  him  to  embrace  religion.  He  hat 
also  oft  ID  referred  with  tearful  emotion  to  the  pious  instruction!)  of  an  aunt  of 
his  with  whom  he  passed  several  of  his  early  years,  which  he  could  never  wholly 
forget,  and  which  came  to  hie  mind  with  great  freehneoa  and  f oree  at  the  time  he 
waa  converted.  Ho  survived  his  second  wife  a  little  less  than  eleven  yoars. 
He  was  the  father  of  a  lar^e  family  of  13  children,  nine  of  whom  lived  to  adult 
years.  When  be  came  into  the  county  of  Lewis  that  rich  valley  was  but  little 
known,  and  ite  reeoureco  wwe  mostly  nndevdioped.  He  entered  at  onee,  and 
heartily,  into  every  public  enterprise  calculated  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
county.  He  received  a  militnrj'  commission  from  novi-mor  Tompk5n«!.  in  1S12, 
and  occupied  several  other  oiHceii  uf  public  trust  from  tinio  to  time.  He  was 
identified  with  thoee  institutions  whose  motto  speaica  for  the  common  brotherhood 
of  mankind.  He  early  connected  himself  with  the  anti-slavery  movements  of  the 
f  oontiy,  as  early  as  1838,  and  in  the  Presidential  contest  of  1840  east  his  vote  for

an  le  desirptl.  He  has  often  thanked  God  that  ho  was  permitted  to  live  to  near 
freedom  proclaimed  througbont  all  the  land.  His  Christian  life  in  its  outward 
iiiaiiif«itatfoiii  WM  saeh  m  to  bring  lionor  to  the  nmmt  of  Chriat.  He  gave  him- 
self into  Ood's  guidance  at  the  time  of  a  general  religious  revival  in  1830-31. 
Mr.  Poote  at  once  joined  himaolf  to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  at  Martinsburg, 
and  became  one  o£  the  working  men  of  the  church;  he  was  ordained  an  J:!}lder  in 
that  ehnrdi,  Oet.  18,  1832.  He  wae  mmaj  times  member  of  Presbjtery  and  Synod 
and  was  a  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  that  met  at  Philadelphia  in  1843, 
and  in  the  home  work  he  was  always  diligent  and  faithful.  His  place  at  the 
weekly  prayer-meeting  was  seldom  vacant.  No  day  was  allowed  to  pass  without 
the  obeervnnee  of  family  prayer;  and  on  this  point  he  was  very  decided  and 

strict,  and  several  ineidi'nts  are  mentioned  showin)^  that  he  placed  his  service  to 
God  above  his  earthly  cares  and  gains.  Ue  gave  liberally  for  the  support  of  the 
GtMpel  and  for  the  great  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  Christian  church.

Ub  boyhood.    He  waa  educated  in  the  common  school  and  under  tbe  taitiOB  of 

T?ov,  W.  M.  Adams,  and  nt  Oxfav]  A  rifif  mv  }\<^  studied  medicine  at  Sherburne 
with  Dr.  Guthrie  and  attended  medical  lectur&H  in  New  York  in  1814  and  1815. 
He  wtm  Hoonoed  by  the  Cbensiigo  Ooiutj  Medieol  Soeietjt  Iftter  reeelvod  the 
degree  of  IC  D.  He  settled  in  Jamestown,  Chautauque  Co.,  K.  Y.,  in  1815,  and  was 
its  first  Bettled  physician.  Ife  soon  had  an  extensive  practice,  but  the  hardships 
and  exposure  incideot&l  to  practice  in  a  new  country  led  to  attacks  of  asthma, 
umI  after  s  few  Toere  he  gere  vp  eetive  pnetiee,  toA  tented  hli  attention  te 
boeineee  of  a  publie  nature. 

In  1819,  at  the  age  of  23,  he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature,  representing  the 
counties  of  Chautauqua,  Cattaraugus  and  Niagara.  The  county  of  Niagara  then 
iaelnded  what  ia  now  Brie  Comty  and  Buffalo.  IHtring  thla  teHion  (1819-SO) 
be  was  on  the  Canal  Committee,  an  important  one,  for  the  State  waa  then  build- 
ing the  Erie  Canal.  In  1S26  he  was  apatn  elected  to  the  L<?gi9lature,  and  ag«in 
in  1827.  In  1822  he  purchased  from  the  Holland  Land  Company  a  reserved  tract 
of  laad,  on  which  ie  now  built  *  large  part  of  the  eity  of  Jameetown.  Tbia,  with 
ita  TBloable  water  power,  was  speedily  improved,  and  the  growth  of  the  new 
Tillage  greatly  promoted.  Jamestown  now  (1907)  has  30,000  inhabitants.  He  was 
•etive  in  public  improvements,  aiding  them  liberally  by  his  means  and  influence. 
IVmr  of  ttie  ehnrehea  were  bnilt  vpon  land  donated  by  him  for  the  pwpoee. 

In  1831.  the  nearest  bank  being  at  Buffalo,  90  miles  distant,  he  secured  the 
charter  for  tli  ■  C"!  autauqoa  romity  Bank,  resigning  his  fioHition  an  director  of  the 
United  States  branch  at  BnCFalo  to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  new  bank,  which 
be  reaigned  in  1835.  He  was  one  of  the  fifteen  who  met  in  1S29  to  organice  the 
Chautauqua  County  Temperance  Society,  of  which  he  wan  for  several  years  the 
president.  He  was  for  many  years  the  President  of  the  Ctiantaiiqua  County  Bible 
Society  ,a  life;  member  of  all  the  prominent  religious  and  benevolent  societies,  ia 
whieh  he  took  a  lively  interest  and  to  whieh  he  gave  liberallj.  In  1618  be  wae 
appointed  AMoeiate  Judge  of  the  Coait  of  Common  Pleas,  which  office  he  held 
for  five  years  «nti!  when  lie  wan  appointed  first  judge  of  the  County  of 

Chautauqua,  which  office  he  continued  to  hold  under  reappointment  by  various 
goTernore  every  Ave  years  for  80  yeara.  On  hie  retirement,  in  1848,  the  grand 
jury  and  the  bar,  without  respect  to  party,  and  aasociate  judues,  joined  unanimously 
in  pnsHin^  fO'iIiitions,  bearing  high  testimony  to  the  nhility.  fidelity,  and  impar- 
tmiity  with  which  he  had  for  so  long  discharged  tbo  honorable  duties  of  his  office, 
and  exprewive  of  their  eonJIdettee  and  eeteem.  About  thie  Une  (1843)  be  beeame 
strongly  enlisted  in  the  anti-slavery  cause,  and  supported  the  Liberty  ticket  in 
1844.  He  removed  to  New  Haven,  Ct.,  in  1845,  where  he  resumed  the  practice  of 
medicine,  and  was  in  active  practice  there  for  some  20  years. 

He  waa  fond  of  biatorieal  researeb  and  eolleeted  a  large  amovnt  of  hiatorieal 
matter  concerning  the  early  history  of  Chautauqua,  which  formed  the  bavia  of  the 
valuable  history  of  that  county,  written  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Young. 

In  1827  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  He  waa  also  a  member  of  the  ICaaiaehuaette,  Conneetient  and  Bhode  Islavd 
State  Medical  Societies.  In  1827  be  waa  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  New 
York  Historical  Society.  He  wag  a  corresponding  member  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  and  of  the  Albany  Lyceum  of  Natural  History  and  the  New  England 
Oanealogieal  and  Hiatorieal  Soeiety.  He  waa  one  of  the  fonndera  and  for  many 
yean^  until  bia  death,  a  direetor  of  the  Kew  Haven  Colony  Hiatorieal  8oeiet3r, 
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Jud^e  Fnotc  m.  at  Jameatown,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  31,  1817,  Anna  Chenpy,  a  native  of 
Dover,  Vt.,  aad  a  dau.  of  Ebeaezer  Cheney,  a  Bevolutionary  soldier.  Hia  wife  d. 
JMj  7,  1840,  Md  he  m.  for  Us  Mooad  wif«,  Ajn«1ift  StOM  LMvitt,  wld.  of  Bev. 
CkniM  Jealdns,  of  Greenfield,  Mara.,  in  1841.  She  d.  at  Now  Haven  in  1M7.  H« 
was  a^in  m,  in  1869,  to  Miss  Emily  Stockbridge,  wid.  of  8.  W.  Allis. 

At  tbe  close  of  this  biography-  uf  Judge  Foote,  it  is  fitting  here  to  make  some 
iidtabl*  aekBOwledgment  for  the  gn»>i  aerviee*  wU«]i  b«  resdmed  in  his  re- 
MUttbee,  and  hy  his  published  and  unpublisbed  reminisoences  concerning  Sher- 
borne. In  fact,  it  is  but  simple  justice  to  snv  that  no  other  person  has  done 
more  than  he  did  to  preserve  the  records  of  uli  that  m  of  value  and  interest  in  the 
eurlj  hielory  of  thii  pleee.  The  writer  hae  tinmdj  appropriated  mveh  from  the 
treasure  trove  of  his  historical  collections,  while  much  of  value  still  remains.  In 
a  letter  which  has  inridontally  eomp  to  the  hand  of  the  writer,  .Tndpe  Foote  says: 

am  disposed  to  buve  u  sketch  of  West  Hill  Society  and  neighborhood  published. 
In  tUs  yny  the  efforts  and  aettlement  there  of  Major  Dixon,  onr  father,  Judge 
I^ynde,  and  others,  will  be  preserved  for  future  generations."  How  much,  almost 
unconsciously,  he  was  then  eontribnting  to  that  result,  by  inciting  others  to  surh 
labors!  Judge  Foote  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and 
did  not  irithdraw  firom  that  organisation  even  nnder  the  great  stress  of  the  Anti* 
Masonic  excitement  of  1S2C-31,  and  was  for  several  years  Master  of  Mt.  Moriah 
T>odge,  at  .Tamestovim.  His  early  political  associations  were  with  the  Loco  Focos, 
or  Democrats,  but  bis  later  aflUiatious  are  well  shown  in  an  incident  related  by 
Judge  Stephen  Holden,  of  Sberbttme,  who  was  at  the  tisM  a  student  at  Tale 

College.  He  says,  in  a  communieation  published  in  "The  Sherburne  Xews"  of 
Sept.  7,  1BH9:  "Early  in  1856  I  attended  a  meeting  at  New  Haven,  Ct.,  held  to 
organise  the  Republican  party  for  tbe  presidential  campaign.  Dr.  Elial  T.  Foote 
was  one  of  the  speakers,  and  added  greatlj  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  meeting. 
The  charge  was  then  made  that  the  then  leaders  of  the  Democrats  wore  preach- 
ing a  new  doctrine  on  the  question  of  slavery  in  the  Territories.  Dr.  Foote,  to 
vindicate  bis  right  to  say  what  the  original  Demoeratic  doctrine  was,  against 
tite  new  lights  in  that  p«rty*  among  ether  ttinge,  said  that  he  was  a  Democrat 
wh>n  they  'wore  mewling  and  puking  in  their  nurses'  arms!'  "  He  was  a  man  of 
noble  presence,  and,  as  Judge  Uolden  says,  "He  was  a  fine  looking  man,  of  large 
frame  and  a  rather  broad  face."  He  was  nearly  six  feet  in  height,  very  dark 
hair,  Une  ejes,  a  JIne.  fa«e  and  head,  and  a  frank,  kindly  way  whieh  made  him 
very  popular.  Tn  the  spring  of  1*^20.  while  yet  in  the  Legisln'tirr^,  \\ti?!  nomi- 
nated unanimously  by  tbe  district  convention  of  tbe  Western  District  of  the  State, 
as  candidate  for  the  State  Senate.  The  nomination  was  a  sorprise  to  liim,  and  be 
was  strongly  urged  by  influential  members  of  the  party  to  accept  the  same,  but  he 
felt  constrained  for  ppr^fTii  nuti  professional  reasons  to  decline.  Another  can* 
didate  was  presented  and  elected  by  a  large  majority. 

Hon.  Elial  Todd  iV>ote  d.  at  New  Haven,  Ct.,  Nov.  17,  1877,  in  his  82nd  year, 
aad  bis  Temalns  were  taken  at  his  request  to  Jamestown  for  interment,  among  the 
friends  to  whom  he  was  so  BtrnTiL'lv  attached.

He  waa  educated  at  tbe  old  Episcopal  Academy  at  Cheshire,  Ct.  He  had  for 
a  alaannata  Oidaon  Walla,  aftanrarda  flaarataiy  of  tba  Navy,  and  want  iauno* 
diately  to  sea  under  old  Admiral  Gregory.  Entered  the  Na%-y  in  1S22  afi  acting 
midshipman,  became  pasaed  midshipman  in  1827,  and  Lieutenant  in  1830.  In 
1833  he  was  Log  Lieuteaaat  of  the  Mediterannean  Squadron  and  in  1838  circum* 
navigatad  tba  i^oba  aa  Fint  Uantenant  of  the  aloop  of  war  *'Joba  Adama,"  par* 
ticipating  in  the  attacV  iti  tbe  pirates  of  Sumatra.  During  tlie  cruise  of  the 
"Cumberland"  he  not  only  induced  the  crew  to  forego  thr  ii'^n  of  spirits,  but 
personally  superintended  tbair  religious  instmetion,  delivering  an  extemporary 
lamoa  vnarj  Sonday.  In  1848,  in  eonunand  of  the  brig  "Porxx"  off  the  Afriaaa 
coast,  engaged  for  two  and  one-half  rears  in  suppressing  the  slave  trarir  In 
command  of  the  sloop  "Portsmouth,"  supported  by  the  "Sevant,"  he  attacked 
tbe  Chinese  forts  at  Canton,  massive  granite  atmotores,  mounting  176  guns  and 
garriaonad  bj  8,000  men,  broaching  tho  largeat  and  atrongeat,  and  landing  witb  a 
force  of  280  sailora  and  marines,  carried  the  work  bj  storm. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War,  IHC)!,  Commander  Foote  was  executive 
oi&cer  at  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  in  July  he  was  commissioned  Captain,  in  Sept.  ho 
waa  appointed  Captain,  in  Sept.  tvaa  appointed  Flag  Oflleer  of  the  flotilla  itting  out 
in  western  waters.  On  Feb.  4,  1862.  sailed  from  Cairo  with  a  fleet  of  seven  gnn- 
boats,  of  which  fonr  were  iron  clad,  to  attack  Fort  Henry  on  t^i^^  Tennessee 
Biver.  He  attacked  the  fort  on  the  6th  without 'Waiting  for  the  arrival  of  the 
land  foreee  nnder  Oen.  Grant,  and  in  one  hoar  oompelled  Iti  oarreader.  On  tbe 
14th  attacked  Fort  Donelson,  on  the  Cumberland  river.  The  action  was  sustained 
with  great  vigor  on  both  sides  for  one  and  .n  quarter  hours,  when  the  fleet  had  to 
haul  off  because  two  gunboats  had  their  steering  apparatus  shot  away  and  were 
nnmanageablo.  Capt.  Foote  waa  eevordy  woanded  in  the  ankle,  hia  ship,  tho  "St 
Louis,"  was  struck  Rl  times,  but  he  jiroceeded  down  tho  Mississippi  and  com* 
meneed  the  siege  of  Island  No.  Ten,  which  he  reduced.  In  July,  1S62,  he  w.is 
appointed  Rear  Admiral,  and  in  May,  1863,  was  ordered  to  the  command  of  the 
Booth  Atlantic  Sqvadron.  While  preparing  to  teavo  New  York  Git7  for  Chavlee' 
ton  he  died.  He  was  the  author  of  *'AbrBa  and  the  American  Flag,"  1854, 
"Letters  on  Japan,"  1857. 

Admiral  Foote 's  sword  is  preserved  aa  a  sacred  relic  of  the  New  Haven 
Hisiorieal  Society.  On  the  gold  icabbard  ia  the  following  inseriptioat  "Prcaented 
by  the  citizens  of  Brooklyn  to  Flag  Officer  Andrew  H.  Foote  as  a  testimonial  of 
their  high  personal  re^jnrd  of  their  appreciation  of  his  eminent  professional  char* 
acter,  distinguished  public  sorvice  and  moral  influence  in  a  long  course  of  active 
dvty,  and  especially  of  hla  eiBeieacy  in  avj^rening  the  alave  trade  on  the  eoMt 
of  Africa;  hif  gallant  condnet  in  the  deatntctioa  of  the  barrier  ferta  in  China; 
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hifl  masterly  skill  and  energy  in  the  creation  of  a  flotilla,  and  of  the  brilliant  and 
intrepid  bombardment  therewith  of  the  fortiiieutiuns  of  the  Tennessee,  the  Cum- 
bwrUnd,  and  the  Miaainippi."  He  <L  at  the  Aator  Home,  N.  Y.  City,  Jtme  B6,

He  wu  ft  prominent  men  in  Centml  New  York,  end  during  tbe  Civil  War 
was  very  active  in  the  raising  and  organization  of  regiments  in  that  portion  of 
ihv  State.  Ho  was  the  first  Central  New  Yorker  to  subscribe  for  Ooverampnt 
Bonds,  and  in  every  way  an  ardent  patriot.  Was  State  Senator  in  1858-59; 
Auditor  of  tbe  New  York  Citj  Poet  oifiee  under  Poetmaeter  Tbomae  L.  Janee; 
was  Acting  Postmaster  during  Mr.  James'  absence  in  Europe.  Mr.  Foote 's  system 
of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  rcorjfani7.ation  and  re-formation  of  that  nffirf>  have 
since  been  adopted  by  the  United  States  Fost  Office  Department  in  the  large 
post  offleee  in  Uie  tTnited  Statee. 

On  Saturday  uigbt,  Apr.  15,  1905,  joet  before  tbe  midnigbt  bonr, 
ITon  .Tohn  J.  Footp,  of  Belvidcre,  111..  gave  heed  to  the  final 
sumuiuu;*,  and  folding  his  weary  arms  in  token  of  bis  sub- 
mission, passed  to  tbe  great  beyond.  Long  had  bit  deatb  been  expected, 
for  the  feebleness  of  old  age  was  upon  him,  and  the  stronuouaness  of  a  well  spent 
life  had  left  its  mark  upon  the  forces  which  for  year.s  had  been  the  admiration  of 
men.  Eighty-nine  years  had  been  his  life  allotment,  while  into  it  had  been 
erowded  mora  of  the  important  things  which  are  inelnded  in  tbe  making  of  the 
history  of  a  nation  than  ordJnaHlj  falls  to  the  lot  of  man.  Since  the  war  of 
1812  little  of  importance  has  come  to  this  continent  to  wbicb  be  waa  not  an 
eye  witness,  and  in  which  be  did  not  participate. 

Bom  in  Hamilton,  N.  Y.,  in  Feb.,  1816,  he  there  laid  tbe  foundations  of  bis 
life,  to  whieh  men  do  not  point  with  scorn,  but  direet  attention  to  aa  worthy  of 
emulation.  During  the  stirring  times  of  the  nation,  when  the  cry  for  a  division 
of  this  government  was  beard,  when  men  were  carried  outside  the  pale  of  reason 
by  their  passion  and  love  for  gain,  bia  Toiee  waa  heard  in  the  gatherings  of  the 
wise,  upholding  the  government,  planning  for  the  maintenanee  of  her  honor,  and 
8tnip^^nn(7  for  the  enteome,  which  should  leave  the  union  undi\nded.  The  ^i!n>^  of 
Fort  Sumpter  aroused  in  him  that  spirit  wbieb  liad  marked  bis  ancestors  for  more 
than  two  eoiturlee,  and  erTataliaed  into  notion  that  power  and  anergy  wbieb  made 
him  eought  after  in  the  eoaneila  of  the  natioa. 

Tlie  long  and  noble  ancestry  back  of  this  man,  fruitful  in  deeds  accomplished, 
good  impressions  made  upon  the  public  life,  and  in  the  agisting  of  the  settlement 
of  questions  wbicb  has  greatly  affected  the  history  uf  our  country,  could  not  help 
but  aeenrately  foreehadow  the  life  Joat  eloeed.  From  1688  the  line  ia  unbroken, 
an<l  is  closely  identified  with  the  stirrinfj  and  important  events  of  both  England 
and  America.  Tbia  man's  family  and  himself  have  become  prominent  fi^rures  in 
tbe  national  life  of  two  continents.   John  J.  Foote  began  life  with  the  history  of 
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a  good  name..  Hp  could  proudly  point  to  men  whose  record  was  one  of  fidelity, 
the  maintenance  of  great  principles,  and  in  the  crises  ot  nation's  history,  were 
wining  to  give  their  all  for  tliat  nation's  integrity  and  welfare. 

His  educational  training  was  thorough,  and  though  be  did  BOt  pnnue  a  full 
classical  course,  later  in  life  he  rei'oived  bis  depree  from  Madison — now  Colgate 
University.  In  his  early  career  he  took  an  active  jiart  in  politics  as  a  member  of 
the  Whig  party,  and  by  rauoa  of  his  personal  popularity  and  poUtieal  sagacity 
was  many  times  eleeted  to  various  local  offices,  even  when  his  party  was  largely  in 
the  minority.  He  rountjMl  as  his  friends  the  leaders  of  the  Republican  party,  and 
was  prominently  identified  with  such  men  as  Boeooe  Conklin  and  Henry  Clay. 

In  1857  he  was  eleeted  a  member  of  the  first  BepobUean  Legislatare  ta  New 
Tork,  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Senate  with  such  distinguished  eolleagnes 
as  William  A.  Wheeler  and  General  Francis  B.  Spinola.  He  was  the  introducer 
and  champion  of  the  Personal  Liberty  Bill,  one  of  the  most  famous  measures  pro- 
peeed  In  New  Tork  prior  to  the  war,  and  was  designed  to  seenre  tw  the  negroes 
additional  rights  and  privileges. 

Whei)  the  war  broke  out,  he  gained  additional  prominence  by  doing  all  in  his 
power  to  suppress  the  rebellion.  When  Fort  Sumter  was  fired  upon,  he  was  called 
into  a  eonferenee  in  New  Tork  City  with  Thnrlow  Weed,  Governor  Horgaa, 
General  Wool  and  others  to  eonsider  the  situation,  and  devise  means  for  patting 
New  York  on  a  war  footing.  The  meeting  was  held  on  Saturday  night,  and  the 
Legislature  was  to  adjourn  on  the  following  Monday.  It  was  imperative  for  the 
proposed  adjoummeat  to  he  postponed,  and  If r.  Foots  was  delegated  to  go  to 
Albany  and  see  that  the  adjournment  resolution  was  rescinded.  The  histoiy  of 
his  work  in  that  connection  is  interesting  reading. 

While  he  was  seeking  to  induce  the  Republicans  to  carry  out  the  pledge  out- 
lined by  the  party  leaden  in  New  Tork,  Franees  B.  Spinola,  with  whom  he  had 
often  rrosaed  Hwords  in  polities,  was  an  interested  listener.  Spinola  finally  blurted 
out,  "Foote,  you  RepubHeans  are  n  p.nck  of  cowards.  T  am  a  Democrat,  but  I 
propose  to  vote  for  the  reconsideration  of  the  adjournment  resolution,  and  for 
the  three  million  dollar  appropriation  as  yon  proprosed,  and  more  than  that,  I  will 
nise  a  regiment  to  go  down  South  and  lick  the  rebels."  The  four  years  of 
national  turmoil  furnishes  many  records  of  the  toil  and  labor  of  Mr.  Foote  in 
behalf  of  the  Union  cause. 

In  1865f  his  health  having  become  serieaslj  impaired,  he  sold  out  his  basinets 
in  Hamilton,  and  removed  with  his  family  to  Belvidere,  Dl.,  where  he  gettlod  on 
a  large  farm,  giving  attention  mainly  to  agricultural  pursuits.  Shortly  after  Mr. 
James  was  made  postmaster  in  Now  York  by  President  Grant,  Mr.  Foote  was 
tendered  Uie  important  ofilce  of  atiditor,  a  position  which  had  been  newly  created. 
Mr.  Foote  accepted  the  position  with  the  understanding  that  as  soon  ;ts  ho  had 
systematized  the  financial  Mffairs  of  the  post  office  he  should  be  allowed  to  retire. 
The  tusk  proved  much  greater  than  he  bad  expected.  Mr.  Foote  devoted  the  next 
three  years  of  his  life  to  that  work.  His  work  there  has  passed  into  hietory, 
every  act  of  which  in  his  official  capacity,  he  credit  brought  to  himself  and  profit 
to  the  government  which  he  represented.  Under  his  administration,  abuses  were 
corrected,  the  rights  of  the  government  preserved,  and  systunis  adopted  for  use 
which  for  years  afterward  placed  that  office  at  the  very  head  of  the  poetal  depart* 

ment  in  this  country,  ^fore  than  once  was  ho  called  u[K)n  to  Hctfli'  qucHfions  which 
involved  the  maintaining  his  integrity  and  preserving  those  principles  which  had 
so  distinguished  his  past  life.  To  his  superiors  he  would  answer,  "Very  well,  I 
have  sworn  to  enforce  these  rales,  and  I  shall  do  sow  It  is  in  your  power  to  diange 
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the  rules,  but  it  is  rot  in  your  power  to  otlierwise  change  my  oblig^ations, "  was 
the  keynote  of  his  admiration.  Upon  his  return  to  Belvidere,  JIL,  he  turaed  his  atteu- 
tiim  again  to  privata  aflaiis,  becmnlng  inlaraatad  in  tlia  ¥afifnia  munieipal,  bank- 
ing and  other  enterprise*,  and  proved  a  skillful  and  able  financier.  Only  in  minor 
offices  did  ho  again  enter  politics,  and  then  only  baoaue  lie  waa  praetieallj  the 
unanimotu  choice  of  his  feUow  citij&ena. 

Snail  are  aome  of  tlie  aide  ligbta  of  the  life  which  liaa  ao  raeently  ended. 
Some  of  the  guide  posCa,  which  point  not  so  much  to  a  mere  existence,  as  to  a 
living  tangible  reality,  a  power  that  wag  felt,  and  an  influence  which  knows  no 
dissolution.  His  was  the  type  of  citi£euship  which  increases  the  strength  of  the 
aation  and  makea  her  people  invineiblo  in  war  and  progreaaiTO  in  timea  of  peaee; 
a  type  of  citizenship  injected  into  municipal  and  social  life,  creating  aspirations 
for  t)io  thinffR  which  tell  for  ^ood,  and  which  will  brin^  no  diaoredit  npon  their 
promoters  when  they  shall  pass  from  the  stage  of  action. 

For  aonie  years  Mr.  Foote  lived  in  retirement  at  liia  home  on  Lineoln  Are., 
BelTidere,  III.  His  decline  was  gradual,  but  very  marked  for  many  months, 
Snrronniled  by  his  loved  one  and  the  descendauts  of  those  who  were  iy  his  early 
life  associated  with  his  public  career,  the  ministration  of  love  and  good  will  has 
been  hia  heritage.

He  was  a  prominent  actor  in  tbe  rescue  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  of  an  escaped 
slave,  named  Jerry,  from  tbe  U.  8.  Marshal,  which  resulted  ia  a  broken  arm  for 
one  of  the  deputies  and  the  hurried  de|i.'irtiire  of  the  others  out  of  a  secosd  Stoij 
window  into  the  Erie  Canal,  and  Jerry's  safe  arrival  in  Canada. 

After  the  war  be  became  tbe  agent  for  the  Freedman's  Aid  Society,  and  in 
that  capacity  did  maeh  able  work.  From  the  very  ineeption  of  the  Prohibition 
Party,  Mr.  Foat«  waa  one  of  its  active  apirita,  and  his  temperance  work  with 
tongue  and  pen  was  earnest  and  unceasing.  He  devoted  much  time  to  mission 
work  during  the  last  18  years  of  his  life,  and  was  at  one  time  chaplain  of  the 
Seaman Bethel.

He  was  b.  in  Middlebury,  Vt.,  Mar.  18,  1825, 
and  moved  to  Port  Henry,  N.  T.,  in  1847.  From  tbat  time  natn  bit  retirement 
from  active  business  in  1885  he  waa  eonsptcuously  identified  with  the  iron  bosi- 
ness.  In  later  years  he  waf  fliicfessful  in  other  lines,  beio^i;  interested  in  the  pulp 
and  paper  industry,  and  al»o  for  years  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Wyoming,  Iowa.  His  borne  for  57  yeara  waa  in  Port  Henry,  wbere  be  maintained 
a  wise  and  generona  interest  in  everything  that  affected  the  welfare  of  the  com* 
munity.  He  was  one  of  the  promoters  and  directors  of  the  first  railroad  tbat  ram 
into  the  Upper  Champlain  Valley  on  the  New  York  side. 

Mr.  Foote  waa  one  of  tbe  last  of  tboae  pioneera  of  the  iron  iadnatry  in  onr 
eonntiy  wbo  bdped  in  tbe  leying  of  ita  foundation  and  aided  Ita  growtb  to  tbe 
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present  enormous  proportions.  When  be  entered  the  business  in  1S50  the  square 
•tone  stMlc,  witb  ito  ineffieieat  saperiinpiMed  ovens,  the  blast  driven  through  its 
open  top  bj  some  aenrby  water  power,  producing  from  6  to  10  tons  of  pig  inm 

p«r  day,  was  but  a  feeble  prophocy  of  our  500-ton  modern  funiaec.  In  1852  he 
took  charge  of  the  Port  Henry  Furnace  Company,  a  corporation  of  Boston  gentle- 
men, with  B.  T.  Beed  as  president,  whose  property  eonsisted  of  two  stone  stack 
furnaces,  Nos.  1  and  2,  located  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Cbampkiin  at  Port  Henry. 
In  Nov.,  1854,  ho  inaugurated  the  modern  furnace  by  Mowinjr  in  the  "new  No. 
2"  at  that  place,  which  was  described  by  a  histona,u  o:  about  that  time  as 
foUews: 

This  furnace  was  constructed  ou  a  new  plan,  having  an  outer  ease  or  shell 
of  boiler  iron  riveted  together  and  standing  nj*nn  vlnt»'s,  supported  by  cast  iron 
columns.  This  is  the  first  erection  of  the  kind  built  in  the  country,  and  so  far  as 
I  am  aware  in  tbe  world,  aMiOttgh  some  have  been  eoBstmeted  la  Europe  with  a 
boiler  iron  shell  supported  by  brick  arches.  The  furnace  is  46  feet  high,  16  feet 
diameter  at  the  top  of  the  boshes,  8  feet  high  at  tho  top  of  the  furnace,  and  is 
blown  through  five  tuyeres  by  a  vertical  steam  engine  having  a  steam  cylinder 
dO  Inches  in  diameter,  6  feet  strolie,  and  a  wind  eyliader  84  inebes  diameter,  6  feat 
stroke.  In  1860  another  furnace  was  commenced,  but  not  completed  until  1868. 
This  furnace  is  propelled  by  machinery  similar  to  the  other,  hut  sompwhat  en- 
larged in  its  proportions  and  power.  The  furnace  built  by  Powell  &  Liausmg  was 
taken  down  in  18S5,  and  that  ereeted  by  Gray  was  demolisbed  in  1885.  Dwiiif 
the  last  five  years  thcso  furnaces  have  produced  58,100  tons  of  pig  iron. 

The  English  method  of  working  a  high  furnace  with  a  closed  top  hn^  been 
recently  adopted,  and  each  of  the  furnaces  has  been  raised  20  feet,  giving  them 
an  elevatioB  of  88  feet.  One  of  them,  after  an  operation  of  three  months  WBderthli 
charge,  ahowH  a  very  satisfactory  rosnlt  by  an  increased  production  of  iron  with  a 
less  cotmumption  of  coal  per  ton  of  iron  made.  The  company  obtains  lime  from 
a  quarry  upon  its  own  property  a  short  distance  from  the  furnaces.  Anthracite 
eaal  is  mriaaiTely  used  and  ia  principally  traasptnrted  In  reton  boats  firam 
fiondout. 

The  adoption  of  the  "closed  top"  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  extract  marked 
the  first  introduction  of  that  device  in  American  iron  making.  At  about  the  same 
time  Ifr.  Ftoote  introdveed  the  "doaad  front"  in  Oia  eonntry,  and  applied  the 
we  of  chemistry  as  an  aid  ill  baldening  a  furnace. 

Mr.  Foote's  brother,  Charles  H.,  former  vice-president  of  the  IllinoiB  Steel 
Company,  Chicago,  and  Mr.  Foote's  sons,  Fred  H.,  also  a  former  vice-president  of 
the  nUncia  Steel  Company;  George  C,  snperiniendeat  of  the  Zenith  !Pamaee  Com- 
pany, Duluth,  and  Wallace  T.,  of  Withcrbee,  Sherman  &  Co..  Tnrnrpnrated,  Port 
Henry,  N.  Y.,  all  received  their  training  under  him.  He  was  a  man  of  strong 
character,  showing  the  marks  of  his  Puritan  aneeetry  in  his  liigb  sense  of  jtistice, 
hia  inflexible  will  and  energy,  his  grasp  of  affaiia  and  Ida  broad  Christianity,  while 
the  high  position  which  he  held  in  his  home  community  speaks  eloqaeatlj  of  fba 
regard  of  those  who  knew  him  best.  Ch.  all  b.  in  Port  Henry,  N.  Y.

John  Howard  received  a  gooil  acndoiDic  education  and  afterward  iMniod  thft 
art  of  c!iH-k  making  in  one  of  the  large  fftcteries  in  Bristol.  Ct.  He  was  gifted  by 
nature  with  a  mechanical  turn  of  mind  and  soon  mastered  the  intricacies  of  the 
trade.  He  afterward  f otmd  employmeat  in  the  extensive  maehine  diopa  of  Wood- 
ruff A  Beach,  at  Hartford,  Ct.,  as  a  journeyman  machinist.  He  contiittted  until  the 
antrnnn  of  1S51,  and  in  .Tan.,  ]S,'ji2,  went  to  New  York  City,  where  he  wan  employed 
for  about  two  years  as  clerk  in  a  barUwaro  store.  In  Dec,  lb53,  he  entered  the 
employ  of  Bohe  A  Leavitt,  importert  of  mvaical  inetnmenta.  He  was  »  bom 
musieiaQ,  and  leaned  to  play  while  a  mere  lad  of  seven  years.  This,  added  to 
his  practical  knowledge  of  mechanics,  enabled  him  to  readily  adapt  himself  to  his 
new  occupation,  and  he  soon  became  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  various  instru* 
ments  and  a  recognized  expert  in  the  trade.  Tiiis  dnn>  established  in  1835,  was 
not  only  the  oldest  in  the  trade,  but  recognized  as  the  representative  house  in 
this  line  in  America.  Mr.  Footo  continued  his  connection  with  them  until  their 
retirement  in  1863,  when  he  bought  out  their  interest  and  became  their  saeeessor. 
Ho  enlarged  and  developed  the  budbtess  greatlj,  and  in  1808  established  a  braneh 
house  in  Chicago,  under  the  management  of  his  brother.  The  business  of  the 
hoiis<>  extended  to  every  part  of  the  I'nited  States,  and  to  every  part  of  the  globe, 
and  included  every  variety  of  brass,  stringed  and  other  instruments,  some  of  the 
best  mahers  in  Europe  having  made  Mr.  Foote  their  sole  repreeentative  in 
America.  In  1883  Mr.  Foote  was  invited  b;  fli.  directors  and  managers  of  the 
United  .States  National  Museum,  attached  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  to  make  a  permanent  exhibit  of  musical  instruments,  showing 
the  progress  in  this  line  during  the  past  eeatory.  He  aeeepted  the  invitation  and 
donated  everything  connected  with  the  exhibit,  thus  making  it  perpetual,  being 
the  onlv  one  of  its  kind  admitted  to  the  Museum. 

In  1890,  Mr.  Foote  presented  to  Congress  a  "Pica  for  Uniform  or  Specified 
Duties  on  Behalf  of  tba  tfaanfaeturers  and  Importers  of  Musical  Instruments, 
with  an  Argument  and  a  Beriee  of  Tables  lUustrating  the  Proposed  Bates  of 

Duty,  under  the  House  Rill  941f),  and  the  Senato  Bill  then  nudor  Discussion,  as 
Compared  with  Existing  and  Former  Bates  uf  Duty."  The  Arguments  presented 
hj  Mt.  Fbota  wears  the  result  of  many  years  of  experience  and  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  all  the  materials  that  entered  into  the  maaufaeture  of  musical 

instruments.  Ito  was  not  successful  in  his  efforts,  as  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Finance  had  determined  on  a  certain  course  of  action  and  declined  to  make  any 


In  eariy  life  Mr.  Foote  displayed  considerable  poetie  and  literary  talent,  and 

was  a  frequent  contributor  of  poems  to  the  "Journal  of  Commerce,"  the  New 
York  "  Kvening  Post,"  and  other  papers.  He  wrote  under  the  nom-dc-plvme  of 
"Fearlfisher. "  Since  1872,  Mr.  Foote  had  spent  his  summers  in  Canton  (formerly 
West  Simsbury),  where  he  erected  a  large  and  elegant  house,  with  all  the  modern 
improvements,  on  the  property  which  has  been  in  the  possei^gion  of  the  Foote 
family  for  2.50  years.  The  place  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  "Bel- Air"  is  one 
of  the  finest  in  tliut  part  of  the  country.  In  1882  he  assisted  iu  forming  the 
Farmingtm  Yatlsy  Agrieultnral  Corporation  of  Canton,  Ct,,  of  which,  up  to  the 
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time  of  bis  death  in  1896,  he  was  aimvally  elected  its  prenideut.  Mr.  Foote  was 
a  man  of  utronji  and  decided  opinions,  amounting  almoat  to  obstinacy,  pharacter- 
isticB  peculiar  to  the  Foote  family,  and  exemplified  in  a  marked  degree  in  Admiral 
TwOm  of  the  United  Stntes  Nftvy  daring  the  CItU  War.  He  was  nevertheless  kind 
and  pleasicf?  iu  his  manners,  and  a  man  of  large-hearted  liberality,  a  notable 
instance  of  which  was  shown  in  the  repairing  and  remodeling  of  the  old  Church 
at  Canton  Centre,  to  which  he  was  not  only  the  principal  contributor,  but  the 
virtnal  arehlteet,  designer  and  Imilder  as  well,  devoting  over  three  months  of  his 
tine  during  the  summer  of  1*^74  to  the  work.

Dr.  Edward  Bliss  Foote  spent  the  first  15  years  of  his  life  at  the  parental 
resideace,  seven  miles  east  of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  on  Euclid  Avenue,  where  he 
attended  what  was  then  known  as  Bhaw  Aeademy,  and  now  East  Cleveland  Hi|^ 
SehooL  Leaving  school,  he  entered  the  printing  office  <«f  the  Cleveland  "Herald," 
then  owned  by  J.  A.  Harris,  where  he  learned  the  trade  of  printer,  and  was  given 
employment  in  the  job  printing  office  of  Smead  &  Coles,  the  latter  (Edwin  Coles) 
affeerwaids  founding  the  Cleveland  "Leader"  and  eventually  uniting  the  Cleve- 
land "Herald"  with  the  same  publication.  From  there  ho  went  to  New  Haven,  Ct., 
and  accepted  a  positinn  as  compositor  on  the  Nrw  iTavpn  ".Toumal."  Remain- 
ing there  for  a  brief  period,  he  removed  to  New  Jiritajn,  Ct.,  where  he  became 
the  editor  of  the  New  Britain  "Jonmal,"  which  beeatne  the  largest  weekly  in 
the  State.  Two  years  later  we  fiml  him  associated  aa  co-editor  with  J.  W. 
Heiprhway,  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  Brooklyn  "Morning  .Tournal,"  the  first 
morning  paper  published  on  Long  Islsmd.    It  was  while  thus  engaged  that  Dr. 
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Foote  begaa  the  study  of  medicino.  He  entered  the  office  of  a  specialist  of  New 
York  City,  and  after  he  had  completed  his  reading  under  him,  be  began  to  practice 
imdar  th«  direetion*  of  hia  prM«ptor.  He  mstrienlmted  in  the  Pena  Medical 
University  in  PhllaJt'lj  liia.  from  which  he  gradiiatod  in  ISfiO.  The  same  year  he 
located  at  Saratoga  iSpriug«,  N.  Y.,  and  began  the  practice  of  bis  profession,  but 
soon  moved  to  New  York  City,  where  a  wider  field  was  open  to  bim.  His  office  ia 
tlie  citjf  iOT  over  30  jreavs,  haa  been  120  Lexington  Avenne,  and  hie  praetiee 
may  bo  >ai<l  tn  he  vvorlil  wiilo  nii<l  lin-rnf ivo.  Ills  patients  may  be  found  wherever 
tbo  English  and  German  languages  are  spoken.  Uis  name  is  not  alone  known  here, 
wbere  be  has  practised  so  successfully,  but  be  bas  achieved  a  wide  fame  as  the 
anther  of  seTeral  booke  and  monogvapbe  npon  medicine,  wbieh  have  met  a  popular 
demand — the  first  one,  "Medical  Common  Sense."  next,  "I*lain  TTonie  Talk/'  ftw^, 
finally,  ''iScienco  in  8tory, "  in  five  volumes.  These,  as  well  as  numerous  mono- 
graphs upon  medicine,  hygiene,  and  the  human  temperaments,  have  found  their 
way  to  nearly  every  part  of  the  world.  The  late  Stephen  Maaaett,  the  ezteneiTe 
traveler,  litterateur,  and  Kon^r  writer,  remarked  that  he  had  met  with  "Plain 
Home  Talk"  in  every  clime  that  he  had  visited,  even  so  far  away  as  South  Africa. 
An  address  by  Dr.  Foote  before  the  Medical  Congress  Auxiliary  of  the  Columbian 
Exposition  in  1893,  on  **Th»  Ckwee  of  Diieaie,  Insanity,  and  Death,''  notiwtd 
much  favorabb-  comment  from  the  Thirapo  press,  and  awakened  livclj'  discussion 
in  the  body  of  physicians  bof ore  which  it  was  delivered.  He  edited  ' '  Dr.  Foote 's 
Health  Monthly"  for  20  years,  and  alao  oontribnted  artielei  to  different  maga* 
zinei  and  medieal  journals  from  time  to  tame.  In  the  year  1863  Dr.  Foote  was 
joined  in  matrimony  to  Miss  Pntherine  G.  Bond,  dau.  of  John  Bond,  of  Water- 
town,  Mass.,  in  which  State  she  grew  to  womanhood.  To  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Foote 
have  been  bom  three  sons— BL  B.  Foote,  Jr.,  Habert  T.,  and  Alfred  Henehel,  the 
latter,  a  promising  yeath,  dying  of  appendicitis  at  the  age  of  twelve  years.  The 
Jnnif^r  and  Hubert  have  fnllnwcd  their  father  in  medical  practice.  Dr.  E.  B. 
Foote,  Jr.,  was  a  graduate  of  the  (.ullege  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  New  York 
City,  of  the  elass  of  1876,  carrying  oif  the  Segoin  prise  for  the  beet  report  of  the 
lectures  on  nervous  diseases.  The  second  son.  Dr.  Hubert  T.,  a  resident  of  New 
Koehello,  in  Westchester  Co.,  was  graduated  .it  the  Kclectic  Medical  Cnlleg'e  of 
the  City  of  New  York.  Dr.  Foote  accumulated  a  sufficient  competency  to  enable 
him  to  pass  the  snnset  years  of  a  very  busy  life  in  eomfort  and  ease.  He  has 
been  a  resident  of  Larchmont  Manor  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  his 
residcuc  lu  ing,  in  its  location,  one  of  the  most  eommanding  in  the  villatfe.  and 
so  situated  as  to  afford  a  magnificent  view  of  Long  Island  Sound,  and  the  various 
inlets  between  Larehmont  and  New  Boehelle.  He  d.  Oet.  5,  1906.

After Tlie  (lenth  of  Mr.  Footers  jiarpnts  in  Albany,  X.  Y.,  he  went  to  Bristol, 
Ct.,  where  he  lived  with  his  guardian  uotil  he  was  15  years  of  ago,  when  he 
removed  to  New  Haven,  Ct.,  and  reiided  here  tmiU  hia  death.  On  eomliig  to  New 
Haven  he  secured  a  position  aa  bookkeeper  with  the  firm  of  l^ler  A  FToet,  but  hia 
adeptness  for  his  bu<4incnn  was  800Q  recognized  and  in  1868  he  waa  made  a  nember 
ci  the  Arm  under  the  name  of  Tyler,  Frost  tt  Company.

Rev.  John  Bartlit  Foote,  D.  D.,  was  b.  in  Martinsbnrg,  N.  Y.,  July  1,  1826. 
He  was  the  ymmgeet  son  of  Adoniram  Foote,  who  was  of  the  seveath  geaeratioa 
from  Nathaniel  Foote  the  Settler.  His  mother  was  Emily  Brainard,  a  descendant 
of  Daniel  Brainard,  who  was  b.  in  England  and  came  to  this  conntrr,  settling  in 
Haddam,  Ct.,  about  1662.  The  early  years  of  Mr.  Foote 's  boyhood  were  spent  in 
the  home  of  his  parents,  attending  sehod  at  the  Tillage  aeadeuy  and  helpiof  in 
saeh  work  as  a  boy  can  do  on  the  farm  or  in  the  shop;  his  father  eoadnetiBg  a  shoe 
shop  and  tannery,  as  also  a  farm. 

He  was  converted  at  the  age  of  thirteen  in  Revival  Services  conducted  by 
Ber.  Isaae  Puffer  in  the  Methodist  Stone  Church  in  Martinsbnrg  in  Mar.,  1889, 
and  later  became  a  student  in  Lowville  Academy,  where  under  able  instructors  he 
was  prepared  to  ent*»r  an  Advanced  Class  at  Wcsleyan  University,  Middletown, 
Ct.  This  it  was  his  purpose  to  do,  but,  attending  a  session  of  Conference,  an 
address  of  Bishop  Janes  on  "Christian  Ferfeetlon"  and  a  sermon  hj  Dr.  Seott  on 
"The  very  God  of  Peaee  Sanctify  you  wholly,"  so  impressed  him  that  in  the  elan 
meetinjj  on  tho  evening  of  the  day  of  his  return  he  received  the  experience  of 
perfect  love  and  at  once  decided  to  take  a  course  in  the  School  of  Theology,  which 
had  just  been  opened  at  ConeorS,  N.  H.,  by  Dr.  John  Dempster.  This  he  AM,  and 
was  ^Taduated  from  that  school  in  Nov.,  1850,  being  the  first  student  to  receive  a 
diploma  from  tho  Concord  Biblical  Institute,  now  the  Boston  School  of  Theology. 
This  diploma  was  given  by  request  some  ten  years  ago  to  the  Boston  Institution, 
where  it  is  preserved.  Dnring  the  years  of  his  stndent  life  he  taaght  at  Interrals, 
of  a  term  each,  in  various  places  in  the  vicinity  of  his  home,  and  while  at  Con* 
cord,  N.  H.,  he  tuiicht  at  East  Concord  and  at  Ostcrvillc,  Mass.  After  serving  a 
pastorate  of  six  mouths  at  Ballard  Yale,  Mass.,  Mr.  Foote  was  m.  in  the  spring  of 
1891  to  Miss  Mary  Stilphen,  of  Lower  Bartlett,  N.  H.,  and,  retoming  to  New 
York  States  he  joined  the  Black  Bim  Conference  which  was  in  sessiott  in  Oswego 
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the  first  week  in  July  of  that  year.  After  serving  some  churches  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  State,  Belleville,  Sackets  Harbor,  Wetertown  and  Ogdonsburg,  he  was 
a|)|K»iiited  to  the  FiTBt  M.  E.  Chwcli  in  SynienM.  Wliile  pMtor  there  his  wife  d. 
The  following  year  be  was  appointed  to  the  church  at  Potsdam,  and  iu  Nov.,  1860, 
be  wns  m.  to  Louisa  Young,  of  Dewitt,  N.  Y.,  the  youngest  dau.  of  Eev.  8eth 
Young,  who  w&s  one  of  the  early  circuit  preachorn  of  central  New  York,  and  who 
d.  ill  1835,  when  hie  dsn.  was  but  eight  yean  old. 

AfttT  a  pastorate  of  two  years  each  in  the  churches  of  Rome  and  Oswego, 
Mr.  Foote  wna  appointed  in  the  spring  of  18f55  Presitlinj;  Elder  of  the  Borne  Dis- 
trict. During  the  four  yeara  iu  this  relation,  he,  in  union  with  one  of  the  pastors 
OB  the  district,  leenrad  a  forest  at  Trenton  IWHa,  N.  T.,  for  a  peratanmit  camp 
jjround  for  the  District.  This  beautiful  and  romantic  spot  has  become  ft  favorite 
summer  resort  for  families  in  that  section,  while  still  serving  the  oriKiaal  purpose 
of  a  camp  meeting  ground  for  one  or  two  weeks  each  summer. 

Daring  the  year  1866,  eaUed  tiie  Centenary  of  Ameriean  Hethodlf  m,  an  un- 
usnfil  interest  was  awakened  on  the  subject  of  Education,  and  the  Conferenee  of 
that  year  appointed  a  Commission,  of  which  Mr.  Foote  was  cliairrnin,  to  investi- 
gate the  feasibility  of  removing  the  Ooncsee  College  at  i^ima  to  a  more  central 
loeatloa  as  a  nnelens  for  the  bnildiog  np  of  a  great  University. 

A  good  deal  of  money  was  raised  for  this  object  throughont  the  ConfereneSf 
the  larger  part  of  which  was  from  the  Rome  district. 

In  1869  he  was  appointed  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Syracuse  district,  and  owing 
to  a  division  of  Conferenee  boondaries  about  this  time,  hs  «ame  to  be  a  menber  of 
the  Central  New  York  instf n  1  of  the  Black  River  Conference. 

In  Feb.,  1870,  a  Methodist  Htate  Convention,  of  which  he  was  Secretary,  was 
held  in  Syracuse,  which  culminated  in  the  founding  of  Syracuse  University  and 
the  remoral  of  Gtonesee  College. 

In  1871  Mr.  Foote  became  a  member  of  the  National  Holiness  Association, 
and  in  that  connection  assisted  in  conducting  camp  meetings  in  twenty^fonr  States,  ' 
from  Maine  to  Nebraska. 

The  mmber  of  camp  meetings  of  which  he  has  had  eharge,  or  has  aisiBted  in 
eoaducting,  in  the  course  of  his  ministerial  work  was  140. 

After  the  close  of  his  work  as  Presiding  Elder,  he  served  several  charges  as 
pastor  until  1894,  when,  after  a  protracted  iUness,  he  was  retired  from  active 
work  in  Conf  o-ence  rdatioos,  thongh  he  has  sines  held  the  position  of  Ghaptais  vi 
the  Onondaga  Penitentiary^  for  ten  years. 

At  the  celebration  of  "OM  Home  Week"  in  the  city  of  Oswego  during  the 
first  week  of  July,  iiiO€,  Mr.  Foote  was  invited  to  conduct  the  lovefeast  on  Sunday 
morning,  July  1.  By  a  singular  eoineidenee  it  was  his  80tii  birthday  and  the  55th 
anniversary  of  the  week  in  which  be  joined  the  Conference  in  that  same  church.

His  death  thrrp  nccurred  in  May,  1854.  and  SiluH  B.  Foote  afterward 
returned  to  Pa.  with  bis  brother's  widow.  For  some  time  be  engaged  in  the  sale 
of  patent  rigbte  with  the  fonner  partner  ef  hie  brother,  and  thejr  ttaTeled  es- 
teneively  in  this  connection  throughout  the  c  iintry.

B.  Sterling  pnrcbssed  Mr.  Sweeny 's  interest,  and  the  firm  of  Foote  &  Sterling  was 
thereby  organiMd  This  flrm  was  soeeeeded  by  7oote,  Johasoa  ft  Oeatpaajr,  and  a 
year  later  T.  A.  Sehalae,  Gustave  Schormeier  and  Constantine  Henry  were  ad' 
mittH  to  a  partnership,  while  tn  l^Sl  the  firm  became  Vooto,  f^rhul/e  &  Company, 
carrying  on  business  in  St.  Paui.  Mr.  Foote  has  been  a  nianuiacturer  of  and 
wholesalo  dealer  ia  shoes  in  St.  Paul  for  2S  years.  The  cosipaBy  oeeapies  inmieiise 
buildings,  which  are  constantly  being  enlarged,  and  they  employ  botween  six  and 
aOTOn  htindred  operatives  in  the  mannfacture  of  boots  and  shoes.

Park,  of  Montrose,  Pa.  There  are  four  sons  and  a  dan.  of  this  marriafe.  Bsra  P., 
a  fine  musician,  who  is  leader  of  a  large  orchcptr.i  in  Portlnnd,  Oregon;  Fred  W.,  a 
lawyer,  of  Bed  Wing,  Minn.;  Edwin  H.,  who  is  engaged  in  business  in  Red  Wing 
as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  S.  6.  Foote  &  Company,  dealers  in  shoes;  Bessie  Park, 
at  home;  and  Bobert  M.,  a  student  at  Faribanlt. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Foote  han  been  a  useful  and  earnest  worker  in  Christ's 
Episcopal  Church  of  Bed  Wing,  in  which  he  has  long  served  as  vestryman,  while 
at  the  present  writing  be  is  now  churchwarden.  He  erected  a  very  beautiful  and 
eostly  elMpel  as  a  memorial  to  his  deeeaeed  wife.  In  eonunnnity  aflhirs  he  has 
ever  been  deeply  and  helpfully  interested.  Tn  3  he  was  Mayor  of  Red  Wing, 
acceding  to  the  request  of  the  temperance  element  to  become  chief  executive. 
He  enforced  the  law  in  regard  to  temperanee  so  strictly  that  be  aroused  the 
opposition  of  the  saloon  element  and  those  who  do  not  sntortain  strong  temper- 
ance principles,  and  in  consequence  was  retired  from  the  office  at  the  end  of  hi<< 
term.  He  has,  however,  never  ceased  his  activity  in  behalf  of  Bed  Wing,  where  he 
maintains  his  residence,  and  of  St  Panl,  to  which  city  he  goc»  daily  for  the  super- 
vision  of  his  business.  He  is  Thirty-second  Degree  Mason,  beloBj^Bj^  to  the  Con- 
sistory of  the  Scottish  Bite  and  the  rimpter  and  Commandery  of  the  Yorlt  Rite 
and  also  to  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  likewise  belongs  to  the  St.  Paul  Jobbers '  Union 
and  to  Tsrioos  eommereial  bodies.  Although  73  years  of  age  he  is  still  an  active 
business  man,  possessing  the  vigor  and  energy  of  many  a  much  younger  man,  while 
in  spirit  and  interest.'*  he  seems  yet  in  his  prime.  Constantly  enlarging  the  scope 
of  his  activities  through  the  close  application  and  earnest  effort  which  are  the 
indispensable  eoaeomitants  to  sneeess,  he  stands  to-day  as  one  of  the  foremost 
mannfaeturers  and  merchants  of  St.  Paul.

Apr.  29,  1891,  Annie  EUzaboth  Murphj. '  His  great- 
grandfath«r  waji  Willum  Cooper,  the  founder  of  Ooopentown,  N.  T.,  and  kit 
matornnl  ffri-at  prandfnth.  r  was  Jacob  Morris,  who  served  as  an  officer  in  the 
Bevolutionary  War,  whose  father  was  Lewis  Morris,  of  Morrisania,  a  signer  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.  His  fattier  died  during  the  Mexican  War  in 
1846  aad  his  raothw  moTed  to  Cooperstown,  with  her  ehildren,  where  he  attesded 
Bcbonl  for  a  time,  later  goiog  to  Flftttsbiirg,  N,  T.,  ud  to  •  Oommereial  College 
in  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

In  September,  1861,  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  44th  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry  and  served  nntil  June,  1882,  when  he  wae  appointed  Second  Lieutenant 
of  the  92nd  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  Firat  Lientenant  121et  New  York 
Volunteers,  Mar.,  18(55.  Apiiuiiiteri  Second  LieiitPnant,  9th  IT.  S.  Tnfautry,  Mav, 
1860,  in  which  regiment  he  served  for  36  years  through  ail  the  grades  of  First 
Lieutenant,  Captain,  Major  and  Lientenant-ColoneL  Apr.  15,  1902,  he  was  ap- 
pointed Colonel  of  the  88th  U.  S.  Infantry,  in  whieh  regimeat  he  wvrwtd  nntU 
Feb.  18,  1903.  when  he  wns  appointed  Brigadier-General,  at  whieh  grade  he  Wa» 
retired,  at  his  own  requettt,  after  a  service  of  over  40  years. 

General  Foote  wae  a  typical  specimen  of  the  American  soldier.  He  devoted 
his  whole  life  to  the  senriee  of  his  country.  He  served  throughout  the  entire  Civil 
War,  and  was  present  at  the  surrender  of  Lee  at  Appomattox.  He  was  taken 
prisoner  Apr.  20,  1864,  at  Plymouth,  N.  C.,  while  servin^j  as  aide  on  the  staff 
of  Brigadier*Oener&l  H.  W.  Wessells,  at  the  time  of  the  capture  of  that  place  by 
overwhelming  odds.  He  was  a  prisoner  at  LIbby,  Maeon,  Charleston  and  Colttm- 
bia,  escaping  from  the  latter  place  after  thrilling  adventures  before  arriving  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Santee  Biver  and  taking  refuge  on  board  the  U.  8.  gunboat 
"Kipaie. '' 

In  Dee.,  1864,  he  was  among  the  600  officers,  prisoners  of  war,  placed  under 

fire,  in  an  effort  to  prevent  the  batteries  on  Morris  Island  from  Hbelling  the  ei^ 
of  Charleston.  He  was  the  only  officer  hit,  receivinj^  a  slight  flesh  wonnd  from  a 
piece'  of  shell.  He  was  brevetted  captain  of  volunteers  in.  1865  for  gallant  and 
meritorious  services  before  Petmburg-and  in  the  battle  of  lattie  Sailor's  Creek, 
Ta.  He  commanded  one  of  the  two  companies  of  the  Dili  U.  8.  Infantiy  that 
received  the  Territory  of  Alaskn  from  Russia  in  1867,  and  was  present  when  the 
Bussian  flag  was  hauled  down  at  Sitka. 

He  was  adjutant  of  the  Bliek  HUls  Bspeditton,  vndffir  Col.  lUehard  I.^Dodge» 
in  1875,  and  waa  in  charge  at  the  Brule  Sioux  Indian  Agency  in  1876.  He  was 
in  the  field  against  hostile  Sinux  in  1877,  and  in  the  Geroninio  ranipai^jn  in  1886. 

When  the  war  with  Spain  broke  out,  he  went  to  Cuba  with  his  regiment,  the 
9th  U.  S.  Infantry,  and  commanded  a  battalion  at  San  Juan,  and  was  at  the  snr- 
render  of  the  Spanish  Army  in  the  city  of  Santiago  in  July,  1898.

John  Garrin  Foote  wae  a^gradaate  of  Belvidere  High  School, 
and  also  attended  Colgate  University  (his  father's  "Alma 
Mater").  Tie  left  colle^je  in  the  Junior  Collegiate  rear.  After 
leaving  college  he  completed  a  course  in  banking,  and  was  for  a 
while  with  Herehaats  Loan  and  Tkvst  Company  Bank.  Chicago, 
111.  On  account  of  ill  health  he  left  the  bank,  and  later  went  to 
Phoenix,  AriK.  He  rcnched  his  home  in  Belvidere,  111.,  from 
Phoenix,  Ariz.,  on  the  evening  of  May  16,  1903,  and  d.  at  bia 
home  about  one  o'clock  ia  the  momlag  of  Hay  17.  He  was  a 
you  11^'  man  of  ttevUag  qnalitiee,  as  Qeorgo  B.  netea,  B. 
said  of  him:  "Never  was  memory  fairer,  purer,  sweeter,  more 
precious,  than  of  this  son,  brother,  husband,  friend."  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Soeie^  of  Mayflower  DetMndaata  and  of  the 
Society  of  Sous  of  the  Bevolntion. 

Amid  beautiful  flowers  and  in  the  sunshine  of  a  perfect  summer 
day,  the  funeral  serrieee  for  the  late  John  G.  Foote  were  held 
at  hia  pateats'  home.  A  large  company  of  Meads  filled  the 
hoaae,  while  many  others  stood  upon  the  lawn.  Prayer  was 
offered  hy  Rev.  Mr.  Brittin.  Rev.  Geo.  R.  Pierce,  D.  D.,  read 
the  Scripture  and  spoke.  Dr.  Pierce  had  been  Mr.  Footers  pastor 
for  lereD  yean. 

He  spoke  as  foHoira:  Friends  and  neighbors,  it  is  borne  ia 
npoa  me,  that  we  are  each  and  all  gathered  in  this  home  to- 
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day,  asking  ourselves  a  question,  as  old  as  grief;  the  question 
that  nnderUat  aU  our  Uktto  life,— the  qnmtfoa,  Wliyf  No  voice 

from  the  blue  immensity  about  us  has  ever  answered  that  heart- 
breaking cry,  going  up  since  men  were;  so  we,  like  the  men  of 
old,  go  on  seeking  reasons,  wheu  Death  comes  for  the  young,  the 
fair,  the  good.  They,  tlieae  pagaa  meik  of  old,  Mdd  reverently  in 
thrlr  tears,  "The  rfo<l8  loved  him.  It  was  their  love  that  took 
him  from  the  stress  of  this  world  to  the  violet  carpeted  peace 
of  their  immortal  glory."  We  in  our  bewilderment,  forgetting 
that  he  who  ia  lurepared  to  die  ia  moat  weU  eqaipfied  to  live,  aay, 
"He  was  prepnrrri,"  and  we  repeat  the  cry  of  Job:  "The  Lord 
g^ve,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away;  blessed  bo  the  name  of  the 
IiMdl"  And  we  strain  our  eyes,  trying  to  read  between  the 
linca  of  the  tranaeendent  viaion,  whieh  tella  na,  of  "A  CSty,  set 
made  with  hands,  whose  gates  of  pearl  are  never  closed  day  or 
night,  whose  light  is  the  Lord,  where  His  servants  serve  Him, 
and  aee  Hia  faee,  where  ia  neithv  pain,  nor  tears,  nor  parting^ 
any  more." 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  know  the  son  of  this  home  in  a 
.  peculiar  and  intimate  way.  When  I  eame  to  Belvidore  he  was  a 
alendor  itripling  searee  17.  I  went  in  and  oat  of  thia  house 
,  for  nearly  four  months  before  I  eonld  be  settled  in  the  parsonage. 
I  not  only  knew  his  parents,  and  his  grandparrttts,  but  T  re- 
membered his  great  grandfather  as  a  notable  man  in  bowery 
Hamilton,  New  Torl^  when  I,  a  boy,  went  there  to  enter  eollege. 
That  great  grandfather,  by  the  way,  stood  for  all  thinga  that 
niflke  for  righteousness.  How  cotild  a  man  be  "fi.or  *hr{n  noble, 
springing  from  such  a  stockt  I  was  the  boy's  pastor.  More,  I 
was  the  next  door  neighbor.  A  paator  may  not  know  hia  floek, 
but  spite  of  brick,  and  wo(vI,  and  walling  conventions,  we  corae 
to  know  our  neighbors.  Wo  know  if  they  be  good,  if  they  be 
true,  and  of  what  stufiF  their  pretentions  are  made,  so  across 
thia  streteh  of  gram  between  thia  hom^  and  .  the  plaee  I  sailed 
home,  I  watebed  this  yoang  son  and  brother,  and.lrimd,  eome 
■  and  go, — enme  and  go  for  seven  years  or  more  and  saw  as  the 
days  ran  into  years  the  genial,  generous,  gentle  boy  become  a 
genial,  generoos  gentleman.  To  a  flne  eye  it  was  enough  to  see  bim 
with  his  mother  and  sisters.  To  a  fine  ear  it  was  enough  to 
hear  him  addressing  the  dear  home  folk,  at  this  house,  or  at 
that  other  home  down  the  street  where  dwell  the  grandparents 
and  the  aunti^  who  was  to  him  aa  a  aeeond  mother. 

And  beyond  this  home  group  were  hosts  of  friends,  and  one 
especially  dear  with  whom  the  intimacy  "was  close  and  brotherly, 
for  this  was  a  symmetrical  character,  round,  full,  harmoniuus. 
perf eet  so  far  as  we  know  it  in  every  hvman  tie.  Beltned  to 
diBtinction.  he  wah  of  course  reserved,  but  it  was  easy  to  j;uos^ 
the  springs  of  his  actions,  and  the  character  of  his  feelings  by 
his  conduct.  So  as  I  stand  here,  words  seem  paltry  before  the 
overwhelming  bereavement  of  thia  home,  ttereavement  so  deep 
T  venture  that  every  parent  in  Belvidere  synipathizo';  with  these 
parents  and  these  grandparents,  that  every  wife  in  Belvidero 
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feeU  for  thli  (irl  wife,  for  whoiit  long  yMir<  and  muty  tihngM 
will  novor  effaeo  the  mrmory  of  thia  moment,  and  of  tlio  two 

years  that  have  preceded  it.  When  T  think  of  her,  and  hpr  jjreat 
love  and  loss,  I  am  reminded  of  Bhelley's  immortal  lament^  in 
wbioli  lift  tmyui 

'*Oai  of  the  day  and  night, 
A  Joy  baa  taken  flight. 
Fresh  8pring,  and  Summer  and  Winter  hour 
Move  my  faiat  heart  with  grief, — Imt  witii  delight,-^ 
No  more, — O — never  morol" 

When  I  think  of  his  sisters  I  am  reminded  of  Fii(tothV 
Guerin's  wail  above  the  bier  of  her  brother  Maurice,  "What 
name  eo  dear  aa  brother  I"  And  alwayi  I  wonder,  what  thia 
life  might  have  become  had  it  been  we  aaj  "finished"  here. 
That  it  wriuld  havo  been  a  joy,  a  star,  a  comfort,  it  is  ©a»y  to 
conjecture.  So,  friends,  is  it  not  easy  to  believe  that  in  the 
larger  eeoaomj  of  God,  thia  life  and  power,  with  othora  lika  it, 
have  oeea  Bomewhere,~beantifQl,  n6eeaear7,  traaaeandattt,  be* 
yond  our  comprehondtn^. 

Never  was  memory  fairer,  purer,  sweeter,  more  preeious,  than 
of  thia  eon,  brother,  huabaad,  friendr^who  "Gladly  did  Uto, 
j\nd  gladly  did  die,  And  laid  him  down  with  a  will," — like  a 
good  soldior.  T'p  to  the  last  the  fino  hijjh  courage  lasted.  He 
reached  his  father's  house  we  cannot  imagine  at  what  cost  of 
weakneee,  weariaeee,  and  wiU.  He  looked  onee  more  into  the 
dear  eyes,  then  went  quietly  on  to  the  All  Father,  at  whose  City 
you  may  bo  sur<«  ho  was  met  and  is  welcomed,  even  as  be  wae 
met  and  is  welcomed  here  at  youder  gate. 

Be  glad,  dear  frienda,  that  yon,  that  we,  had  him  ao  long.  Be 
comforted  in  that  gladnoss  and,  bollovo  that  in  him,  the  vision 
is  fulfilled;  servant  of  God  here,  he  shall  serve  Him  forever,  and 
he,  the  dear  lad  we  knew,  and  love,  and  miss  so  aorely,  shall  tee 
the  Master 'i  Faea.

Mr.  Footc  spent  his  early  boyhood  days  in  New  Haven,  Ct..  whf»rf  he  was 
educated.

Thongh  of  a  delieate  eonstitution  is  ehiULIiood  and  yontb,  be  prepared  for  and 
graduated  at  Yale  College  before  he  was  17  years  of  age.  He  subsequently  pur- 
sued the  study  of  law  with  the  late  Judge  Reeve,  at  Litchfield,  until  declining 
health  compelled  him  to  relinquish  the  cherished  purpose  of  entering  the  legal 
profession.  He  eommenced  business  at  NewHaven,  In  the  West  India  trade,  in  1803. 
In  this  business  he  continued,  oeeasloaally  taking  a  voyage,  for  the  double  pur- 
pose of  benefiting  his  health  and  his  pecuniary  affairs,  until  about  the  year  1813, 
when  the  war  and  the  declining  health  of  bis  father  induced  him  to  retire  to 
Cheahirs,  whnt  he  rsrided  vpon  tha  estate  wiiare  h«  was  bom  until  tho  period 
of  his  own  death,  whieh  occurred  Sept.  16,  1846. 

From  the  p;irlr  j  art  of  the  year  1817  to  the  year  1833,  he  was  in  public  life 
During  this  time  he  was  repeatedly  a  member  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  Connecticut,  elected  to  the  Senate  of  that  State,  a  member  of  the 
House  of  BsprsseatatiTes  of  the  United  States,  Oovomor  of  the  State,  and  subss* 
quently,  in  1844,  one  of  her  Presidential  Electors.  When  a  member  of  the  Senate 
of  the  ^''nited  States,  he  introduced  the  resolution  which  still  bears  his  name, 
and  on  which  Webster  and  Hayne  made  the  splendid  efforts  which  signalized 
themtelYos  and  the  Ameiiean  Senate.  While  Govemor  of  the  State,  Mr.  Toote 
nesived  the  dogree  of  LL.D.  from  the  College  where  he  graduated,  and  in  bis 
last  protracted  illness  he  enjoyed  the  like  filial  attention  which,  under  similar 
cireametaneeB,  he  had  bestowed  upon  his  own  father. 

The  BoT.  Edward  Bull,  fomerly  a  tutor  in  Tale  OsUego,  who  had  residsd  at 
Cheshire,  and  been  familiar  with  Governor  Foote  for  sevonl  jaars  previous  to  his 
doeease,  thus  spcakH  of  his  public  and  private  character: 

Governor  Foote  was  for  a  long  period  employed  almost  constantly  in  the 
•ec^so  of  tha  publie.  There  is  seareelj  any  oAeo  in  the  gift  of  his  feUow 
eitiaens  whlehi  th^  did  not  confer  on  him.  Ha  was  succeMivdy  a  member  of  the 
Hnn~c  nf  Roriresentatives,  Speaker,  and  Governor  of  tho  Pt-^to.  and  occupied  seats 
in  both  Houses  of  Congress.  In  all  the  important  business  of  his  native  town,  he 
was  sure  to  be  employed  whenaver  his  aarrieaB  could  ba  obtaiiiad»  and  they  were 
navar  dediaed  to  sava  his  own  time  or  labor,  wban  hia  eocartiotta  eoaUl  advaaea 
the  interest  of  the  public  or  individuals. 

That  which  specially  strikes  us  as  characteristic  and  distinguishing  in  Gov. 
Poote  as  a  public  man,  is  his  integrity,  industry,  decision  and  perseverance. 
These  qualitiea  ara  tha  foundation  of  hia  sneoaia,  and  of  fba  eonlldaaea  which  he 
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secured  in  the  community.  Ue  was  eminently,  in  ail  liis  vit»w»  and  aims,  a  prac- 
tittl  ftetMoiM.  What  he  decided  to  bo  right  and  expedient  he  ever  firmly  «d- 
herad  to.  Wbat  h«  aimed  to  aeeoBpliah  lie  labored  at  ae  a  working  man,  ayitom- 

atirally  and  [nTsovcrin^ly.  TTis  nuasurcs  mi^flit  not  always  be  approvoJ,  but  the 
honest  convictiouB  by  which  he  held,  and  the  fearkss  fidelity  and  honest  zoal  with 
which  he  pursued  them,  was  never  questioned  by  any  one  who  knew  him. 

He  was,  at  least  a  portion  of  kla  life,  a  wann  party  man,  bvt  no  part j  drill 
could  ever  bring  him  to  give  hit  vote  for  a  measure  which  he  had  denounced  as 
-  unwiRe  and  inexpedient.  Nn  man  *»vor  more  utterly  repudiritod  tlio  doctrine  that 
ofiices  are  the  mere  spoils  which  arc  acqoired  by  the  successful  competitor.  The 
prineiple  to  wliieli  ho  over  adhered  io  that  thoM  who  roeeivo  the  honor*  and 
emohitiu  nt^  of  ofHco  are  debtors  to  their  constituents  to  the  full  amount  of  a 
faithful  devotion  of  thrir  tim«*  nnd  talrnts  to  their  official  dntifs.  To  this  prin- 
ciple he  con'^ciontiously  conformed  his  own  conduct,  both  in  the  general  business 
nf  legislation  and  in  proseenting  and  seenring  the  rights  of  saeh  as  entrustod  him 
with  their  claims.  To  this  last  remark,  I  doubt  not,  somo  who  read  this  will  besr 
testimony  by  the  recolleetion  of  sueh  aenrieea,  gratuitously  rendered  to  them- 
selves or  their  friends. 

OoTomor  Foots  was  an  ozomplary  and  consistent  membor  of  the  Coagrega* 
tional  Chureh  and  Soeiety  of  Cheshire,  of  whith  (smbraeing  a  period  of  aoarly  a 
fentnryV  hi'<  fatTior  :ui<l  prrindfather  were  successively  pastors.  Ilprr,  as  wrll  a? 
in  all  his  social  reiatiotiB,  his  influence  was  extensive  and  exerted  to  promote  the 
ends  of  the  Gospel, — truth,  order,  harmony,  Christian  morality  and  true  Godli- 
ness. 

In  his  fa'Tiily  ovorythin;,'  was  c<miln<'ted  by  a  uniform  system  of  orH'-T,  atiil  a 
frank  and  nt-rons  hospitality  maintained  towards  his  friends.  .\s  n  father, 
though  be  gave  no  countenance  to  that  laxness  of  parental  restraint  which  is  so 
common  at  this  day,  yet  no  one  evor  made  horns  more  pleasant  and  dearor  to  his 
children,  nor  roestved  from  them  more  nnequiTocal  tokens  of  their  love  and 
TSTorence.

His 
chief  literary  work  was  tli<-  coniprlation  of  the  "Annals  of  Kinp'.'<  Chapel,"  a 
work  nf  preat  importance  in  the  New  England  history.  Many  of  his  surmous 
were  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and  a  volume  of  them  was  coUocted  after  his 
death  nndor  the  title,  "Thy  Kingdom  Come."  The  inscription  upon  his  monu* 
ment  at  King's  Chapel  describes  him  as  "a  man  of  thorough  learning,  broad 
charity,  and  clear  iinswf^rving'  faith;  gentle,  pure,  stronp;  wise  in  judgment,  tender 
in  sympathy,  rich  in  holy  thought  and  work;  revering  justice  be  loved  mercy  and 
walked  humbly  with  bit  Ood.  His  ever  present  sense  of  duty  inspired  a  life  whose 
joy  was  to  strengthen  and  to  cheer.  With  victorious  faith  and  abiding  peace  he 
lived  among  us  blessing  and  blessed."  He  m.  July  0,  1863,  Frances  Anne,  dau.  of 
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Hon.  S.  A.  Eliot,  of  Boston,  a  woman  of  Miotljr  character,  who  is  albo  commeni' 
orated  by  a  tablet  io  King '»  Chapel.

of  1850.  He  resigned  from  the  Senate  to  assume  the  duties  of  Governor  of  MIm., 
to  wMeli  offiee  he  bad  been  elected  in  1851,  over  Jeffenon  Davis,  and  aerved 
from  Jan.,  1552,  until  Jan.,  1854.  Upon  the  expiration  of  his  term,  Governor 
Foote  removed  to  California,  but  roturn<'(l  to  Miss,  in  Is.'iS  and  resumed  the  prac- 
tice of  law  in  Vicksburg  in  ISGO,  and  was  strongly  iu  t'uvur  of  the  preservation 
of  tlia  Union.  He  was  bitterly  opposed  to  seeeaaion,  and  quit  Miaaiaiippi  territory 
'«rben  aeeeasion  was  about  to  become  a  reality,  removing  to  Tmnenee.  He,  bow> 
ever,  gave  his  adhesion  to  the  Confederate  Government,  became  a  member  of  the 
Confederate  House  of  BepresentAtives,  and  served  from  Feb.,  1862,  until  Jan.,  1865, 
when  be  resigned  and  went  abroad.  In  the  Confederate  Congress  he  was  noted 
particularly  for  his  opposition  to  Jefferson  Davis  and  to  the  oontinuation  of  the 
War,  and  he  favored  a  snsppnsion  of  hostilities  on  the  terms  offered  by  Lincoln 
in  1863  and  1864.  After  the  war  ho  became  identified  with  the  administration  of 
Grant,  and  was  appointed  by  liim  Snperintendent  of  the  U.  S.  Mint,  at  New 
Orleans,  which  post  he  held  until  his  death.  He  was  an  author  of  note,  his  pub- 
lications inrhiding  "Texas  and  the  Texnns"  (Pliiladelphla.  1811.  2  vols.).  "Tlie 
War  of  the  Rebellion"  or  "Scylla  and  Charybdis  "  (New  York,  1866),  "The 
Bench  and  Bar  of  the  South  and  Southwest''  (1876),  "Personal  Becolleetions," 
and  various  speeehes  and  literary  addresses.  He  d.  May  20,  1830,  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.
